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1991: A year

With the passage of another year it 
comes time to chronicle what life 
was all about in 1991 in Winchester. 
And for the little town of Winchester, 
what a year it was. 

Residents saw Hurricane Bob 
blow through the streets in minutes, 
leaving destruction in its wake. 
Photographer Arthur Griffin kicked 
up a little dirt during groundbreak¬ 
ing ceremonies for his museum. And 
strong ties between Winchester and 
its French sister city Saint- 
Germain-En-Laye grew stronger. 

All this and more. What can we 
ask but, what will 1992 bring? 

January 

A bid to reopen Slone Zoo in Stone- 
ham went down to defeat that 
month. After several glimpses of 
victory, legislators were unable to 
reach a compromise solution on the 
bill which would create a committee 
to oversee the zoo. 

Due to pending arbitration with 
Wheelabrator, the town braced itself 
for a hike in tipping fees for its solid 
waste. Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer told selectmen that if Whee¬ 
labrator won the arbitration the 
town was expecting the price of 
dumping to be raised by $27 per ton. 

Election time began to heat up as 
candidates got ready to battle for 
positions on each of the town boards. 
The hotest races were the two School 
Committee positions being sought by 
residents Constance Makhoul, 
Edward O'Connell and Jim Evans. 
The Selectmen’s race had residents 
Ann Matarese and Steve Powers 
vying for a spot as well as Peter Van 
Aken. Papers for the 1991 election 


were made available in January. 
Makhoul, nee Papas, and O’Connell 
won with their coalition. Powers was 
reelected and VanAken began to 
serve his first term. 

Selectmen voted on a town-wide 
parking plan. All-day parking at in 
the Aberjona lot would cost $1 and 
plans to institute a permit plan at the 
Wedgemere station were underway. 

School Committee members were 
not receptive to a new plan to redis¬ 
trict the school population and move 
the so-called “Lincoln triangle.’’ 
The town rallied to keep five elemen¬ 
tary schools alive and keep the pre¬ 
sent school configuration until a full 
study of the alternatives could be 
made. The School Facilities Utiliza¬ 
tion Committee was an offshoot 
from that decision. 

Shortfalls in collection of “other 
revenues’’ had town officials con¬ 
cerned. W. Chadwick Maurer pre¬ 
dicted that revenues from sources 
such as cemetery fees would drop 
and contribute to an overall shortfall 
for fiscal ’92. 

February 

The Winton Club performed its 
70th annual cabaret, “Where in the 
World.” Dances in the show were 
choreographed by Karen Pisani 
Pastore and directed by Michael 
Allosso. The story line told of two 
local doctors w'ho set out to raise $10 
million to save Winchester Hospital 
from dire financial straits. 

After years of high real estate 
prices the real estate market did an 
abrupt about face during the year. 
According to some market analysts, 
pricing went beyond what was rea¬ 
sonable and had to work its way 
back.

Plans for a fourth pizza establish¬ 
ment in Winchester gained momen¬ 
tum as Paesano’s applied for a vic¬ 
tualler’s license. The parlor was 
granted a license. 

The Star and Purity joined forces 
to begin a fundraising effort for the 
Arthur Griffin Center for Photo¬ 
graphic Art. By selling chances to 
win an Arthur Griffin photograph. 
mor.e money was raised to defray 
some of the start-up costs of the 
museum. 

A menu of Proposition 2':; over¬ 
ride options were placed on the bal¬ 
lot. Residents were asked to chose 
whether they would fund specific 
departments monies such as the 
Council on Aging or the School 
Department. All of the overrides 
choices went down to overwhelming 
defeat. 

The Selectmen debated the wis¬ 
dom of allowing mausoleums in the 
Wildwood Cemetery after having a 
request from one local family. The 
town in the end decided not to allow 
them as they would significantly 
alter the character of the cemetery, 
according to selectmen. 

A proposal to put a community 
center into the Mystic School met 
with some support from neighbors. 
The neighbors expressed concern 
that the church, which was then the 
tenant, deal with noise issues prior 
to signing a new lease. 

March 

Families reacted to the end of the 
Gulf War. The town welcomed its 
veterans home with open arms as 
many small celebrations were held. 
A local organization raised some 
$5,000 in a yellow ribbon campaign 
for families of soldiers in the Per¬ 


sian Gulf War. 

Rug thieves hit the town in another 
series of baffling thefts of oriental 
rugs. Police had no suspects as 
house after house was targeted for 
the thefts without the trace of the 
thieves. 

Experts predicted that the eco¬ 
nomic recovery in New England 
would be slower than expected due 
to a lag in the recovery of the nation. 
The economists felt that as soon as 
consumer confidence lifted then the 
worst of the recession would end. 

Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer expressed dismay over the 
cherry sheet figures available from 
the state. Maurer said that the lost 
state aid funds would impact the 
town since the town had only been 
prepared for a 10 percent reduction. 

Resident Eric Josephson earned 
himself a spot on the Board of Asses¬ 
sors by soundly defeating his oppo¬ 
nent by a 2-1 margin. Josephson 
topped the ticket in almost all eight 
precincts and captured 63 percent of 
the vote. 

A new organization sprung up 
from the heat of the school budget 
cuts. Advocates for Winchester Edu¬ 
cation (AWE) stated that their 
group was formed so that parents 
and teachers could communicate 
about what quality education and 
achieve an educational philosophy. 

April 

Sen. Charles Shannon was “non¬ 
committal” on pay raises slated for 
nuunbers of Republican Gov. Wil¬ 
liam Weld’s cabinet. The issue 
became a political hot potato for 
Gov. Weld, as well as Repul)lican

State police merge 
to one department

After 19 years^ Molea retires 
as Winehester^s canine officer

Although W'inchester’s Dog 
Control Officer. Dominic Molea. 
retired more than a month ago 
he’s still getting calls at home 
from residents with canine 
troubles. 

.Not surprising, since .Molea 
and his “dog mobile” have been 
familiar sights around town for 
almost two decades However. 
.Molea .sees a more obvious rea 
son, too. 

“My voice is still on the record¬ 
ing machine (at the dog officer 
control desk!. " laughs Molea. 
“wlu'ii iK'ople call the hou.se 1 try 
to tell them. Tm retired!’ 

But retirement tor Molea was 
not an easy choice. At 66, Molea 
says ii was medical problems 
that forced him to leave his jxist 

he really didn’t want to give up 
the job 

“I didn't want to quit. 1 wanted 
to keep working. " said Molea in a 
recent interview at his Winches¬ 
ter home 1 like jH'ople and I like 
animals, he added. 

That combination proved a val 
uable asset on the job. as Molea 
regularly dealt with troublesome 
canines and back in 1972 when 
Me'".! first sfaru-' bi^ job. some 


stubborn dog owners who didn’t 
catch on to the new leash law 

.And during his tenure as dog 
officer. Molea has certainly seen 
it all. He heljM'd re.scue a dog 
from Wedge Pond that broke 
through the ice and responded to 
the scene of a dog attack that left 
the owner with multiple injuries 
He’s even trapi>ed the random 
stray skunk that wanders into 
town unwelcome 

Back in 1972 it was a downturn 
in the economy that brought 
Molea to his post as dog offiit i 
His drycleaning business w.is. 
waning and .Molea was looking 
for stimething else to do A.s a 
life long resident of Winchester 
and a true lover ol animals, 
Molea found everything he was 
liKiking for in the newly created 
position. 

The leash law had been imple 
mented in Winchester from 7 
a.m. to 7 pin about that time, 
and the Board of Selectmen 
decided a full time officer was 
needed to enlorce it 

Over the years. Molea says he 
received about 2,tKKi phone calls 
from resident annuall> That’s 
dogs, barking, dogs biting and any 
other animal problem that might 
arise 


‘ People were very good, ” said 
Molea, “they responded to the 
leash law” However, he notes 
the offenders were many too, and 
as offenst grew , so did the fines. 

.Now, about 1.400 dogs are 
registered each year And steep 
[H'fialtie.-. h.-vo pul some teeth 
int(- the leash law and the licens¬ 
ing n'quirenuMit. says Molea.

Revenue department 
announces list of 
residents with refunds 

The Department of Revenue 
(DOR) is ready to distribute 
$464,804.29 in unclaimed refund 
checks to 3,183 taxpayers whose 1990 
income tax refunds were returned 
by the post office as undeliverable, 
Revenue Commissioner Mitchell 
Adams announced recently. 

“We want to be sure that every 
taxpayer who is entitled to a refund 
receives it,” said Adams. “These 
are tough times for many, and an 
unexpected refund check right now 
may be just the boost someone needs 
to get in the holiday spirit.” 

Each year, DOR mails a list of all 
taxpayers owed refund to all daily 
and weekly newspapers. The checks 
range in amount from $5.04 up to 
$8,715 with the average check total¬ 
ing $163.15. 

Any taxpayer whose name 
appears on the list should call DOR’s 
Taxpayer Assistance Bureau at

Senator Shannon said he agreed 
that the issue of automobile insur¬ 
ance should be reviewed and 
reformed. “ ... many legislators 
support Governor Weld’s proposed 
45-day freeze on rate increases with 
the promise of insurance reform. I 
support that effort but I believe it 
simply does not go far enough,” said 
Shannon. 

“In my experience as a member of 
the Insurance Committee, I do not 
believe that any meaningful reform 
can occur during a 45-day freeze. I 
believe that a one year freeze, com¬ 
bined with a reform, is the action 
that is in the best interest of the 
public,” he added.

Sen. Shannon, as the economy con¬ 
tinued to falter. The Governor even¬ 
tually had to deny the raises and roll 
back the salaries as public senti¬ 
ment against the raises ran high. 

The Pee Wees hockey team 
headed for the Division I playoffs 
with hopes of going all the way. The 
town cheered them on as they left for 
the games and emerged as victors 
several weeks later as national 
champions in Rhode Island. 

The school administration and the 
School Committee worked to chop 
some $750,000 out of the school 
budget. The budget process took 
meetings into the wee hours during 
April. 

In the end, the assistant superin¬ 
tendent of curriculum position was 
cut and some cuts to the administra¬ 
tive expenses accounts were made. 
Rumors circulated that some of the 
more recent additions to the princi¬ 
pals’ staff would not be rehired and 
parents flocked to a School Commit¬ 
tee meeting to express their 
concern. 

School Committee Chairman Con¬ 
stance Makhoul dispelled the 
rumors at the start of the meeting 
and reappointed High School Princi¬ 
pal John Ritchie and Elementary 
School Principal Bruce MacDonald. 

Selectmen evaluated the quarterly 
tax bill to see if the new system 
would generate more tax revenue 
for the town. Town Meeting later 
voted to endorse it since it was 
projected that the new system would 
generate an extra $140,000 in 
revenue. 

May 

The schools eyed cutting the posi¬ 
tion of Assistant Superintendent of 
Curriculum, a position then held by 
David Ackerman. The debate cen¬ 
tered on whether other administra¬ 
tors within the system could take 
over Ackerman’s duties. Ackerman 
subsequently left Winchester for a 


job in Tucson, Ariz. and the curricu¬ 
lum duties are now split among 
other staff members. 

A plan to solve ongoing problems 
at West Side Field on Wildwood 
Street was accepted by the Select¬ 
men. The plan would allow the Little 
League to move a fence to increase 
the parking area and solve some of 
the neighbors concerns about park¬ 
ing too close to their homes. 

The Board of Selectmen began 
granting one-day liquor licenses. 
The Selectmen had to apply to the 
state’s Alcoholic Beverage Control 
Commission (ABCC) to determine if 
they had the authority to grant the 
licenses. Town Counsel Wade Welch 
said that they did. Resident Frank 
Sopper remained a vocal opponent 
to the one-day licenses. 

A water filtration plant was 
recommended for Winchester at a 
cost of $4 million dollars by Weston 
and Sampson Engineers Inc. The 
town was mandated to plan the con¬ 
struction of a water filtration plant 
by federal mandate. New federal 
guidelines governing drinking water 
were the source of strict water qual¬ 
ity standards on communities. The 
ruling in effect required cities and 
towns to build a water filtration 
plant or protect the watershed area 
and apply for a waiver. 

Heisman trophy winner Joseph 
Bellino was inducted into the 
Winchester Sports Foundation Hall 
of Fame. A dinner was held in his 
honor and his long football career 
was recognized. More than 580 
friends and supporters turned out 
for the dinner at the Burlington 
Marriott. 

The Retirement Board lifted a 
salary pension cap on employees 
hired after Jan. 1,1979. The cap had 
been placed at $30,000, which the 
board felt was not fair. The employ¬ 
ees paid 5, 7, or 8 percent of their 
salary — depending on their date of 
hire — into the system during their

employment. When they retire, the 
pension allowance is determined by 
calculating the average of the final 
three-year average. 

June 

Town Day was held and Winches¬ 
ter welcomed visitors from France 
to celebrate the town’s rich culture. 
The visitors, including the town’s 
mayor Michel Pericard from the 
sister city St.-Germain-en-Laye, 
France were here to start off the 
relationship known as ‘‘twinning’’ or 
jumelage. 

The previous spring an entourage 
of Winchester residents visited the 
small town and were treated to 
sightseeing tours, cultural activities 
and French hospitality. 

The Board of Health was able to 
retain the services of health 
inspector/agent in fiscal year 1982. 
Selectmen funded the position of 
health agent when the Board of 
Health took the cause to the Select¬ 
men at one of their regularly sche¬ 
duled meetings. The Board said they 
would look at increasing fees to fund 
the position for the next year’s 
budget as the Selectmen’s funds 
were only for the current year.

allotment. A signature from Gover¬ 
nor Weld was all that stood between 
Winchester and its projected 
$2,341,000 installment of local aid 
funds. 

After more than a year of negotia¬ 
tions with state and local officials, 
representatives of Purity were pull¬

Purity 
planned to construct a 16,600 sq.ft, 
addition to the Main Street super¬ 
market, thereby increasing the total 
space of the building from 20,000 sq. 
ft. to 36,600 sq ft. 

Continental Cablevision moved 
one step closer to occupying space in 


Winchester High School for its local 
studio. With approval from both 
selectmen and School Commitec 
members, Continental was awaiting 
the final okay from the Massa¬ 
chusetts Commission of Education 
before making the big move. 

Local Post Office authorities were 
assessing the damage caused by two 
July 4 maibox fires, which did mini¬ 
mal damage to citizens’ mail. Police 
were on the look-out for information 
leading to the identification of per¬ 
sons involved in the vandalism. 

New charges by the Massa¬ 
chusetts V/ater Resources Authority 
(MWRA) would cost Winchester tax¬ 
payers more than $400,(X)0 that year. 
And a new tax enacted by the Legis¬ 
lature and signed into law by Gover¬ 
nor Weld was expected to hike local 
ratepayers’ bills even more. 

After many years of red tape and 
fervent fundraising, resident Arthur 
Griffin finally captured his elusive 
dream of creating a museum to 
house his world-renowned photogra¬ 
phy. Groundbreaking ceremonies 
for the Shore Road museum were set 
for Sept. 12, Griffin’s B8th birthday. 

A family business and landmark 
in Winchester for more than 31 years 
succumbed to the tough economic 
times that month, as Bellino’s Pizza 
closed its doors to the public. Owner 
Anthony Bcllino cited the failing 
economy for the closing. 


August 


Board of Health members were 
ready to spray larvicide to prevent 



the potential spread of encephalitis 
should test show the presence of 
certain mosquita larvae. Within 
weeks, the spraying was complete. 

The School Committee appointed 
three new employees to administra¬ 
tive posts within the schools. Dr. 
Herrick Hawkins was appointed to 
the post of assistant principal at 
McCall Middle School, Charles 
Meinnis was to fill the spot vacated 
by Andrew Allan, retiring principal 
of Lynch and Guido Sabelli was 
hired to replace retiring Principal 
Richard Young at Vinson Owen 
Elementary School. 

The Exxon gasoline station on 
Main Street was the subject of a 
proposed clean-up plan to clear out 
debris from leaking underground 
storage tanks, which had been 
removed several years prior. 

The Board of Selectmen that week 
decided against naming Sept. 24 
“Super Tuesday” in Winchester. 
The measure, which was proposed 
by the Legislature and backed by 
Gov. Weld, would allow cities and 
towns across the state to consider a 
limited override of Proposition 2 '2 
on that date. 

Relaxation of federal wetlands 
laws would not affect Winchester, 
according to local conservation com- 
issioners. The Massachusetts Wet¬ 
lands Protection Act, they said, 
would offer a safeguard for the town. 

Although Hurricane Bob swept 
through Winchester in just minutes, 
it left in its wake dozens of downed 
electrical wires and countless bro¬ 
ken tree branches. Some residents 
lost trees, others were left without 
power, but all in all. the damage was 
minimal and no injuries were 
reported.

During tho 3()th anniversary of 
the founding of Winton C'lub 
members not only had to concern 
themselves with the needs of 
Winchester Hospital, the war 
effort demanded almost equal 
time. 

Subsequent to Pearl Harbor. 
Winton Club sewed and knitted 
for the troops in Kurope for¬ 
warding endless boxes of clothing 
to those in need. 

.As Mrs. Irving Jennings 
brought the 1942 cabaret to suc¬ 
cessful fruition, many of the 
more intrepid club members took 
turns trudging up the hill to the 
high w(M)den watchtower -- scan¬ 
ning the skies for enemy aircraft. 

Over many years, Winton Cluh 
ladies have also scanned the local 
horizons searching for needs 
within the community. 

Early on - when it was found 
that devoted handiwork couldn’t 
possibly fill the gap in linen needs 
at Winchester Hospital — the 
idea of a fundraising cabaret was 
born. 

Marion Grush was the premier 
cabaret chairman and her origi¬ 
nal production of 1921 paved the 
way for the subsequent 71 years 
— Winchester’s longest-running 
hit show. 

Except for the year 1927, under 
Mr. Joseph Butler, when a Gala 
Charity Ball took the place of the 
annual show' — Winton Club 
Cabaret has been the annual rite 
of passage into the new year. 

Themes have changed over the 


years, but some venerable tradi¬ 
tions have remained — the Win¬ 
ton Club Drill and the traditional 
kick tine. 

The Observer remembers with 
enthusiasm schoolmates Beverly 
Govoni, Noreen Johnson, Jan 
Keene Cooper and Judy Madden 
bringing dow n the house with the 
kicklines of the late 1950s and 
1960s. 

Unfortunately the kick line has 
been glaring in its absence during 
the last two shows — a victim 
perhaps of more jaded tastes. 

The 1935 cabaret, “A Day in 
Bermuda” with Ruby Newman 
and his Orchestra featured a 
beautifully choreographed num¬ 
ber featuring real bicycles 
w'herein Dorothy Drew'son — the 
Observer’s godmother — played 
a key role. Longtime residents 
will remember her as “D.D.” 
Puffer Haley who managed Puf¬ 
fer Insurance for many years. 

It all begins again this week 
w'ith auditions and rehearsals for 
“Nostalgia” a review of Broad¬ 
way shows and other entertain¬ 
ment facets of the 1950s. 

Tow'n Hall Auditorium w'ill 
overflow with people seven days 
a w’eek during January as the 
production is readied by Winton 
Club, its stage crew and cast 
members. 

We say it every year — but the 
message bears repeating; the 
unwavering devotion of Winton 
Club to the needs of Winchester 
and the surrounding community 
has assured veneration of the 
exceptional quality of life in this 
town.

This version does 
not include a previous provision 
approved by the House raising the 
tax on cigarettes by 13 cents per 
pack. 

Supporters said this long overdue 
bill is a major step in controlling 
skyrocketing medical costs. Oppo¬ 
nents said the bill is a step in the 
wrong direction and could actually 
increase costs and also force many 
struggling hospitals to close.

Supporters said the bill w'ill send 
more youths charged with murder, 
rajx* and other violent crimes to 
adult court and w'ill justly punish 
them for their crimes. They said 
current law makes it difficult to try 
these offenders as adults and results 
in young rapists and killers being 
free to walk the streets in a few 
years.

1982: 10 years ago 

Winchester drivers received 
news that insurance rates would 
increase 11.6 percent that week. 
The town experienced less of an 
increase than did other towns in 
the state. The statewide average 
on the year was 25 percent.

Town 
officials gathered for the ribbon¬ 
cutting ceremony; Selectmen 
Chairman Edward O’Connell was 
at the opening with Fire Chief 
John McHugh and State Rep. 
Sherman Saltmarsh. 

A state-wide survey released 
that week placed Winchester 23rd 
in the slate in terms of per capita 
wealth. Towns that placed ahead 
of Winchester in terms of proper¬ 
ty values that year. They were: 
Dover, Weston, Lincoln, Marble¬ 
head, Rockporl, Wellesley, Bel¬ 
mont, Brookline, Carlisle, Con¬ 
cord, Lexington, Manchester, 
Sherborn, Wenham and West- 
wood. The towns were evaluated 
for the purposes of the survey by 
using property values.

Board of Health members were 
that week looking for a stronger arm 
in forcing the clean-up of local 
hazardous waste sites. The board 
hoped to adopt a proposed regulation 
that would give the board more 
authority in pushing the clean-up of 
contaminated sites in Winchester. 

Work on Continental Cablevision’s 
new local origination studio in 
Winchester High School was moving 
full speed ahead that week and the 
studio was to be opened in a matter 
of months. 

Board of Selectmen members 
decided to lend the town’s support to 
legal action against the Massa¬ 
chusetts Water Resources Authority 
and Gov.

OBITUARIES 


Lewis Erwin 

Professor Lewis Erwin H. 40, for¬ 
mer Winchester resident, died unex¬ 
pectedly Dec. 15 at his home in 
Winnetka. Ill. At the time of his 
death, he was Director of the Center 
for Manufacturing Engineering at 
Northwestern’s School of Engineer¬ 
ing and Applied Science. 

Professor Erwin, who grew up on 
a farm in Indiana, received his 
bachelor’s, master’s and doctoral 
degrees from the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology. He served 
as an assistant professor at the Uni¬ 
versity of Wisconsin, and then as an 
associate professor at MIT during 
his Winchester years. In the early 
‘80s, he devised an innovative 
method for applyng heat shielding to 
the Space Shuttle’s external fuel 


tanks, solving a problem that had 
plagued NASA and saving the agen¬ 
cy some $50 million. 

Between his years teaching a MIT 
and his time at Northwestern, he 
served as Director of Packaging at 
Kraft Foods.

with these issues alone. 

The workshop is ideally targeted 
toward parents with children age 10 
to 14, however, Merchant says 
parents with younger or older child¬ 
ren are encouraged to come. ‘‘The 
problem concerns all kids,” she 
adds. 

Merchant, and co-leaders Judy 
Bush and Anne Umscheid, received 
their training to teach the workshop 
at Mt. Auburn Hospital last spring. 
But Merchant said they were quite 
surprised at how fast that informa¬ 
tion came in handy. The next night 
the three attended a drug awareness 
talk in the Winchester schools and 
within a few weeks had put together 
their first workshop, a three-part 
program that was held last spring. 

Merchant says the response from 
parents was positive and she hopes 
the parents get as much from this 


next program to be held in January. 

She says the real goal of the prog¬ 
ram is to give parents practical 
skills, such as the ability to commu¬ 
nicate with their children on the 
topic of drug and alcohol abuse, and 
to set rules. 

‘‘It’s a gift to kids,” says Mer¬ 
chant of the program, ‘‘to give kids a 
drug- and alcohol-free youth. ” 

She says when the community as a 
whole tackles a problem, such as 
drug and alcohol abuse, the results 
are evident. ‘‘There is power in 
numbers,” she adds. 

Merchant also notes that the town 
as a whole must become aware of 
the problem. ‘‘The problem is very 
real,” she says, ‘it is very much out 
there.” 

She says although kids in town 
seem to have what she calls ‘‘a party 
line,” to communicate to each other 
when houses will be vacant and 


adults out of town, the adults often 
do not have that same kind of 
networking. 

‘‘For parents, awareness is a first 
step,” said Merchant, ‘‘denial is the 
name of the problem.” 

Merchant says the communication 
between parents will also give them 
an idea of how other parents deal 
with setting family ground rules.

State policing agencies 
merge into one department

Gov. Weld enacted the measure that 
swiftly changed the plans into 
reality. 

The Metropolitan force of 575 will 
be streamlined as a new mandatory 
retirement age of 55 is imposed on 
Dec. 31, 1992. But, according to 
Charles McDonald, spokesman from 
the Executive Office for Public Safe¬ 
ty, which will oversee the new orga¬ 
nization, the most significant 
changes wilt take time. 

The four police agencies will be 
melded into one, but the initial 
implementation phase between now 
and July, 1992 will involve primarily 
studying the different job tasks to 
determine how to consolidate the 
departments. 

The newly created police agency 
will mean statewide powers for ail 
2,100 officers. The new uniform for 
all four departments will be the 
State Police uniform and the cruiser 
will be a State Police vehicle. 
According to McDonald, although 
the consolidation will take some 
time, most of the effects in the short 
term will be to personnel. 

According to Gillis, 130 Metropoli¬ 
tan Police officers will be retiring in 
the next year as they reach age 55. 
Gillis said that most of the changes 
will be positive but the one change, 
prompting the early retirement of 
officers 55 or older has caught some 
unprepared and will be painful. 

‘‘Some of these officers are faced 
with their children’s college tuition 
bills. They thought they’d have more 
time. Now they are looking at being 
forced to retire within a year. That’s 
rough,” said Gillis.

McDonald said buyouts to some of 
those contracts are in the process of 
being negotiated and will be ‘‘fair 
and equitable.” 

The consolidation is going to save 
the state monev in the long run, says 
Gillis. 

McDonald maintains that the aim 
is not so much to save money for the 
state but to improve the efficiency of 
the different agencies. ‘‘This is the 
largest police consolidation in the 
country, so it is going to take some 
time,” said McDonald. 


As of July, 1992 the Metropolitan, 
Capitol and Registry police depart- 
menLs will cease to exist. 

McDonald says that within three 
or four years the changes will start 
to save money instead of cost 
money. He says the Governor thinks 
the initial savings projected will be 
minor compared to what will actual¬ 
ly be saved. “We’ll be back with the 
numbers as we get them. And they 
will show a huge savings,” predicted 
McDonald.

granted a new covenant to build 15 
single family houses on his 4.2 acre 
property, instead of the originally 
planned 28 condominium units. 
Town Meeting ultimately put its 
stamp on the change, as well. 

November 

War veterans were honored in a 
ceremonies at Winchester’s honor 
roll that week. Veterans’ Day was 
celebrated with a procession of war 
veterans, the local Fire and Police 
departments, the high school band 
and local scout troops. Despite the 
chilly conditions, sturdy residents 
turned out to honor the town’s 
veterans. 

The fiscal year 1993 budget was 
presenting a bleak outlook for town 
employees. Town Manager Chad¬ 
wick Maurer that month offered a 
preliminary budget for FY93, and 
added that personnel reductions 
would not be required under the four 
options outlined. However, mem¬ 
bers of the board said the numbers 
pointed to potential employee lay¬ 
offs. 

The Winchester Players pulled off 
the perfect play that week, and the 
characters, the perfect crime, dur¬ 
ing their fall production of 
“Monique.” 

Town officials approved the trans¬ 
fer of a liquor license from Maximi¬ 


lian’s Cafe at 11-27 Converse Place 
to B and C Restaurant, to be known 
as Rick’s Cafe. The transfer was to 
take place within six to eight weeks, 
and the closing and opening of the 
two restaurants were planned to 
coincide. 

Longtime resident Michael Sar- 
aco, announced his retirement as 
executive secretary of the Massa¬ 
chusetts Health Officers Associa¬ 
tion, after 34 years of services in the 
public health field. Despite rumors 
that he would also retire from his 
seat on Town Meeting, Saraco 
assured the town he would not. 

After months of signature collect¬ 
ing. Winchester resident Joseph 
Mozzicato’s bill that would turn 
recyclable cans and bottles into a 
chance for a lottery win, was gaining 
speed and earning approval from 
local legislators. 

Smith Pond neighbors and a local 
developer were still debating the 
best method to achieve an “environ¬ 
mentally sensitive” development at 
the site. 

December 

Construction on Mystic Valley 
Parkway to replace a 60-inch water 
pipe was okayed by the Board of 
Selectmen that week.

As a result of successful recycling 
efforts, Winchester is now sending 
less trash to Massachusetts 
REFUSETECH, Inc (MRI), a 
waste-to-energy facility in North 
Andover. However, because many of 
MRI’s 23 contributing communities 
of the North Esast Solid Waste Com¬ 
mittee have alo reduced waste, MRI 
was looking to raise the tipping fee 
per ton to make up the lost revenue. 

The town that week sent out the 
year’s census forms in a mass mail¬ 
ing. In addition to the census form, 
however, the mailing included an 
application for a transfer station 
sticker and a dog licensing 
application. 

After almost nine years, some 
Winchester residents decided they 
would like to see Wedge Pond 
reopened for swimming.

In addition 
to legal fees, the settlement will cost 
the town upwards of $40,000.

The Sachems fought 57 matches at 
the Lowell Holiday Tournament Fri¬ 
day and .Saturday to finish third with 
143.5 points. 

This trailed Franklin and winner 
Way land by a fair margin. Ten men 
scored for the Sachems who totalled 
10 more team points than last year 
when they won the championship.

W’ill Thilly il4()i look first place. 
Chuck Held tii2) took second while

Thilly won this biggest of all .New 
England tournaments for the third 
consecutive year. Windiester. a 
strong wrestling school for many 
years, has has only one previous 
Low'ell champ. Bill Murphy in 1987. 

Starting with a fast tech fall over 
Quincy and pins against Billerica. 
Franklin and Wellesley. Thilly met 
Ben Ring of .St. John’s Prep in the 
final. Ring, like Thilly. is a former 
junior national judo champion and 
has national and international frees¬ 
tyle wrestling experience, notably at 
the Macabees games. His style is to 
tie up and slip down on a leg taking a 
throw if it sets up. 

Thilly’s style is to stay dow'n and 
hunt for the shoelace high single leg. 
Last year he hit more than 1(K) 
takedowns with this move and Ring 
knew it. Thus the first six minutes 
were almost motionless with Ring 
reaching to block first and looking 
for his shot second. Thilly. who was 
woozey from an accidental head butt 
in the first 30 seconds, went into slow 
motion and took no chances on his 
part either. Simultaneous stalling 
was called. 

.At the end of three periods 
exchanges of escapes had the score 
tied at 2-2. The tournament tiebreak- 


er was simple sudden death for the 
first score. The whistle blew and 
Thilly was in on the deep sinle leg. 
pulled behind and had the champion¬ 
ship. 11 may not have been pretty, 
but it was sufficient.

Held opened the tourney with a

HEALTH NOTES 


Pulmonary program 
at Regional Center 

Beginning in January 1992, the 
Regional Health Center in Wilming¬ 
ton will offer a Pulmonary Rehabili¬ 
tation Program. An extension of the 
Pulmonary Rehabilitation Program 
at Winchester Hospital, the program 
assists patients with chronic 
obstructive pulmonary disorders 
such as asthma, emphysema and 
chronic bronchitis, and helps them 
overcome the limitations of their 
condition to enjoy a more satisfying 
life. 

“This is a unique pulmonary reha¬ 
bilitation program because it’s tail¬ 
ored to meet the individual needs of 
each patient,’’ says Joseph Pappa- 
lardo. Director of Respiratory Ser¬ 
vices al Winchester Hospital. He 
explains that the first week of the 
10-week program is all diagnostic, 
starting with a complete Pulmonary 
Exercise Stress Test. The stress test 
determines a patient’s anaerobic 
threshold — the point where the 
body stops making oxygen. 

In 30 sessions (three each week), 
program members are helped by 
five different medical disciplines 
from the Regional Health Center in 
Wilmington. The program consists 
of sessions with a respiratory ther¬ 
apist. a physical therapist, a nutri¬ 
tionist, a registered nurse or phar¬ 
macist and representatives from the 
Social Services Department, who 
address a patient’s needs in coping 
with a chronic illness. 

Patients attending the program 
meet in small groups and discuss 
problems they have in common — 
everything from how to monitor 
their own status, to relaxation tech¬ 
niques. Janice Doren, Outpatient 
Supervisor at the Regional Health 
Center in Wilmington who super¬ 
vises the program says, “The prog¬ 
ram is very individualized At the 
lieginning of a 10-week session, one 
patient who had emphysema told me 
he couldn’t walk from his house to 
his car without having severe dysp¬ 
nea. or shortness of breath. At the 
end of the program, he was not only 
walking to his car. but resumed 
driving it and even was able to go 
places for short periods of lime. 
'I’hough we can’t make the chronic 
disease disappear, w'e help educate 
patients alxuit their disease and help 
them lead more fulfilling, indepen 
dent lives ” 

Following the lO-week program, 
patients can continue to receive sup¬ 
port and information through The 
Regional Health Center in Wilming¬ 
ton’s monthly “Breathing Support 
Group ” sessions. The sessions 
include exercise and are led by a 
physical therapist.

Planniig ahead 

Retraining can give workers an 
edge in the job market

I mages from “Leave it to 
Beaver” linger like a 
parent’s disapproval in the 
minds of people like David, a 
former computer trainer 
from Canton in the process of 
rebuilding both his life and his 
career. 

David, who asked that his last 
name be v/ithheld, is 38, and like 
many of his generation, grew up with 
the sense that Ward Cleaver’s 
secure, predictable career was the 
norm. 

‘ ‘I don’t know if that ever 
existed, but it doesn’t anymore,’’ he 
said. 

David will soon return to school 
to earn a bachelor’s degree in 
paralegal studies. He is also 
overcoming a divorce, near¬ 
bankruptcy and a severe back injur>' 
that left him temporarily unable to 
walk, forcing him to leave his 
computer job four years ago. 

He acknowledged feeling scared 
and frustrated about his situation at 
times, but he also has new control 
over his life. David said he has 
realized that no employer will look 
out for him .nd that he must plan 
ahead by researching the job market 
and updating his skills accordingly. 

“Had I not had the injury, I think 
I’d be scrambling right now’’ to keep 
his old job. 

While David’s situation is 


extreme, workers at all levels are 
finding that hard work and loyalty are 
no longer enough to get or keep 
jobs. Retraining is fast becoming a 
buzz word for the ’90s and a key 
ingredient to landing work in a 
competitive job market. 

An increasing number of colleges 
— and some companies — are 
offering training in ever\'thing from 
basic skills to accounting and health 
professions. More of these programs 
certify people to work in specific job 
titles. 

In the paralegal field, for instance, 
law firms once hired women with a 
general clerical background to work 
as legal secretaries, often training 
them on the job. Now, firms look for 
candidates with paralegal 
certification, preferably as part of 
earning a bachelor’s degree. 

Similarly, those hired to do 
medical record-keeping typically 
have certification and training in the 
field. In the past, these workers had 
no specific qualifications for the job 
and limited skills. 

Jane Nathanson, a vocational 
rehabilitation counselor in Roslindale 
and principal of Career Lifelines, said 
those who could once get along 
without a high school degree 
working in such lucrative fields as 
trucking, construction and 
manufacturing are finding they now 
need to improve their ability to read, 
write and do math. 

She said this is due to the fact 
that their old jobs no longer exist or 


because those positions have 
become more sophisticated. And 
with the influence of computers and 
technology on most jobs, even the 
lowest level employees need to 
know more and be open to learning. 

“You have a lot of people being 
affected by a tremendous shift from 
manufacturing to services. When you 
provide interpersonal services, there 
is a demand for far better 
communication and verbal skills that 
are not necessary for the typical 
assembly worker to have,” said 
Nathanson. 

But it is also becoming more 
common for professionals who 
already have a bachelor’s degree or 
some college background to return 
to school for more specialized 
training that gives them an edge in 
the job market. 

David pointed out that while he 
has extensive middle management 
experience and knowledge of 
computers, he is competing for jobs 
with people 10 to 20 years older as 
well as those just out of college. He 
is also hindered by a physical 
disability that limits his endurance 
and prevents him from traveling as 
he did at his last job. 

After sending out 120 resumes 
this year following his physical 
rehabilitation and vocational 
counseling with Nathanson, he got 
one interview for paralegal work. 

Colleges with adult education 
programs are responding to such 
dilemmas by trying harder to 


prepare students to meet increasing 
work place demands. 

Northeastern University’s 
continuing education department 
based in Dedham launched a pilot 
program this fall aimed at improving 
students’ writing skills in all 
subjects. 

Some 20 faculty members 
teaching a variety of courses toward 
associate’s or bachelor’s degrees 
are participating in “The Write 
Place.” Each teacher was asked to 
include in his or her syllabus 
assignments involving writing. One 
accounting teacher recently asked 
his class to write the definition of a 
debit and credit using full sentences 
and correct grammar. 

‘ 'We had been hearing for a long 
time about people in the work place 
not being able to communicate well 
in the written form. We wanted to 
do something (about it) across the 
curriculum,” said John Jordan, dean 
of University College, 

Northeastern’s continuing education 
program. “I think it’s a lot easier to 
do something like this in an adult 
situation.” 

While the accounting exercise 
may have seemed tedious or even 
irrelevant to the future number- 
crunchers, Jordan said business 
majors need to pay as much 
attention to their writing as English 
majors. 

He said many faculty members 
are enthusiastic about the writing 
initiative because they also work in 
the business world and see the need 
for competent communicators. 

“I don’t know of any career 
opportunity that is not enhanced by 
the ability to write,” said Jordan. 

Northeastern, which has 12,000 
to 13,000 students enrolled in its 
evening courses for adults, is getting 
a good response to its seven 
professional development programs 
as more people seek to expand their 
credentials. Ray Williams, executive 
director of the continuing education 
division, said the programs have 
expanded steadily over the past 30 
years, but are now in the third year 
of record enrollment. He said 


enrollment this year is up 20 percent 
over last year. 

Companies along Route 128 are 
also hiring Northeastern to train its 
computer engineers how to write 
software or to perform other related 
functions. The companies pay 
Northeastern to send teachers on¬ 
site to teach their employees and 
tailor classes to their needs. 

“Three years ago, we were 
training a lot of engineers. Now 
everything is software, ’ ’ said 
Williams. “As companies are trying 
to stay competitive, they have to 
expand niches or find new niches and 
they need their people trained to 
respond in kind." 

Many individuals are pursuing 
retraining on their own to advance in 
a career or to switch to a new, 
growing field. 

As David discovered through his 
sessions with Nathanson and reading 
the state Department of 
Employment and Training’s 
Employment 2000 manual, paralegal 
work is expected to be one of the 
fastest growing occupations in the 
1990s. Courses in that subject are 
thus among the most popular at 
Northeastern, said Williams. 

Other important areas for 
retraining include most fields related 
to electronics because the 
technology is continually advancing. 
Training in environmental science 
and regulation is also in demand as 
workers specializing in building 
design, waste water treatment or 
even installing air conditioning 
systems try to keep up with 
changing laws. 

Nathanson said workers 
considering retraining should also 
look to such growing areas as 
accounting, actuarial services, 
medical technologies, biology, 
chemistry and biomedical 
technology. 

The array of courses offered by 
area colleges and training schools 
can nevertheless be confusing. 
Nathanson stressed the importance 
of carefully researching fields and 
evaluating one’s skills and 
experience before enrolling in any

program. 

She further cautioned that 
obtaining certification or a degree in 
a particular field does not always 
guarantee a job or great salary 
immediately. Retraining should 
therefore be viewed as a long-term 
career investment, rather than a 
quick fix to unemployment. 

The cost of retraining is also 
enough to make workers think twice 
about signing up for courses. 

“You used to have training 
funded through various scholarship 
programs or tuition benefits 
associated with employment. Now 
those are suffering,” said 
Nathanson.

Many people decorate their homes 
for the season, Chodat said. And when 
a home is on the market, she suggests 
the homeowmers have a fire going in 
the fireplace, if they’re going to be 
home, put on soft music, and “have a 
scent, pine or cider, or something bak¬ 
ing. That is just so appealing to the 
senses of the buyer, because they 
want to feel at home, they want to see 
themselves in that home for the holi¬ 
days next year,” she said. 

‘ ‘The ones out looking now are the 
ones who are more serious buyers or 
who want to get an idea of what to buy 
in January,” Chodat said. “And the 
homes do present nicely this time of 
year. People are keeping them well 
kept for family and friends to drop in. ”

Real estate agents, generally, said 
they do not recommend that people 
decorate if it’s not their style, or 
downplay their decorations in an effort 
to meet a buyer’s approval.

as they have always lived. They 
shouldn’t be inconveniencing them¬ 
selves. 1 think people realize that other 
people live there and that’s their home 
and that’s what they want,” she said. 

“A lot of people won’t like the wall¬ 
paper, either,” said Jack Cusack of 
Keenan and Cusack, Arlington. “We 
don’t tell them to change the wallpa¬ 
per.” 

“I’ve never seen someone play 
down decorations for fear of offending 
anybody,” said George Quigley, Quig¬ 
ley Real Estate, Natick. “The house 
should always look cleaned up and pre¬ 
sentable at any time of the year. 1 
don’t know if Christmas decorations 
make any difference.' ’ 

But Litavis said putting a home on 
the market during the holidays isn’t al¬ 
ways the best time. “It may look pret¬ 
ty, but the children are home from 
school and it could be utter chaos. It’s 
difficult to have the beds made, the 
kids are in from college and don’t want 
to get out of bed before 11.” 

However, the brokers say, people 
who have been looking during the holi¬ 
days are seriously looking, because if 
they weren’t, they would be out shop¬ 
ping or vacationing. “If they are ready 
to make a decision, they want to make 
it now, because they are in the holi¬ 
day-buying mood,” Chodat said. 
“They like to be able to tell other peo¬ 
ple they bought a house for each other 
for Christmas. They didn’t just buy a 
tie. They bought the family a house! 
People get so thrilled. ’ ’ 

”1 think that if people are interest¬ 
ed in buying, they’re just as interested 
during this season as any other," 
agreed Quigley. “If they’re ready to 
buy, they’re not going to delay buying 
because of the Christmas season. If 


they are out looking now, then buying 
a house is a priority. They could be out 
shopping or with their family or at par¬ 
ties. If they do take the time to look at 
a property, that indicates a strong in¬ 
terest. They’re obviously more seri¬ 
ous, not casually shopping.” 

But many real estate agents have 
to deal with the Christmas season 
myth - that people don’t look and don’t 
buy during the holidays, said Richard 
Cass, Centur>’ 21/Westward Homes. 
“Sellers ask us if they should take 
their homes of the market during the 
holidays,” Cass said. “The assump¬ 
tion is that no one out there is buying. 
The buyers are still out there, there 
are just not as many of them out there. 
But the fact of life is, you can’t sell a 
house if it’s not on the market. I try to 
encourage sellers to keep their homes 
on,” Cass said. “They could basically 
get that one person who looks at a 
house and likes it. Corporate transfers 
are often out there at this time of year, 
doing a dry run before the first quar¬ 
ter. 

“The market niche is there for 
those people. They are serious buy¬ 
ers. The tire kickers and lookers might 
not be there this month, but the quali¬ 
ty buyers will be,” Cass said. “If they 
weren’t serious, they wouldn’t be out 
there.” 

It is an especially busy time of year 
for buyers who are relocating, 
DeWolfe’s Litavis said. “People have 
time off, they have family in the area 
and they want to take some time to 
look. 1 think the |)eople who are al¬ 
ready living here and are looking to up¬ 
grade are too busy with the holidays. 
Others may be in the area and looking 
to move back by spring. 

December is actually a fairly good

month for real estate in the Arlington 
area, said Cusack, one of the principals 
with Keenan and Cusack. Arlington. 

“Basically, in some areas, you will 
find December being a very slow 
month, but here, with the universities 
in Cambridge and the MBTA with 
good accessibility to Boston and only 
sbc miles from Arlington into the city, a 
lot of people are getting transferred 
and try to get settled by the first of the 
year,” he said. 

Arlington is a little different from 
other communities, Cusack said. In ad¬ 
dition to being close to Cambridge and 
Boston. Arlington has a lot of hills. 
“You see the reverse action here,” he 
said. “Arlington has a large population 
of senior citizens, and when the first 
snow hits the ground, a lot of people, 
especially seniors, want to put their 
homes on the market right away. They 
don’t want to deal with the elements 
any longer.” 

In the past, brokers said. Thanks¬ 
giving to the beginning of the new year 
was an extremely slow time for the 
real estate industry. “And that’s still 
generally true,” said Quigley. “When 
New Year’s comes, it’s a brand new 
year, and people start looking again. 
They start to get interested, even if 
it’s inclement weather. But often the 
season doesn’t matter. What matters 
is the economy and the interest 
rates,” the Natick-based broker said. 

“Spring, traditionally, is considered 
a good selling time, but if the interest 
rates are high, it’s not a good selling 
time. The season doesn’t dictate inter¬ 
est. It’s the economic climate rather 
than the seasonal climate. ’ ’ 

Mortgage rates were reduced fur¬ 
ther by some banks again last week, 
when the Federal Reserve lowered its 
key discount interest rate, but no one 
is jumping up and down yet saying the 
reduction will boost buying. 

“My observation, over the years, 
is that buyers tend to take a vacation 
from looking, especially the two weeks 
before Christmas.” said Don Coughlin, 
manager of the Winchester office of 
Hunneman/Coldwell Banker. “It’s a 
great time for the buyer to get out 
there to look. I had a buyer out there 
several years ago who made a wonder¬ 
ful sale for himself, two weeks before 
Christmas. 

“The sellers know fewer buyers 
are out there and tend to be willing to 
negotiate. The smart buyer does his 
Christmas shopping early. We encour¬ 
age buyers who might want to drop 
out for that time. There is nothing 
more charming than to see a home in 
New England all decked out for the 
holiday season. Rejiltors love to show 
homes now because sellers go out of 
their way this time of year.”

Q Dear Mr. Shaffer: My husband and I are considering buying a 
^ new home with a large down payment, but will still need to ac- 
* quire a mortgage before we can complete the purchase. Recent¬ 
ly, we applied to our lender for a pre-approved mortgage. Assuming we 
are approved, are there any additional safeguards we should take to pro¬ 
tect our down payment? M.G., Framingham. 

A Dear M.G.: The answer is: Definitely yes. Why? 

/\11 mortgages, even those acquired after you receive a pre- 
m approved mortgage commitment, will be contingent upon at 
least some information - such as property appraisal - that can’t be ac¬ 
quired until after you’ve signed a contract to buy a specific piece of prop¬ 
erty. 

Accordingly, you’ll need a period of time after you’ve signed the con¬ 
tract to purchase (also known as P&S) to get a final mortgage commit¬ 
ment. And the only way to guarantee yourself that right - thus protecting 
your down payment - is through a Mortgage Contingency Clause (MCC 
or “Clause”). 

All mortgages, even those acquired after you re¬ 
ceive a pre-approved mortgage commitment, will 
be contingent upon at least some information • 
such as property appraisal - that can t be acquired 
until after you’ve signed a contract to buy a specif¬ 
ic piece of property. 


Here’s how it works: Suppose you find and agree to purchase a home 
costing $180,000. You plan on making a down payment of 20 percent 
($36,000) and you can afford, and are willing to accept, a 30-year mort¬ 
gage with a fixed rate not exceeding 8.5 percent. 

Here, you’d include in your P&S agreement a clause stating the fol¬ 
lowing: Within one week of the signing of the P&S, you will apply for a 
mortgage of at least $144,000. If, by a specific date (usually four, but 
preferably six weeks after the signing of the P&S). you cannot acquire a 
commitment for a 3()-year mortgage of at least $144,000 with a fixed in¬ 
terest rate not exceeding 8.5 percent, you will inform the seller of such 
(in writing, by said date). At that time your entire deposit will be re¬ 
turned and the P&S will become null and void - unless, at that time, the 
seller agrees in writing to extend the entire P&S agreement for another 
week or two. 

A few words of caution. First, do not allow the mortgage contingency 
clause to include non-specific language such as “80 percent of the pur¬ 
chase price”, at the “cuirent interest rate” within “four weeks of the 
signing of the agreement.” Rather, be certain the clause specifically 
states the exact amount, length and maximum fixed interest rate of the 
mortgage, and the exact date by which you must receive the mortgage 
commitment. 

Second, if the original P&S is delayed or re-negotiated - for example, 
as a result of the property inspection - make sure all amounts and dates 
therein are changed and updated. 

Third, many lenders issue “final” mortgage commitment letters that 
nonetheless remain contingent on certain factors, such as private mort¬ 
gage insurance approval. So, if possible, have your mortgage clause 
specify that the mortgage commitment you receive must be without con¬ 
tingencies. 

Finally, never agree to or sign the mortgage commitment clause, or 
any other portion of the P&S agreement, until it's been read and ap¬ 
proved by your attorney.

When School Committee mem¬ 
bers took a first glance at the 
fiscal year 1993 budget proposed 
by the school administration, 
many didn’t like what they saw. 

The preliminary budget, which 
totals $13,197,410, represented a 
one-quarter of one percent 
decrease from the school budget 
for fiscal year 1992 (FY92) or a 
reduction of $31,601. 

The budget was first presented 
by School Superintendent Dr. 
Charles Mitsakos on Dec. 12, and 


discussed at the board’s recent 
Jan. 7 session. 

Although the committee had no 
specific quarrel with the bottom 
line. School Committee Chair¬ 
man Constance Makhoul express¬ 


ed disappointment with the lack 
of detail in the administration’s 
proposed budget. 

Makhoul said the budget was a 
preliminary one and that a detail¬ 
ed evaluation of each line item in 


the budget would be completed 
by the School Committee with 
final submission of the school 
budget to the Town Manager in 
February. 

At the outset of the working 
session, Makhoul requested more 
information be provided to the 
committee on the decision¬ 
making process used to come up 
with the final numbers. 

“Frankly, I think the budget is 
still somewhat of a jigsaw puz¬ 
zle ...

Board restricts 
Cross Street 
Bridge parking 

Measure seeks to lessen weight burden

As a interim measure to ease the 
weight burden on the ailing Cross 
Street Bridge, parking will be 
restricted on both sides of the 
structure. 

The Board of Selectmen voted at 
its Jan. 6 meeting to restrict parking 
on the Cross Street Bridge on the 
northerly and southerly sides to 
address safety issues. 

According to Town Manager \V. 
Chadwick Maurer, monies for a 
town-wide bridge structural analys¬ 
is have been allocated from the 
capital budget this year. In particu¬ 
lar, the study will focus on the Cross 
Street Bridge, which has weakened 
steel support girders. 

Selectman Robert Deering sug¬ 
gested that the use of the Cross 
Street Bridge be restricted with bar¬ 
riers to dissuade customers of the 
nearby video store from parking on 
the bridge for a few minutes despite 
the warning signs. 

Selectman Stephen Powers ques¬ 


tioned how long the parking restric¬ 
tion would be in effect, adding that 
actual renovation work would not 
likely start for another year and a 
half, when funding is available. 

He noted that the restriction would 
adversely impact the video store 
owner at Cross Street. 

However, Selectman Robert Deer¬ 
ing noted that the Cross Street video 
store is to the west of the bridge and 
has a small parking lot off the 
building. 

He said that the restriction would 
address safety i.ssues on the bridge, 
and not simply be a precursor to the 
study and subsequent renovations. 

Maurer added the study must be 
complete before a renovation pro¬ 
ject can take place. His recommen¬ 
dation however, was to post the 
parking restriction in the meantime. 
A timetable for the potential renova¬ 
tions has not been set. said Maurer. 

The condition of other bridges in 
town also raised concern among 
board members. Selectman Thomas

Town to yield 
electricity savings

Despite potential savings of nearly 
10 percent of the town’s electric bill 
through conservation measures, the 
town manager has warned that 
those savings could be blown out the 
window if subsequent rate hikes go 
into effect in November. 

Representatives from Boston Edi¬ 
son addressed the Board of Select¬ 
men at its Jan. 6 session, outlining a 
plan to retrofit many energy-using 
appliances in Winchester’s school 
and municipal buildings to effect 
savings. 

Different than the ENCORE 


(Energy Conservation Retrofit) 
program, which was first introduced 
to the town last year but later aban¬ 
doned by Boston Edison, this lastest 
cost saving program will net the 
town annual savings of $60,000 on the 
estimated $610.0(K) energy bill. 

However, Town Manager W. 
Chadwick Maurer noted that poten¬ 
tial rate increases would “wipe out 
the savings’’ if Edison proceeds with 
a plan to hike prices in November. 

Boston Edison representative Pat 
Doyle agreed the rates w'ill increase 
following a rale case to be decided in 
November, however he noted that if

Neighbors^ planners reject plan to

A proposed traffic lamp at the 
intersection of Wainwright Road and 
Cambridge Street has gotten a 'red 
light’ from planners and neighbors. 

At an informational meeting held 
Jan. 6, neighbors met with the Plan¬ 
ning Board to discuss the iir.nending 
expiration of a $20,(K)O letter of credit 


from the Green Company, develop¬ 
ers of the Ledges on Cambridge 
Street, near the Winchester/Woburn 
line. 

The latest proposal, which was 
informally approved by neighbors 
and planners, will ask that funds 
from the letter of credit be used for 
repaving the road, rather than for 
'' iffic lights at the intersection. 

The proposal w'ill require an 


amendment to the covenant between 
the town and the housing developer, 
thus requiring a public hearing. F'ol- 
lowing the public hearing, the prop¬ 
osal will be presented to Town Meet¬ 
ing and must receive two-thirds 
approval. 

Town Engineer John Ciarcia had 
recommended that the town make 
use of the letter of credit for repair¬ 
ing and repaving Wainwright Road. 


According to Ciarcia, the letter of 
credit was mandated in a covenant 
originally drawn betw-een the town 
and Sachem Woods, the developer in 
1982. The Green Company, the cur¬ 
rent developers of the Ledges, inher¬ 
ited the covenant n.ri have reissued 
t:ie letter of cn-ff ' '"veral times.

According to Ciarcia. conceptual 
plans for the intersection were deve¬ 
loped several times.

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Local fire department gains 
life-saving heart equipment

It is a small white box, about the 
size of a bread box. but the town’s 
emergency medical team say this 
• life-saving equipment is worth its 
weight in gold. 

Town officials recently accepted 
as a gift to the Winchester Fire 
Department an automatic defibrilla¬ 
tion machine. The equipment allows 
emergency personnel to resuscitate 
a heart attack victim — after the 
heart stops beating, but before fibril¬ 
lation stops. 

“Before, we would do CPR [car¬ 
diopulmonary resuscitation 1 with 
not even a 1 percent [survival 
ratel,” said Firefighter John Fron- 
gillo. With the defibrillator, chances 
of survival increase to 25 to 40 per¬ 
cent. However, emergency person¬ 
nel are quick to point out that this 
survival rate depends on the “right 
scenario.” 

That scenario includes ongoing 


CPR on the victim by an individual 
at the scene, before the arrival of the 
medical team, said Frongillo. 

He stressed the importance of bas¬ 
ic training in CPR for all residents. 
“If CPR is started immediately, we 
could arrive 10 minutes later and 
[the defibrillatorl could still work.” 

“The more people who know CPR, 
the better it will work,” he added. 

Frongillo reported that the 
emergency team responds to 45 to 50 
heart attack incidents in the town 
during a year. He says the team has 
responded to up to three calls a day 
for heart attack victims. 

In a presentation to the Board of 
Selectmen Jan. 6, Fire Chief Charles 
McNutt noted that the town’s fire¬ 
fighters had acquired the defibrilla¬ 
tor through their own fundraising, 
and had completed after-hours 
training on the equipment on their 
own time. 

“This is one of the best, if not the 
best, equipment I’ve seen put on an 


ambulance in my years,” said Chief 
McNutt. 

Firefighter Frongillo said the fire¬ 
fighters had been interested in sec¬ 
uring a defibrillator for several 
years “to bring up the level of care” 
for residents in emergency situa¬ 
tions. Through private fundraising 
from anonymous sources, monies 
for the equipment were secured. 

Selectman Robert Deering, who is 
on the bargaining team for the fire¬ 
men’s contract, commended the 
firefighters on moving ahead with 
the program. He noted that the defi¬ 
brillator program had been a bar 
gaining item, however, since the 
contract has not yet been finalized, 
the firefighters took the initiative to 
implement the program on their 
own. 

Lt. John Nash and firefighter 
Kevin Yore were also instrumental 
in the program, as well as Winches¬ 
ter resident Dr. Michael Erdos, and 
representatives from the Lahey 
Clinic.

Survey looks at impact of rock videos 


We re FigMIng For Your Life.

Some parents hope to find how 
much MTV and all rock videos shape 
how young teens react to one 
another across the gender lines. 

Professor Sut Jahlly will speak on 
the topic and present the video he 
developed called “Dreamworld: 
Desire/Sex/Power in Rock Video,” 
which strives to explain the relation¬ 
ship between MTV, the media and 
the adolescent. The presentation, 
which will be held Jan. 15 at 
Winchester High School, is spon¬ 
sored by Parent-to-Parent, a local 
parent education group. 

To further explore the issue, the 
parent group surveyed 345 Winches¬ 
ter students in grades six through 12 
on the topic of rock videos. 

The survey asked the students how 
they perceived the portrayal of 
females in rock videos, and the por¬ 


trayal of males. The students were 
also asked how they view that por¬ 
trayal; negatively or positively. 

“Overall both sexes view the por 
trayal of women [in the MTV videos- 
1 as much more negative,” said 
Hillary Turkewitz, a clinical psycho¬ 
logist who works with the Parent-to- 
Parent Advisory Committee and 
developed the survey. 

The majority of the students said 
that men are portrayed in the videos 
as the stronger and dominant sex. 
said Turkewitz. 

A comprehensive look at the survey 
results will be presented at McCall 
Middle School on Feb. 13. 

The most telling response to the 
question came from a sixth-grade 
female student, said Turkewitz. 

On how females and males are 
portrayed in the videos, the student 
reponded, “The women are like Bar¬ 
bies — they act like bimbos. The 
men are strong and the women love 
them.” 


Younger students, those in sixth 
and seventh grade, also said that 
females are presented as sex objects 
in the videos. 

The parents who view the video 
and presentation on Jan. 15 will be 
encouraged to adapt their ways of 
looking at rock videos with respect 
to how the children view them. Turk¬ 
ewitz says that Jahlly will try to 
re-educate the parents so that they 
can better interpret the videos for 
their children, especially the subtle 
messages that they impart. 

Turkewitz advises parents to view 
the rock video programs with their 
children. Two-thirds of all parents 
watch television with their children, 
according to the survey. However. 
Turkewitz notes that only 12 percent 
watch MTV with their children. 

Turkewitz suggests that parents 
communicate with their children 
about the messages being sent 
through the videos and advertise¬ 


ments. Since as the students got 
older they became less able to objec¬ 
tively view the rock video, parents 
should make an effort to point out 
how unrealistic the videos are. 
added Turkewitz. 

Some 44 percent of the senior girls 
surveyed agreed that the videos 
show females in negative way and 
therefore have a negative effect. 
Conversely, only eight percent of the 
boys shared that opinion. 

Turkewitz says that, “helping peo¬ 
ple understand the techniques of the 
media” is the first step toward 
impacting what the children arc 
seeing.

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A fitting tribute 
to some old friends

The dedication and concern of 
the hundreds of teachers of 
Winchester school system, over 
countless decades is measured 
best by gratitude of former 
students. 

Back in 1949 at Washington 
School, Louise Mathews opened 
her fourth grade class each 
morning with lovely passages 
from The Bible. To us students it 
wasn’t a Bible so much as a book 
packed with inspiring varieties of 
life. It is difficult even 40 years 
later to hear “Blessed is the man 
that walketh not in the counsel of 
the ungodly” — Psalm no. 1 — 
without remembering the wis¬ 
dom imparted during those daily 
readings, and the love with which 
they were read. 

Many influences at junior high 
shaped us during the painful 
years when we were no longer 
children — but still far from the 
adults we would someday 
become. Not only did Frank Pro- 
vinzano, in his science classes, 
treat us as adults — he was also a 
superlative coach for many 
junior high and high school athle¬ 
tic teams. He was a man looked 
up to by student and parent alike. 

Eleanor Anifantis sometimes 
evoked terror as her hard maple 
ruler flashed through the air, but 
the love of good music she 
instilled in us is a debt we owe her 
forever. 

Velma Thompson — very 
straight-laced and proper in our 
eyes — was just about the finest 
grammarian there was. We may 
have railed at book reports, 
memory work, and her units on 
grammar — but they just don’t 
make teachers like her anymore. 

And who can forget Coach 
Alfred “Mickey” Meurling who 
was our essence as he helped 
coordinate mind and body. His 


popular square dances were 
greatly anticipated by genera¬ 
tions of Winchester youths and 
their parents. 

As we entered high school, May 
Milliken’s contagious enthusiasm 
instilled in us a love of history 
that gave us a necessary sense of 
place, and of ourselves. 

Helen Bronson, Ruth Bennett 
and Helen Skornik covered the 
keys of our typewriters and 
taught us to touch-type with 
charts to the tune of “The Quick 
Brown Fox.” 

For years Ray Hayward put 
together our annual Vaudeville 
Show while Louise Cone — who 
never let us forget she hailed 
from Maine — handled ticket 
sales. 

Bill Branley, who showed us 
the direct relationship between 
our minds and what our hands 
could create, survived many a 
minor fender bender during driv¬ 
er training on Winchester streets. 

Frank Finigan caused many a 
feminine student heart to flutter 
long before he built our high 
school science department into 
one emulated on a national basis. 

But the one who brought it all 
together for us was the diminu¬ 
tive English teacher Marion 
Bailey. 

She became one of us as she 
also became our beloved mentor. 
She knew how we felt. She also 
knew what we needed and even 
the most hardened “delinquent” 
in pegged pants and ducktail 
haircut wilted under the sym¬ 
pathetic gaze of her lovely brown 
eyes. 

Twenty five years after our 
class left Winchester High 
School, Miss Bailey — then in her 
90s — sent a letter of congratula¬ 
tions from her sickbed in 
Cambridge. 

She never forgot over all those 
years — and neither have we!

CORPORATIONS (S 73) — Senate 
29-1, House 137-13 overrode Gover¬ 
nor Weld’s veto of a bill eliminating 
the requirement that a corporation 
file a certificate of good standing in 
order to dissolve the corporation. 

Bill supporters said it often takes 
many months to get the certificate 
from the Department of Revenue 
and results in the corporation unfair¬ 
ly incurring additional tax 
liabilities. 

Opponents said the bill removes 
the incentives of corporations to pay 
outstanding taxes prior to dissolu¬ 
tion and could cost the state tax 
revenue. 

A Yea vote is for the bill. \ Nay 
vote is against it. 

Representative Paul Casey voted 


yes. 

Senator Charles Shannon voted 
yes. 

LATE SESSION — House 96-48, 
suspended rules to allow the session 
to continue beyond 10 p.m. and the 
Senate 22-13, did the same to con¬ 
tinue beyond 8 p.m. Supporters said 
the legislature should stay in session 
and finish its work before the end of 
the year. 

Opponents said the legislature has 
had 12 months to work and should 
not be acting on important legisla¬ 
tion late at night. 

A Yea vote is for rule suspension. 
A Nay vote is against rule 
suspension. 

Casey voted yes. 

Shannon voted no. 

HOSPITAL CLOSINGS (H 5889) — 
House 109-36, gave near final 
approval and sent to the Senate a bill 
requiring the Governor to get legi¬ 
slative approval before closing cer¬ 
tain state hospitals and schools. 

Supporters said the bill allows the

It’s not easy being in the place 
where you’re looking for a job rather 
than holding one, but at least today it 
isn’t as bad filling out job applica¬ 
tions as it once was. 

Back in the old days, you had to 
basically spill your guts in the whole 
search-for-employment process:

you belonged to, give references 
leading all the way back to the 
principal of the elementary school 
you attended. 

By comparison, job applications 
today are a breeze to fill out.

Your telephone number.” (Three 
blank spaces.)

“Would you mind if we 
spoke to this person? (Yes, No — 
check one.) “Are you somewhere 
between the ages of 18 and 65?” 
(Yes, No — check one.) 

There was one question that went 
something like, “Are you currently 
awaiting sentencing for a capital 
crime?”; and I think one that asked 
whether or not you’d ever tried to 
kill the President; but those two are 
all that remain of the once- 
Inquisitional effort to find out how 
loyal, law-abiding and/or employ¬ 
able a person you are. 

It’s against the law nowadays to 
be any more specific than this. 
Potential employers can’t ask how 
old someone is anymore; it’s too 
p>ersonal. By the same token, they

can’t ask about an applicant’s race, 
religion or national origin. There’s a 
boldfaced sentence at the bottom of 
the application that says as much. 

They can’t ask whether you’re 
married, or have children, or even, 
judging by the form my friend filled 
out, what gender you are. 

I wish it had been like that in my 
day. Back then, the world asked 
whatever it wanted, and wrote down 
the answers. Everything you did 
was recorded either on earth or in 
Heaven. I was in second grade; I got 
expelled for excessive whispering; it 
went on my permanent record. I was 
in eighth grade; I got three demerits 
for whispering again; it went on my 
permanent record. In seventh 
grade, the teacher turned a new 
corner in math and lost me. There 
goes college, I remember thinking. 
My permanent record would show 
this defect for the rest of my life. It 
didn’t, in the end, but one thing 
happened between me and math: I 
began to think of myself as someone 
who couldn’t do it, so that that per¬ 
manent record became even more 
powerful as an idea of myself that I 
carried in my head. 

Later in life, it was potential 
employers instead of teachers who 
asked the questions and wrote down 
the answers. And they asked what¬ 
ever they felt like asking. When I 
was newly married, I interviewed 
for my first job in my best dress and 
a pair of clean white gloves (talk 
about a different world!). The man 
conducting the interview smiled in a 
sneering sort of fashion and said, 
“How do we know you’re not going to 
get pregnant and leave the

We thought 
of them all as day maids and labor¬ 
ers.” My hands began to sweat 
inside my gloves. 

I’m glad those days are gone, 
though I grant it must be hard to 
conduct an interview if all you know 
about the person is that he or she is 
over 18 and under 65, and has never 
tried to kill the President. 

Employers have a right to size up 
the people they consider for employ¬ 
ment; they’d be fools not to. And 30 
minutes of face-to-face conversation 
may still be the best way to take a 
person’s measure. The essayist 
Ralph Waldo Emerson once wrote, 
“What you are stands over 
you ... and thunders so that I cannot 
hear what you say.” In other words, 
what you are communicates itself 
pretty quickly, whatever account of 
yourself you may have entered on an 
application form.

This week 
in history 

1974: 17 years ago 

Customers at local gas stations 
panicked that week, buying as 
little as 25 cents worth of gasoline 
at a time as a prolonged shortage 
was experienced that year. All 
the stations in town had long lines 
of customers waiting for gaso¬ 
line, according to an article in the 
Star. The town had garaged all of 
its non-essential vehicle to save 
gasoline for the snow equipment. 
Many people worried that the 
state would return to outright 
rationing. 

State Representative Harrison 
Chadwick decided not to seek a 
15th term in the House. He told 
the Star that he had accom¬ 
plished the things he set out to do. 
Chadwick worked on a new com¬ 
puter system for the Legislature 
and was involved in public trans¬ 
portation issues during his 
tenure. 

A picture of a pail resting on 
three school chairs showed the 
state of some of the windows at 
the new Winchester High School. 
The windows, according to the 
photo caption, were the sticking 
point with the Permanent Build¬ 
ing Committee. The committee 
refused to pay for the building 
until the repairs to the windows, 
which had been attempted three 
times, were successful. Another 
photo caption inside the paper 
referred to the damage caused by 
the windows leaking. 

Winchester Hospital reviewed 
plans to move four abutting prop¬ 
erties and change the location of 
a road to build a parking lot for 
its staff that year. The plans 
called for moving Maple Street 
and the destruction of a nurses’ 
quarters called the Russell 
House. 

An editorial in the Star that 
week addressed those 70 percent 
of pc;ople who didn’t vote in the 
town elections. The town was 
asked if it considered the fact 
that some 95 pt*rcenl of the offices 
are held by the same people year 
after year. One solution offered 
was for more people to get 
involved, especially in some of 
the smaller committees. 

A winter storm that year piled 
some 13 inches of snow on 
Winchester. It took the Depart¬ 
ment of l*uhlic Works (DPW) 
several days to get clear the 
town’s streets, according to an 
article in that week’s Star The 
snowstorm was the largest that 
the town had seen in years. 

Superintendent William Mac¬ 
Donald entered into a five-year 
contract with the School Depart¬ 
ment. The School Committee vot¬ 
ed to allow MacDonald the ability 
to extend the contract on a yeai ly 
basis. Although some committee 
members did not agree with the 
contract, the majority favored 
the employment agreement. 

Vinson Owen parents dined on 
an Oriental feast that year. The 
Vinson Owen Fareiits Association 
celebrated the Chinese New Year 
by preparing a Chinese dinner for

cess and look into the effects of any 
closings and consolidations on 
clients, employees and the economy. 

Opponents said the bill is unwork¬ 
able, will misallocate money by 
reopening many hospitals to serve 
very few patients and is just a vote 
for hundreds of state employees. 

When the bill was delayed in the 
Senate, supporters offered an order 
to carry the bill over into 1992 for 
consideration. A move to suspend 
rules to bring that order up for 
immediate consideration was 
favored 19-14, but failed to gain the 
two-thirds margin necessary for 
passage. 

In the House, a Yea vote is for the 
bill. A Nay vote is against it. 

In the Senate, a Yea vote is for 
rule suspension. A Nay vote is 
against rule suspension. 

Casey voted yes. 

Shannon voted yes. 

UNEMPLOYMENT (H 6391) — 
House 113-39, gave initial approval 
to a bill increasing the unemploy¬ 


ment insurance tax paid by 
businesses. 

Supporters said this average per¬ 
cent increase from $,363 to $474 a 
year per employee is the way to bail 
out the unemployment insurance 
fund which faces a shortfall of up to 
$440 million this year. 

Opponents said the bill increases 
the tax to $717 by 1995 and will hurt 
many businesses and force them to 
move out of the state. Many oppo¬ 
nents supported a different version 
which modestly increases the tax 
while reducing benefits to unem¬ 
ployed workers. 

A Yea vote is for the bill. A Nay 
vote is against it. 

Casey voted yes. 

BUILDINO INSPECTOItS (H 
.3606) — House 145-1, overrode Gov¬ 
ernor Weld’s veto of a bill prohibit¬ 
ing a local building inspector or 
commissioner from being removed 
from office or not reappointed unless 
the appointing body first holds a 
public hearing on the matter. 

Supporters said this is good public 


policy and argued sometimes 
inspectors who refuse to change rul¬ 
ings are the subject of delayed 
retaliation. 

Opponents said local communi¬ 
ties, not the state, should determine 
these local practices and argued 
there are sufficient mechanisms 
already in place to protect employ¬ 
ees from unlawful discharge.

As a member of Minuteman Net¬ 
work, Winchester Public Library 
will benefit from the grant’s efforts 
to define the problems confronting 
public libraries. As book budgets 
shrink, books must be shared among 
more users within more towns.

In addition, committee mem¬ 
ber Mark Lombardi disagreed 
with some of the statements that 
the administration made in the 
overview section of the budget 
presentation. In particular, Lom¬ 
bardi disagreed that there have 
been 47.5 full-time equivalent 
(FTE) positions cut in the school 
system over the last three years. 

He said that he had conducted 
research and calculated the 
reduction of 19 FTE positions. 

There was general agreement 
among committee members that 
that number should be research¬ 
ed further. ‘‘This is the type of 
thing that gets picked up all year 
and repeated in the press,” said 
Lombardi. School Committee 
member Alice McCarter agreed. 

Mitsakos said that the secon¬ 
dary staff had in fact decreased, 
while there had been increases in 
the elementary staff. He said he 
would review the numbers in 
detail. 

‘‘It is not fair to characterize 
them all as cuts. How many (of 
the reductions in staff position] 
are due, in fact, to a drop in 
enrollment?” asked Makhoul.

the town is using less energy through 
the conservation measures, the rate 
hikes w'ill impact at a smaller ratio. 

Noted Maurer, “We probably will 
lx? paying the same amount (as last 
year! for using less energy. ” 

Selectmen Chairman William 
O’Leary also pointed to proposed 
savings under the KNCOKE prog¬ 
ram that were estimated at closer to 
$120, (KK). or 20 percent of the overall 
bill.

cular the school buildings, was also 
originally set higher than the build¬ 
ings are actually used. 

The current standard used to mea 
sure potential conservation cost¬ 
saving measures now is more accu¬ 
rate, according to Edison officials. 

Under the ENCORE program, 
said Doyle, the retrofitting was paid 
for by the customer. The new plan 
calls for Boston Edison to pay up 
front installation costs. The town 
however, will reap all the savings. 

The cost-saving improvements 
would include retrofitting lamps and 
ballasts, for example. According to 
Boston Edison representative Mark 
Vandini. these new lighting 
appliances will provide l)etter light¬ 
ing. at a higher energy efficiency. 


“We don’t want you sitting in the 
dark with sweaters on. That’s not 
our idea of conservation,” said 
Vandini 

For Edison, the cost-saving mea 
sures equate into cost recovery sav¬ 
ings. with reduced transportation 
and energy costs. 

Boyle said the $60,(KX) savings fig¬ 
ure is a minimum amount the town 
can expect to save with the conser¬ 
vation program. 

Tow'n and school employees will 
also have an opportunity to com¬ 
ment on the new lighting during a 
test installation period. 

The program was approved unani¬ 
mously by the board and is expected 
to begin within a few weeks. Final 
completion date for the retrofitting 
is September.

He served as athletic director 
at his beloved alma mater from 
1966 to 1974. Coach was born and 
raised in Winchester, and was a 
star football player at the high 
school, leading his teams in scor¬ 
ing in his junior and senior years. 
He died of cancer in 1982 at the 
age of 74. 

Dorothea IVlacKi*nz.ie 
Dorothea MacKenzie, class of 
1929, was the recipient of eight 
varsity letters in her Winchester 
High sports career. She started in 
the field hockey team for four 
years and captained it her senior 
year, a year in which she led the 
team to i s first perfect season. 

“Dottie,” as she was known, 
also played on the girls varsity 
basketball team for three years. 
She was the first winner of the 
Wheeler Cup, aw'arded to the 
young w'oman who during her 
four years at the high school 
contributed most to the athletic 
program. 

Dottie w'as the first Winchester 
field hockey player to be selected 
to the “All-Boston Girls Field 
Hockey Team,” an honor she 
earnedi twice. Her classmates 
honored her as “Best All 
Around” and most popular, and 
she was secretary of her senior 
class. 

Arthur A. Joliiisoii 
F- m the WHS class of 1938, 
comes the third inductee, Arthur 
A. Johnson, a three sport star: 
football, basketball and baseball, 
but it was his performance on the 
pitching mound that earned him 
fame. He was a starter for three 
seasons, compiling a 21-1 mark 
and losing only a 1-0 game his 
senior year. 

In three con.secutive pitching 
starts, he struck out 18, 16, and 21 
opposing batters. resjH'ctively. 
He joined the Boston Braves alter 
graduation and had a 22 11 mark 
in 'Friple A before joining the 
major league club in 1940 
His first start was at the I’olo 
Grounds against the Giants and 
Hall of Famer Carl Hubbell. 
“Artie,” as he was known to his 
classmates, also starred on Hie 
1937 high school championship 
football team, and scored twice

Lawrence E. Bccklcy 

Lawrence E. Beckley, of Winchester 
and Colrain. retired executive offic¬ 
er of Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology’s Center for Space 
Research, died Monday, Dec. 30, 
1991, in Youville Hospital in Cam¬ 
bridge. He was 7.5. 

Born in Pleasantville, N.J., he 
moved to Lynn in 1938 to attend MIT. 
He graduated in April 1942, with a 
bachelor’s in aeronautical engineer¬ 
ing. After graduation, he was 
appointed to MIT’s research staff at 
its aeroelastic lab.. Department of 
Aeronautical Engineering. 

In December. 1942, he took a com¬ 
mission with the U S. Navy and was 
assigned to the Bureau of Aeronau¬ 
tics in Washington D C., where he 
administered military research con¬ 
tracts. When he retired from active 
duty in duly 1946. he had reached the 
rank of LI. Commander. 

Returning to MIT, he held various 
administrative and management 
positions in the Aeroelastic 
Research Lab. the Office of Spon¬ 
sored Research Administration, the 
Instrumentation Laboratory, and 
the Department of Aeronautics and 
Astronautics. 

In 1963, he helped create MIT’s 
Center for Space Research, a multi¬ 
disciplinary scientific and engineer¬ 
ing center for the national space 
research effort. Beckley was Execu¬ 
tive Officer of the Center until his 
retirement in 1978. 

Beckley was active in many com¬ 
munity and charitable organiza¬ 
tions. He was advisor to Winchester 
Explorer Post .503 for 10 years, lead¬ 
ing canoe trips to Moosehead Lake, 
Maine, and winter camping expedi¬ 
tions through New Hampshire’s 
White Mountains.

Moving

beyond state' borders for the sake of 
their financial sunaval and careers. 

Real estate aj»ents and career 
counselors who track relocations say 
most pe'ople they work with preh'r 
to stay put. despite a recession that 
has driven the unc'mployment rate to 
around 9 percent. 


Some report, however, that the 
number of unemployed people 
accepting out-of-state jobs is on the 
rise. 

“Most people 1 see would rather 
change careers or take a cut in 
salary’ before moving,” said 
I^aurence Stybel, a principal with the 
Boston outplacement firm Stybel, 
Peabody & Associates Inc., which 
counsels mostly professionals. 

He said only two out of about 150 
of his clients have relocated for jobs 
in the past three years. 

‘ ‘Roots are pretty deep here,’’ 
he said. 

Stybt'l and some other counselors 
say they encourage workers to 
concentrate their searches in 
Massachusetts because jobs do exist 
here, and most other areas around 
the country are hurting economically 
as well. 

“It’s not like we’re in a situation 
where New England is in the tank 
and other areas of the country' are 
doing phenomenally better, ’ ’ said 
Stybel. 

The need to care for aging 
parents and find jobs for working 
spouses also makes relocation 
impractical for families o|)en to the 
idea. 

Still, many of those who hung on 
for months after being laid off are 
leaving the state for jobs elsewhere. 


Gradual improvement in the real 
estate market and dropping interest 
rates are also making it easier for 
Bay State residents to sell their 
homes. 

Jack Erdlen, of the human 
resources consulting firm the Erdlen 
Bograd Group in Wellesley, said he 
has seen an increase in the number 
of people relocating for jobs over the 
past four months. They are moving 
to places like Texas, Ohio, Florida 
and Michigan where housing costs 
are lower and the economy slightly 
better. 

“We’ve seen more activity in 
that line than in the previous year. 
People are realizing with the market 
being so poor here in New England, 
they had better start thinking worst- 
case right from the start,’’ said 
Erdlen. 

Erdlen has long encouraged 
outplacement clients to immediately 
widen their searches to appropriate 
companies across the country to 
increase their chances of finding the 
right job. 

He said many people moving now 
waited until their unemployment 
benefits and severance pay ran out 
and their spirits withered, hoping a 
job would turn up close to home. 

“Now people are doing whatever 
it takes to get by, ’ ’ he said. 

Donald Newman has made many 


such hard decisions. The former 
Medfield resident who was a vice 
president of communications at 
Prime Computer Inc. in Framingham 
before being laid off last year, now 
has a similar job with Schlumberger 
in Ann Arbor, Michigan. 

Newman, in his 50s, has moved 
with his wife and six children nine 
times to further his career. A native 
New Yorker, he lived in California, 
Georgia and Texas before coming to 
Boston in 1984 to work for Prime. 

“This really was a career 
opportunity, ’ ’ Newman said of his 
move last October. “It’s always 
difficult to pack up your family, but 
the economy back there is in such 
dire straits that opportunities for 
executive-level people are extremely 
limited.’’ 

Newman said he also accepted 
the Michigan job offer because the 
Ann Arbor area offers a 
sophisticated lifestyle and cultural 
diversity to which he had become 
accustomed. He and his wife — a 
homemaker — miss their life and 
friends in Boston, but they have 
maintained ties to the state by 
keeping a small vacation home on 
Cape Cod. 

Newman said he found New 
Englanders’ resistance to relocation 
frustrating and often urged other 
unemployed managers to widen their

horizons. 

“I kept saying to people around 
me, ‘You can’t think that way.’ The 
area is frankly in a depression ... 

This is a fundamental reallocation of 
business and wealth. 1 believe the 
jobs that have been eliminated will 
never come back,' ’ he said. 

Yet even if a worker moves for a 
great job at the salary he or she 
wants, the process of relocating is 
difficult and costly. Real estate 
agents say relocation is the third 
most stressful life experience, 
behind the death of a loved one and 
divorce. Costs associated with these 
moves average .$45,000.

Q Oear Mr. Shaffer: I own a condominium. A friend of mine men¬ 
tioned that he thought I should get a “6D Certificate.’’ My ques- 
* tions: What is a 6D certificate? Do I need one? And if so, why? 
B.C., Weston. 

A Dear B.C.: You will need to acquire a 61) certificate, but only if 
and when you sell or refinance your condo. Why? A 61) is a doc- 
• uinent, obtained from either your condo association or the con¬ 
do association’s managing agent, that indicates all common area fees and 
other charges assessed against your condo unit have been paid in full. 

The certificate is brought to closing and presented to the buyer (or if 
refinancing, the bank’s attorney) as proof that all these charges are in 
fact paid up to date. .Although the procedure for getting a 61) is relatively 
easy — either a written or oral request made to the condo association or 
management company will generally suffice — the period of time needed 
to acquire a 61) can vary greatly. Why? Two reasons. 

First, the certificate must be approved by the association or manage¬ 
ment company, signed by trustees and notarized before it becomes valid, 
a process that can take anywhere from two days to six weeks. 

Second, if you discover and wish to dispute any unpaid charges re¬ 
maining against your unit, that process can take as much as a month. Ac¬ 
cordingly, since the sale or refinance of your condo unit generally can’t 
be completed without it. it’s best not to wait until the last minute before 
acquiring a 6D. One prudent method is to apply for the 61) certificate and 
pay all fees owing on it, in advance, about six weeks prior to the approxi¬ 
mate date on which you expect the closing will take place. 

The condo association (or management company) wall then issue you a 
61) certificate valid through said date. If the closing doesn’t occur on the 
exact day expected, any difference in amounts owed can be exchanged 
betw'een you and the buyer (or in the case of a refinance, the bank’s at¬ 
torney), on a per diem basis, as necessary, at closing. 


A 6D is a document, obtained from either your 
condo association or the condo association’s man¬ 
aging agent, that indicates all common area fees 
and other charges assessed against your condo 
unit have been paid in full. 


Q Dear Mr. Shaffer: I am considering refinancing my home 
and I’ve continually come across the word “points.” 

* Could you explain what’s meant by “points” when refer¬ 
ring to real estate? A.C.; Belmont 

A Dear A.C.: In real estate jargon, a “point” generally re¬ 
fers to one percent of interest on a loan. For example, if 
• the interest rate on a seven percent adjustable rate mort¬ 
gage w’ere to drop three quarters of a point, the new’ interest rate 
would be 6.25 percent. 

“Point” is also used to describe the pre-paid interest fee 
charged by lenders as part of the cost of acquiring a mortgage. 
Here, a point refers to one percent of the amount borrowed. 

So, for example, if you w’ere to take a $100,000 mortgage with 
two points, your pre-paid ”point” interest charge on the mortgage 
would be $2,000.

Planners say total requests for improvements hit $4 million

Members ol the Capital I’lanning 
Committee say they played it con¬ 
servative this year by recommend¬ 
ing an e.xpenditure ol $760,out) lor the 
town’s capital improvements.

longterm commitment to the town’s 
capital assets in their meeting with 
capital planners.

Last year, the capital budget 
received no funding, however, a plan 
to fund a small portion of the capital 
projects has received initial support 
from town and school officials and 
many have said that budget will be a 
priority this year.

Several 
of the School Committee members 
have suggested the schools take a 
conservative tact and plan for the 
funding now. 

The school’s portion of the capital 
budget is .58 percent, or “roughly 
$4011.000. ’ according to .Assistant

Record number hit 
with influenza virus

The influenza virus is at epidemic 
hn'cls across the nation, but that is 
not news to one local hospital. 

Winchester Hospital Emergency 
Room Director Jon Jenkins notes 
that over the past three weeks more 
I ban 1.5 pt'ople a day ha \ e signed into 
the <Miiergeiicy room with symptoms 
of the virus 

The federal Centers for Disea.se 
Control tCDCi in .Atlanta reports 
that the influenza virus i-eached an 
“epidemic threshold” during the 
last two weeks .According to CDC 
Medical Epidemiologist Joseph 
Kent, that dettu-mination was made 
by calculating flu-related deaths 
reported m 131 cities and towns 
nationwide. 

The winter .season from .November 
to March typically results in an 
increase iii the numher ol people 
contracting intlmui/a, s.iys .Jenkins. 

However, this year hi* reports a 
“striking increa.se” in visits to the 
1 ‘mergency room .leakms ^.lys that 
influenza type. .A’ is a viral infection 
that normally runs its ■ nurse in 


three to seven days. He adds that 
some people may have symptoms up 
to three weeks. 

People who contract the flu exhibit 
such .symptoms as upper respiratory 
congestion: nasal discharge with 
sinusitis; a slight .sore throat and a 
persistent cough. Those symptons, 
says .lenkins, re.semble those of the 
common cold. 

“The difference is in the severity 
of the symptoms.” says Jenkins. 

“The people most at risk for com¬ 
plications due to the flu virus are 
those with any immune problem 
such as peopJe receiving chemother- 
ap.N ; anyone with preexisting heart, 
lung or renal disease, or the elder¬ 
ly,” says .Jenkins. 

People in these high-risk groups 
need to protect themselv<*s from the 
virus, which could result in a secon 
dary mfection such a.s bronchitis or 
pneumonia. 

• A’our average, young and healthy 
palii'iit is going to get rid of this on 
liis own.” .said .Jenkins 

.Jenkins added that once infected a 
|)erson should stay at home and

Interfaith Housing 
seeks to increase 
affordable units

Through the efforts of a local hous¬ 
ing coalition, single parents who 
currently rent in Winchester could 
be chosen as loan recipients for 
affordable housing units. 

The Winchester Interfaith Hous¬ 
ing Corporation 1 WIHC> received an 
endorsement from the Winchester 
Housing Barlnership Board Hll’B) 
in its bid ti. become a certifying 
agent for a Massachusetts Housing 
Finance Agency iMHF.\i program, 
which would bring affordable hous¬ 
ing to Winchester. 

I’rior to obtaining the Board ol 
Selectmen’s approval, which is 
required in order to become a ccr 
lifying agent, tlu* W HR’, a private 
non-profit organization, is seeking 
till* support ol the town’s housing 
boards, the Housing .Authority and 
thcHBB. 


Cnder the affordable housing 
program, called the N’eighborliood 
Rehabilitation Set .Aside Program, 
the MHF.A grants mortgage loans at 
lielow-markel interest rates to indi¬ 
viduals for the acquisition and reha¬ 
bilitation of housing units. 

.As a cellifying agent, the WIllC 
would be responsible for choosing 
the recipient of the loan, finding 
eligible housing, overseeing rehabil¬ 
itation vind securing a bank to pro 
cess the loan. .According to Candace 
Margies, president ot the WHK . the 
rolcol the certifv ing agent m “to pull 
that three-way in.iich Ibank. 
.MHF.A. and borrower 1 together.” 

In addition, the WIHC is jiresently 
raising luiuls to subsidize these 
housing |)urc'n;*''**>'. which even with 
a lowered interest rate could be too 
cxpensivi* for .some ii.uspcctive

The recent announcement by offi¬ 
cials at Woohvorth's that ‘ton stores 
will he closed or overhauled in 
upcoming months sparked renewed 
speculation on the tale of the local 
five-and-dime for the second time in 
less than a vear. 


At that time Fran Trachter, vice 
president of public affairs at Wool- 
worth's New York headquarters, 
said that representatives of the 
Woolworth Corporation wanted to 
remain in Winchester, hut that rent 
was a sticking point in the 
negotiations.

However, according to Winchester 
store manager Walter Duffy, there’s 
no reason for the town’s residents to 
he concerned. 

Although the store has not 
received an official list of the outlets 
that will close, Duffy says. “1 know 
we’re not (on the listl” 

In October, the local store 
received word that it would close 
unless a "reasonable rent ” could be 
negotiated with the landlord. Tara 
Realty Tru.d. A petition was then 
circulated by residents asking that 
the Winchester store be kept open. 


Tara Realty Trust, said that Wool- 
worth was dragging its feet on sign¬ 
ing the lease. 

According to Murray, a "corpo¬ 
rate decision” had been made to 
close the Winchester store. The 
lease was eventually negotiated and 
signed. 

Several months later, with the 
signed lease in hand. Duffy remains 
confident. "These closings will have 
nothing to do with us.” 

Duffy added that very few of the 
closings would hit the northeast 
region.

At their plant 
in Lynn, the white goods are pre¬ 
pared for recycling, this includes 
the important step of removing the 
refrigerating fluids that can damage 
the atmosphere if not handled prop¬ 
erly. The metal is then sold as scrap 
to pay for their efforts. Winchester 
also pays a small fee to have the 
white goods picked up and trucked 
from the transfer station. This ser¬ 
vice is available to all residents who 
have a valid transfer station sticker. 
However, now that white goods are 
banned from disposal facilities, it is 
likely that removal fees will go up 
and the tow-n policies may have to 
change. 

A very innovative program has 
been started by Northeast Utilities, 
an electric company that services 
w'estern Massachusetts and Connec¬ 
ticut. In order to conserve electrici¬ 
ty, this utility has instituted a policy 
of free pick up of old white goods.

The utility recycles the white 
goods and can afford to do so 
because the newer appliances are 
much more energy efficient. 
Through this program of removing 
old inefficient appliances the utility 
hopes to avoid the major expense of 
building a new electric generating 
station.

sented 330 signatures from high 
school students on a petition in sup¬ 
port of condom distribution at 
Winchester High School. 

The petition had been circulated in 
early December and asked that the 
.schools make condoms available in 
vending machines in the girls’ and 
boys’ bathrooms at the high school. 

The proposal as presented to the 
committee stated. “AIDS and AIDS 
prevention are difficult issues but 
ones that the School Committee 
must meet head on. 

“Winchester High will not remain 
free from AIDS forever, and action 
must be taken to protect the stu¬ 
dents. Condom availability along¬ 
side a four-year AIDS education 
program is the best solution, as the 
two are the only available means of 
protecting sexually active 
people ...” 

Haskell said that he had signed the 
petition and spoke in favor of the 
proposal. 

“Even though teenagers may be 
too young to be having sex. they still 
may be having it." said Haskell. He 
added that there is currently very 
little in the way of education at the 
high school level — one or two guest 
speakers over the past year.

Lombardi also expressed his con¬ 
cern that the subject was not broach¬ 
ed at the last meeting that his sub¬ 
committee had with the high school 
students. 

Haskell said he had been pre¬ 
sented with the petition for the 
School Committee just that morn¬ 
ing. And in response to Lombardi’s 
comments about condom availabili¬ 
ty ho said. “It’s not easy for a 
teenager to enter a drug store and 
throw a six-pack of condoms on the 
counter. It would cause a lot less 
embarassment if there were avail¬ 
able at school." 

“I think the committee might 
want to look at what we want to do 
about education." said School Com¬ 
mittee Chairman Constance Mak- 
houl. She added that in her opinion, 
condom distribution was a complex 
issue. 

“Since the population (at the high 
school) is 80 percent under 18 and 
thus are minor children — it seems 
to me that it is not the school’s 
responsibility to take care of the 
needs of minor children." 

Furthermore she added. “If we 
have students who are sexually 
active, then part of being sexually 
active is taking responsibility." 

The committee will review the 
issue as a health education agenda 
item in the upcoming months.

At his formal installation as 
rector, O’Neill was joined by friends 
and family, as well as members of 
his new parish. 

And as he gets to know the people 
in his church, O’Neill says he likes 
what he sees.

board had received requests totall¬ 
ing more than $4 million from town 
departments to replace or repair 
aging facilities, vehicles and tools. 

However, after whittling away at 
the final number, and painstakingly 
prioritizing the requests. .Jones said 
his committee set on the $7()0,()()() 
figure, which will fund some 2.5 capi¬ 
tal projects. 

•‘A lot of equipment is in bad 
shape." said .Jones, “all these things 
are now impacting Ion programs 
and services 1.” 

Selectman Robert Deering also 
noted that the recjuest for $7()().(K)() 
for capital expenditures, with $4 mil¬ 
lion in requests waiting in the wings, 
points to a change in the commit¬ 
tee’s l ecjuest process. He noted how¬ 
ever. that the change has been “dri¬ 
ven by finances, not philosophy." 

Selectman Peter Van Aken. a 
longtime membei' of the Capital 
Committee, noted tluU items that did 
not “make the cut" this year, would 
have been routinely funded in years 
,’past. .As an example. Van .Aken 
noted that the Engineering Depart 
ment’s vehicle, which is 12-years 
old. has a caved-in roof and is a 
regular at the DPW’s automotive 
repair yard, was not recommended 
for repiaceiiu'iit funding this year. 

.Selectman Thomas Schmitt ques¬ 
tioned whether a formula could be 
used to calculate an appropriate 
capital expenditure, which could be 
set as a percentage of the overall 
budget 

.Jones said a prudent capital 
expenditure depends on the use pat 
terns ot the various buildings and 
vehicles and is therefore not a lixed 
number He noted howeser. that 
Winchester's capital plant is worth 
more than $3.')0 million, and during 
the last nine years, the town has 
allocated just $2 million per sear on 
average lor capital

And Sheila walks at (5 a.m. in the 
cemetery every morning, come rain 
or shine or cyclone or hail: every 
single morning no matter what. 

So we’ve done all right with a goal 
we set back in the days before faxes 
or Walkmans or even MTV; but it’s 
taken us a while to build it into our 
lives.

Conspicuous by its absence in this 
study is the existence of Russell 
Brook; a small stream which begins 
in Woburn alongside the B & M 
right-of-way, and flows to Winches¬ 
ter under Cross Street in a southerly 
direction. The brook was diverted 
into an underground pipe which 
travels we.sterly under north Main 
Street and Glenwood Avenue and on 
into the Horn I^ond Brook. 

In 1990, an Environmental 21-E 
Study was performed on a section of 
the B & M right-of-way north of Hill 
Street (Winchester) by (Joldherg 
and Zemino of Newton. Three test 
wells were installed on land in this 
section of the Woburn Loop within a 
distance of approximately 4(K) feet 
Underground water was discovered 
at a depth of 2H feet in all three wells 

Down-gradient of the Woburn 
Loop in the Winchester Center area, 
contamination was detected in 198G 
by E R.M. an environmental com 
pany hired by F^xxon. The exact 
location was al the corner of Park 
and Main streets The service sta¬ 
tion at this location was closed in 
1989 for this reason, and remains 
closed today. 

In 1991, a store located at 599 Main 
Street, also in Winchester center, 
was found to he uninhabitable by the 
tenant, who was forced to vacate 
l)ecause of the noxious odors ptu' 
ineatmg into the building from the 
basement Results of the 21 E study 
on air and water performed by 
('.E.C . Ine of Woburn, confirmed 
the presence of contamination in 
water found underneath that 
building.

This week 
in history 
1965: 27 years ago 

The Winton Club prepared for 
the 44th Cabaret called “Spend a 
Million." The Winton Club perfor¬ 
mance included such notable 
highlights as the Winton Club 
drill, the Waltz and the chorus 
lines, which are incorporated into 
the rest of the performance. The 
entire proceeds from the show 
went to benefit the Winchester 
Hospital. 

John Anthony Volpe was sworn 
into office that week for his sec¬ 
ond term. The picture on the front 
page of The Winchester Star 
showed Volpe as he took the oath 
of office and started back on his 
routine of running the state gov- 
ernmenl. Volpe lived on Everett 
Avenue in Winchester at that 
lime and ran Volpe Construction 
Company in Malden, according to 
the article. 

An article on the front page of 
that week’s newspaper noted that 
the town needed more candidates 
to take out papers for the elec¬ 
tion. Many of the town offices 
were being sought by only one 
candidate and hence the candi¬ 
date would run unopposed. Harri¬ 
son (’hadwiek took out papers for 
the position of moderator that 
year. 

A large crowd showed up to 
hear the findings of the Perma 
nenl Building Committee. 
According to an article in that 
week’s .Star, there were close to 
(iOO people on hand at the meet 
ing. Members of the Community 
.School Association and the .School 
(’ommittee professed their happi¬ 
ness at the large number of inter¬ 
ested citizens in attendance. The 
recommendation was that school 
buildings he built before the facil¬ 
ities were desperately needed. 
The driving force behind this plan 
was the e.scalaling student enroll¬ 
ments al the primary and secon¬ 
dary levels. Plans were already 
underway to construct a new 
elementary school and an 
architect was named that week. 


A news story that week hinted 
that Joe Bellino would return to 
the United Stales in April or May 
that year and play for the New 
England Patriots. According to 
the article in the Star, the local 
sports |•(*p()rters were unable to 
substantiate the rumor. It was 
reported that Bellino was indeed 
expected to return from his stint 
overseas, hut it was unclear 
whether he would resume his pro 
fe.ssional football career. The 
rumor was atlrihuled to wishful 
Ihinking on behalf of Winehesler 
residents. 


The Winehesler Youth lloekey 
program began again that week 
after battling the failure uf its ice 
machine.

Some of the substances detected

According to the archives at the 
Woburn Library, the late Bartho- 
lumue A. Richardson. Land Survey¬ 
or for the City of Woburn, states that 
the Russell Brook has existed since 
before 1842. It still exists today! It 
starts in Woburn and travels downs¬ 
tream for more than a mile to 
Winchester center. This may very 
well be the vehicle which is carrying 
contamination from the north end of 
Winchester and beyond, into the cen¬ 
ter of town!

highest failure rates and now we are 
being convinced by certain authori 
ties that they are the panacea for 
"safe sex.” If pregnancy can only 
occur within a three to four day 
period each month and preventing it 
with condoms has this high a faihire 
rate what about sexually transmit¬ 
ted diseases which can he con 
tracted anytime you have sex ’ To he 
effective at all. condoms must he 
used evers time Kvery time' That 
seems a lot to ex^wet! 

If you knew as a parent that your 
child was sexually involved with a 
person whom you discovered was 
HIV positive, would you still feel 
confident assuring your child that 
condoms were the responsible 
choice for "safe sex ”’ .And. sadly, 
condoms are all we’ve got! 

I think we can all agree on the 
problem, hut what is the solution’’ 
.Am I saying don’t talk about con 
doms. don’t use them'.’ No. I’se them 
if you must, hut don’t tell your 
children they are safe if they do. 
Waiting to have sexual intercourse 
with one mutually faithful, unin¬ 
fected partner is the only, totally 
effective prevention. 

.A previous writer stated that mor¬ 
al teaching in the home is "laud¬ 
able.” Is it less laudable at school'.’ 
Students are told it’s acceptable to 
say no to sex, they are not told they 
ought to say no and why. What 
responsible teacher, parent or 
counselor would take a neutral 
approach to stealing, lying or cheat¬ 
ing'.’ Do we tell truth by the clock 
just because contemporary life 
styles have changed in one genera¬ 
tion'.’

because it has the legislature setting 
rates and noted the substitute 
reform bill is wdthin the subject 
matter and will make true reforms 
for consumers. 

.A "Yea” vote support the Speak¬ 
er’s ruling prohibiting consideration 
of the bill. .A "Nay” vote is against 
the Speaker’s ruling. 

Casey voted yes. 

AIBIMIBT (It 21 Ki) — House 
119-29. rejected an amendment to 
the bill restricting development 
around the Quabbin, Wachusett and 
Ware reservoirs. The amendment 
would prohibit construction of a reg¬ 
ional metropolitan airport within a 


ten mile radius of the Wachusett or 
Quabbin reservoir. On a later vote 
the House rejected the same amend¬ 
ment by a slimmer 102-44 margin. 

Amendment supporters said an 
airport-site five miles from the 
Wachusett is being considered and 
argued it would have major adverse 
effects on the watershed. 

Opponents said an airport will not 
threaten the Wachusett. They 
argued the amendment is unrelated 
to the bill and is simply an inappro¬ 
priate vehicle being used by oppo¬ 
nents of an airport in the area. 

Both roll calls are listed. A “Yea” 
vote is for the amendment prohibit¬ 
ing an airport. A “Nay” vote is 
against the prohibition.

Homestead exemption 

available to seniors 

In a statement provided by The 
Senior Citizens’ Law Project, Cam¬ 
bridge & Somerville Law Services, 
Inc., seniors are advised that the 
homestead exemption can, for 
elders 62 and older, protect the fami¬ 
ly home against “attachment, sei¬ 
zure or execution of judgment” from 
creditors’ claims of up to $200,000. 
What this means is that a creditor 
may not force a sale of the home to 
enforce a court judgment unless the 
house’s value exceeds $200,000 but 
then the creditor may only keep the 
surplus over that amount. 

A homestead exemption is avail¬ 
able to each owner of real property 
however it is owned (individuals, 
joint owners, tenants in common, 
tenants by the entirety) who is 62 or 
older or disabled (as defined by law) 
and who has filed a declaration of 
homestead at the Registry of Deeds 
in the County w'here the land is 
located. The home must be the own¬ 
er’s principal place of residence. 

The homestead estate will not pro¬ 
tect against debts arising out of 
federal, state and local taxes or 
assessments and liens. It also will 
not protect against debts arising out 
of first and second mortgage all 
debts incurred prior to the filing of 
the declaration of homestead, and 
child and spousal support orders 
from the Probate Court.

said many of the benefits were 
“new ” to him. 

Those claimed benefits ranged 
from improving circulation to reduc¬ 
ing tension. 

As part of the license, Swartz said 
that no “therapeutic-type claims" 
about the benefits of massage could 
be advertised to potential custom¬ 
ers. verbally or in writing. 

Under Massachusetts General 
Laws, the local board of health is 
mandated to control the licensing 
procedure for massage services, but 
can place any restriction on the 
service deemed necessary.

An array of art

At the Jan. 8 HI’M meeting. Marg¬ 
ies said the WIHC would likely 
target as loan recipients single 
Winchester parents who have child¬ 
ren in the school system and are 
presently renting, ""he maximum a 
person in this situation could earn 
would he $43,000. The borrower 
would be a first-time home buyer. 

Margies said those who meet the 
requirements may bo placed in a 
lottery to prevent partiality in the 
loan selection process. 

Any house chosen for the project 
must need at least $3,000 in repairs. 
Margies said much of the rehabilita¬ 


tion could involve de-leading, which 
would he a necessity since many of 
the loan recipients would likely have 
young children. 

The only objective to the WIHC 
proposal was from UPB members 
who questioned the lack of accounta¬ 
bility to the public, since the VVIH(' is 
a private organization. Board mem¬ 
ber Joseph Christian asked about 
the po.ssibility of the WIH(" working 
in partnership with the UPB. Christ¬ 
ian said he had questions about the 
WIHC “not being a public body, hut 
doing essentially a public funclion.” 

Margies responded that she wel¬ 
comed public input but was reluc¬ 
tant to accept a partnership. 


“Kver since the Reagan admi¬ 
nistration. there’s been a push to 
pull government out of trying to do 
everything. ■ said Margies. “We 
were created with that purpose in 
mind." 

The IIPB, two of whose members. 
Chairman David Mortensen and 
Vice ('hairman Allan Rodgers, are 
also on the WIHC. voted unanimous¬ 
ly to support the endorsement. How¬ 
ever, Rodgers told the Star the 
board also added an "informal’’ 
qualifier in a message to the Board 
of Selectmen that stated that the 
town should "set up a process for 
public input" regarding the afford¬ 
able housing program.

avoid contact with others, especially 

those people who arc at high risk. 

According to Kent at the CDC, the 
elderly and those with other health 
problems account for 90 percent ot 
fatal flu cases. 

Officials say the best medicine to 
ward off the flu virus is an annual 


vaccine. 

The Massachusetts Center for Dis- 
ea.se (’ontrol Laboratory still has 
enough of vaccine to provide (i.OOO 
inoculations, according to Kate 
McCormack, director of public 
information at the Center. She 
recommends that people call their 
local board of health for more infor¬ 


mation on getting the flu shot. 

The Winchester Board of Health 
has held three local tlu clinics, 
according to Health Director Joseph 
Tabbi. The last clinic was not well- 
attended, but Tabbi says that if 
there is sufficient interest, the board 
will consider holding another one. If 
interested call Tabbi at 721-7121.

Gymnasts earn close win 

Winchester girls team defeats Reading with outstanding performance

Senior captain Alyssa Berman and 
freshman sensation Megan Foley 
performed brilliantly in the floor 
exercise to lead Winchester past 
Reading 114.15-112.6 in an exciting, 
down-to-the-wire Middlesex League 
gymnastics meet at Winchester 
High School last Friday (Jan. 10).

Hanging on 
in human services 

Those trained to help others face fewer jobs and 
heavier burdens

T hree years ago when 
Karen Rivers became 
program director at the 
Waltham adolescent 
shelter Meadow 

House, the agency had both money 
and hope to support its goal of 
helping troubled youngsters. 

Rivers has since seen political and 


financial currents change, wiping out 
much of her budget but little of her 
faith. Funded through contracts with 
the state Department of Social 
Services and the Department of 
Mental Health, Meadow House lost 
a $50,000 DMH contract at the end 
of last year. The five-bed facility now 
fills only three or four beds, and 
Rivers was forced to lay off three 
part-time staffers. 

“It’s pretty upsetting and very 


disillusioning. Our referrals are up 
and the kids need the beds, and we 
are just unable to take them,” said 
Rivers. 

Thousands of human service 
workers like Rivers are facing similar 
dilemmas across the state. Many are 
as committed as ever to their low- 
pa>ing and often thankless missions, 
but others who have lost jobs after 
years of service or w'ho have not 
received a pay raise in as long as 


four years are bitter. 

Experts say jobs will continue to 
open up in human services over the 
next several years, but there will be 
fewer of them. And many of the jobs 
being cut are higher-pa\ing 
administrative positions that do not 
involve direct client or patient 
contact. 

' Tt certainly has been a very 
tough period. I’ve been in this job 
eight years, and this past year was 
the first time I’ve run into people 
unemployed for several months. 
Several people have been out of 
work for damn near a year, ’ ’ said 
John Mcmanus, director of the 
Massachusetts Providers Council. 

Mcmanus said one director of a 
youth program he spoke to recently 
was forced to lay off three child care 
workers just before Christmas. 

But an even more disturbing 
issue for human services is the 
relatively low-paying nature of the 
work, according to Stephen 
Minicucci, senior researcher at the 
Social Policy Research Group in 


Boston, which recently released a 
budget crisis impact study focusing 
on human services. 

“In three to five years, you could 
get a job (in human services), but

you might not be able to live on it, “ 
said Minicucci. 

The research group surveyed 


some 1,600 private, nonprofit 
agencies with state human services 
contracts about their funding and 
staffing situations and received 
responses from 500 last spring. The 
majority of those agencies said they 
rely on the state for half their 
funding. Most also reported staff 
reductions of roughly 2 percent in 
1991, and 45 percent gave no pay 
raises last year. The average raise 
was 2 percent. 

In addition, average human 
services pay in the state is $22,000. 

' 'Those people very often have 
master’s degrees, ’ ’ said Minicucci. 

Total cuts to human services 
funding are difficult to pinpoint, he 
said, because the state budget is “a 
moving target. ’’ But certain services 
have been harder-hit than others, 
including day care, home care, youth 
services and mental health. 

He said state funding for day care 
has been slashed by one-third since a 
fiscal 1989 appropriation of $157 
million.

The Condo Connection 


The market has improved for buyers 


E veryone knows - especially 
the owners - that the condo¬ 
minium market is, in a word, 
awful. Yet, in some areas, 
condos are selling and a rath¬ 
er unusual method of selling 
in bulk - auctions - is helping to dimin¬ 
ish the glut. 

“Condominiums were overdevel¬ 
oped. Too many were built or too 
many conversions took place, so there 
is an extremely high inventory of con¬ 
dominiums for sale,” said William Aus¬ 
tin, of Austin Associates, Medway. 
“In many places, the costs of single¬ 
family homes are extremely close to 
the cost of condos, which was not the 
intent of condominiums,” said Austin, 
president of the Residential Associa¬ 
tion of Realtors of the Greater Boston 
Real Estate Board, which has a policy 
of telling it like it really is. 


“Next to commercial real estate, 
and two-family and multi-family dwell¬ 
ings, condominiums are the next worst 
thing,” Austin said.

With two-family dwellings, Austin 
said, the rental side “simply doesn"t 
make up for the value of the pur¬ 
chase.” Multi-family dwellings haven'’t 
been viable investments since the tax 


laws were changed in 1986, cancelling 
any incentives for purchase, he said. • 
“On a positive note,” Austin said, 
“because of the long-term lack of ac¬ 
tivity in the condominium market, con¬ 
dominium prices have continued to de¬ 
crease. Therefore, prices will de¬ 
crease to a point where it will then be 
advantageous to purchase a condomini¬ 
um rather than a single family home, 
because of the price differential. 
That’s not even including the question 
of maintenance,” he said. 

“As prices decrease, they’re going 
to reach a level - and in certain cases, 
and it may be the case now - it will 
come to pass where the condominium 
market will be a viable market again, 
where people can get into ownership 
and move up from there. ’ ’ 

“I’m the eternal optimist.” said 
Ruth Taylor, owner with her husband.

Herb, of Century 21/Taylor Real Es¬ 
tate, Framingham. “A lot of people 
say the market is terrible, but once 
they understand what’s going on, to 
look at the positive side, they can keep 
moving on. Maybe that’s the attitude 
that keeps you selling them.” she 
said. 

While the market looks discourag¬ 
ing for sellers, this is the best time for 
buyers. Realtors say. And if you don’t 
get into the market now, said a condo¬ 
minium auctioneer, you may miss out. 
There is no longer a real overabun¬ 
dance of condos. 

“There is a sensationally strong 
market, clearly in entry-level purchas¬ 
ing,” said Jon Gollinger. CEO of Ken¬ 
nedy-Wilson East, which conducts auc¬ 
tions of properties. “If one were to 
look at the history of the boom-bust 
cycle we’ve been in, entry-level pur¬ 
chasers (up to $125,000) had been 
priced out of the Boston area since 
1985, and now. with prices moving 
down to ’84/’85 levels and interest 
rates the lowest in 18 years, and with 
MHFA financing available, there’s just 
a tremendous opportunity to purchase, 
and since condominiums have been on 
the sidelines for so long, there’s a lot 
there,” he said. 

Gollinger believes the condominium 
market “is very strong right now. It 
seems to have bottomed out and even 
seems to have recovered. 1 think in 
the second quarter of ’92, there will be 
an upward price movement.” There 
are still many condominiums available, 
but not in the metropolitan Boston 
area, said Gollinger. 

“If you take a look at Boston, in¬ 
side Route 128, since November 1990, 
we have sold more than $100 million 
worth of condominiums in the metro¬ 
politan Boston area,” he said. “Liter¬ 
ally (outside of two projects), we have 
cleared out the inventory of vacant 
new buildings. That’s accelerated Bos¬ 
ton’s process of clearing all its invento¬ 
ry,” he said. 

Perhaps the problem with auctions, 
Gollinger said, is the perception. 

“Most people think of an auction as 
a sale of last resort or a forced sale,” 
he said. “That was the preconceived 
notion, and in fact there is a large seg¬ 
ment which are liquidations. Then 
there’s the type we use for auction 
and that’s market driven, not a forced 
sale. It’s a sale to establish value.” 

Basically, he said, auctions are an 
“accelerated vehicle for moving prod¬ 
uct, for moving inventory. It’s new to 
the New England, Boston area, as a 
marketing technique.

Q Dear Mr. Shaffer: I am considering buying one of three proper¬ 
ties. Two are singie family homes, one is a condominium. The 
* first is about 40 years old, the condo is about five years old, 
and the third is newly constructed. Although it is the most expensive of 
the three, I am leaning toward purchasing the newly-constructed single 
family home. If I buy the newer home, do I need to have it inspected, and 
if so, how do 1 go about doing so? A.C., Newton. 

A Dear A.C.: The answer to your first question is: definitely, yes. 
Before purchasing a home, you should have it completely in- 
• spected by a professional property inspector. The property’s 
age doesn’t matter: even newly constructed homes should be completely 
inspected. 

As for how to proceed, first you’ll have to guarantee yourself the 
right to conduct an inspection. This is done by including, in your offer to 
purchase (OP) or your purchase and sale agreement (P&S), a clause 
stating that, within 10 days of the signing of the OP or P&S, you and an 
inspector will be allow'ed to conduct an inspection of the entire property, 
and that, if any defects are found, you’ll have the right to, within 10 days 
of the inspection, cancel the agreement and receive your entire deposit 
back. 

In addition, be certain of the following: you can cancel the agreement 
based on any or minimal ($250 to $500) defects found: a w'ritten inspec¬ 
tion need not accompany any cancellation: the clause includes your right 
to have a radon, insect and/or septic inspection conducted by your prop¬ 
erty inspector or any other professional you choose; and. this clause, as 
well as the rest of the document, will be reviewed and approved by your 
attorney before you sign it. 

Next, you’ll have to hire a good property inspector. Begin by asking 
friends, relatives, associates and acquaintances for names of inspectors 
they’ve used or know\ After you’ve compiled a list of five or six inspec¬ 
tors, contact and ask each about their fees, length of experience and pro¬ 
fessional membership. 

In conclusion, one additional precaution. If, after finding defects, you 
remain interested in buving the property but only under renegotiated 
terms, you still must give the seller timely written notice of cancellation, 
under the terms of the inspection clause, so as to protect your right to 
receive your deposit back if the terms cannot be successfully renegotiat¬ 
ed.

"At the Fabric Corner" 
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Purity expansion project to begin in February

The long-awaited expansion of 
Purity is slated to begin in 
February. 

Town officials had met with rep¬ 
resentatives from the local Purity 
supermarket to determine the best 
time to remove the railroad bed 
from the Skillings Road side of the 
property — the first step in the 
construction process. 


The Purity expansion will provide 
the Main Street store with an addi¬ 
tional 16,000 square feet thereby 
increasing the total space of the 
building from 20,000 square feet to 
36,600 square feet. 

After more than a year of negotia¬ 
tions with various town boards. Pur¬ 
ity received final approval for the 
project in August, 1991. 

At the Jan. 21 Board of Selectmen 
session. Town Manager W. Chad¬ 
wick Maurer highlighted the results 


of a recent meeting with Town Engi¬ 
neer John Ciarcia, the Police 
Department and the Department of 
Public Works, which was organized 
after Purity indicated that the pro¬ 
ject was ready to begin. 

According to Maurer, the process 
of removing the bed will begin on 
Saturday, Feb. 15 and will be com¬ 
pleted by the following Sunday. 
Since the construction area is in 
close proximity to a school zone, the 
week in February was chosen 


because schools will be closed for 
winter vacation. 

“(Town safety officials 1 don’t 
expect any permanent shutdown of 
the traffic," said Maurer. He added, 
however, that Skillings Road may be 
shut down for approximately one- 
hour p<?riods at certain times, he 
added. 

Purity officials are working on 
signs for the area to erect during 
construction, said Maurer. 

According to Maurer, Purity will 


purchase the land owned by the 
MBTA that is necessary for the 
completion of the project this week 

In addition, the “final touches ” 
are being ironed out by Purity legal 
representatives and town Counsel 
Wade Welch regarding the acquisi¬ 
tion of a part of the Woburn Loop. 
Maurer said that the documents will 
be available for signing by select¬ 
men after that negotiation is 
complete. 

Selectman Thomas Schmitt asked 


if the bridge removal would include 
the removal of the supports at the 
end of the bridge, known as abut¬ 
ments. .Maurer said that removal of 
the abutments would take place 
after the first week of construction. 

Schmitt also asked where the 
debris from the project would be 
disposed Trucks will haul the met¬ 
als out of (own. according to Maurer, 
and a truck route was an issue that 
was addressed in (he meeting with 
the police.

Blaze rips through McCall Road home

A Winchester mother has been 
lauded by fire officials as a hero 
after she rescued her three children 
from the family’s fire-engulfed 
McCall Road home this week. 

A television set malfunction has 
been identified as the probable 
cause of the three-alarm fire at 25 


McCall Road that left an estimated 
$.500.000 in damages, according to 
fire officials. 

The blaze began around 8 p.m. on 
Monday, Jan. 20 at the home of John 
and Genevieve Lynch and their 
three sons, John. 9. Christopher. 7, 
and Brendan, 5. The family was not 
injured in the fire. 

“1 think my wife is a hero," said 


John Lynch when contacted by the 
Star on the morning after the fire. 
His wife is credited by the Winches¬ 
ter Fire Department with saving the 
children’s lives by carrying them 
out to safety through heavy smoke; 
one at a time. John Lynch was not 
home at the time the fire broke out. 

“I’m very thankful that my wife 
and my children survived," said 


John Lynch. “The fire department 
responded very rapidly and the Red 
Cross was there w'hich was very 
reassuring," he added. 

He said many of the family’s 
friends and their pastor had come to 
(he scene to lend their support.

Martin Luther King Jr.’s dream 
has become a nightmare, according 
to Reverend Grayland Ellis-Hagler. 

Ellis-Hagler’s comments came on 
the eve of what would have been 
King’s 63rd birthday at a celebration 
held at Winchester’s Parish of the 
Epiphany. The outspoken Boston 
minister noted that progress toward 
racial equality has been slow. 

Ellis-Hagler peppered his 
Winchester presentation with 
repeated reference to King’s most 
famous speech. “I Have a 
Dream .. ” 

In the speech King envisioned a 
day hen all the races would be 
equal, but, according to Ellis- 
Hagler. that day is a long way away. 

However, the key to combating 
racism and sexism, according to 
Ellis-Hagler. is communication. 
“Because we don’t meet. 1 don’t 
know how my issues affect you and 
you don’t know how your issues 
affect me ... And if we don’t meet, 
then we can’t share and the dream 
dies on the vine, ” he said. 

A minister at the Roxbury Com¬ 
munity Church. Ellis-Hagler recen¬ 
tly ran for Boston mayor in last fall’s 
election. His local speech capped a 
night of activities, which the 
Winchester Interfaith Council spon¬ 
sored to commemorate King. 

Ellis-Hagler told the audience that 
improvements in the years since 
King’s death have barely scratched 
the surface and urged people to look 
closely at the problem. 

“Even though (blacks! can sit at 
the counter, they can’t afford to buy 
coffee at the counter," said Ellis- 
Hagler. 

He said that bank presidents, poli¬ 
ticians and the like may make a 
point of attending celebrations and. 
“will sing ‘We Shall Overcome’ with 
fervor and conviction. ” 

But many don’t take that same 
conviction back to the workplace, he 
says. 

In addition, according to Ellis- 
Hagler, there is still discrimination 
in employment as evidenced by 
growing opposition to affirmative 
action. 

He also pointed to documented 
reports of inadequate healthcare for 
blacks. Ellis-Hagler told of the so- 
called “death zone" in Roxbury. 
Dorchester and Mattapan. “More 
children die in that area than in most

underdeveloped countries," he said. 
The statistics on black infant mor¬ 
tality have actually increased over 
the last 15 years, said Ellis-Hagler. 

In discussing his own childhood, 
Ellis-Hagler said people of color rec¬ 
ognize early in their lives that they 
would be held to a higher standard 
than whites. “We knew we would be 
the last one hired and the first one 
fired," said Ellis-Hagler. 

Although some blacks have done 
well, real strides in employment 
would only make a difference farth¬ 
er up the corporate ladder, said 
Ellis-Hagler. He said that the higher 
in a corporate structure a person 
looks, the more executives who are 
“lily white" and almost all males. 

Economic discrimination does not 
occur just in the workplace. Ellis- 
Hagler says that some banks 
restrict lending in the inner city, 
leaving homeowners with only one 
alternative; taking out loans at high¬ 
er than conventional rates. 

In one case, Ellis-Hagler recounts 
the plight of a deacon who wanted to 
renovate his three-family home and 
remortgaged his home $70.tKK). 

The company contracted to do the 
work, not only didn’t complete the 
job - but lore everything out of the 
apartments, then came back for 
more money. 

The family had no choice but to 
take out another $7().iKK) mortgage. 
The work was never completed. 

An investigation into the incident 
was launched and (he second mort¬ 
gage rate was found to be financed 
at 31) percent and only $10,000 of the 
work could be documented. 

And in the United States penal 
system, said Ellis-Hagler, racism 
still exists. 

“The U.S. leads the world in its 
incarceration rate (of blacks 1. The 
dream has turned into a night¬ 
mare," said Ellis-Hagler.

FDIC/DIFM 
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Educators discuss excellence in the schools

Continuing teacher education, 
mulliculturalism, the school budget 
and increased communication 
between teachers, parents and child¬ 
ren were some of the main points of 
discussion last Thursday at an edu¬ 
cation forum sponsored by Advo¬ 
cates for Winchester Kducation 
(AWE). 

More than 1(K) people concerned 
with the state of education on a local 
and national level attended the panel 
discussion, titled “Excellence in 
Education for the 1990s.’’ held at the 
Unitarian Church. 

Winchester High School Pricipal 
Dr. John Ritchie revealed that the 
high school had been selected by 
Boston Magazine as one of the top 10 
schools in the state, but he down¬ 
played the accomplishment. 

Since Winchester is an affluent, 
well-educated community, per stu¬ 
dent expenditures and aptitude test 
scores, which were key factors in the 
magazine’s rating system, would 
naturally be high, Ritchie reasoned. 

The assessment “only shows what 


we (he school system] inherited, not 
how we’ve challenged the children,’’ 
said Ritchie. 

Instead of relying on past succes¬ 
ses. the school system should conti¬ 
nuously “concentrate on what we 
don’t do well. Excellence is not a 
state that you roach and then stop ” 
These weakness should be deter¬ 
mined by “listening to our clients,” 
Ritchie said, stating a theme reiter¬ 
ated by many panelists: more com¬ 
munication between parents, teach¬ 
ers and students is essential. 

“We don’t listen to students," he 
continued. “We’ve got to talk to 
them; ask them ‘How do you learn 
best?’ ’’ 

Another reoccurring topic was 
multiculturalism. Director of Edu¬ 
cation Programs at Lesley College 
Dr. Carolyn Wyatt said Winchester 
was leading an “encapsulated exis¬ 
tence" and had chosen “adequacy 
over excellence ” because of a lack 
of different cultural viewpoints in its 
schools. She said Winchester must 
ask itself, “How do we diversify our 
student ... and teacher population?" 

Chairperson of the Department of 
Professional Studies, and mother of 


two Winchester students. Dr. Sue 
Swap, an advocate of multicultural 
ism, told the Star Winchester should 
“hire more teachers of color" and 
that it would be “useful to explore 
METCO, ” a program that buses 
inner city students to suburban 
schools. 

She added the most basic step was 
to “create an environment were 
they (minorities! would feel 
appreciated." 

Perhaps the most repeated theme 
during the forum was the need for 
more input from parents and a will¬ 
ingness by the teachers to act on that 
input. 

Ritchie said WHS should always 
be a place where people feel wel¬ 
comed to “come and slate their 
concerns” Swap said, “We must gel 
over our fear of each other" and 
suggested the idea of more joint 
decision-making. Lincoln School 
Principal Bruce MacDonald 
stressed the notion of parental 
involvement, saying a parent’s 
responsibilities “does not end with 
handing your kid over to the school. ’ ’ 

Swap extended the idea of more 


communication by including 
increased intra-teacher communica 
tion. Swap talked about “teachers 
teaching each other ... sharing and 
improving our ideas." 

Wyatt summed up the theme when 
she said education in early America 
was pursued to get an edge in the job 
market, but now that view' is anti 
qualed. “(Education! was about 
competition; I want it to be about 
cooperation” 

All panelists agreed on this point; 
radical changes are needed in edu¬ 
cation reform. Ritchie said present¬ 
ly most schools practice "unimagi¬ 
native ways of delivering education 
Many educators are not confident 
and forward thinking ” MacDonald 
said excellence was impossible with¬ 
out major change but admitted it 
would be difficult because “change 
is upsetting to some people ” 

He proposed lengthening the 
school year by 40 days, but Wyatt 
disagreed, saying more of the same 
wouldn’t help because most teachers 
lack “energy and enthusiasm" and 
classes were “boring, out of 
whack." 

Most panelists agreed saying the 


time spent on a longer school year 
would be better spent by teachers by 
taking classes on new' teaching 
methods and collaborating with 
other teachers. 

Of course, a discussion on schools 
is never complete without a few 
words on the subject of money 
While most agreed with Ritchie’s 
assesment that "money does not buy 
excellence. ” many contended the 
school system was underfunded. 
Swap was critical of the School C'om- 
mittee’s decision to leave vacant the 
position of assistant superintendent 
for curriculum in Fiscal Year 1992. a 
move which, according to Swap, 
stunts long-term planning and vision 
needed to reach excellence. 

The cut. she said, forces principals 
who are essentially "crisis mana 
gers" to also take on the task of 
shaping curriculum and supporting 
the faculty, she said. 

('o-(’hairperson of Advocates for 
Winchester Education .lerilyn Hein- 
bold. who moderated the discussion, 
said she expected another forum in 
the near luturc. most likely examin 
ing the School Committee elections 
in March.

Shannon supports 
health insurance bill 

Senator Charles Shannon (R- 
Winchester) has announced his sup¬ 
port of a measure to subsidize the 
supplemental health insurance pre¬ 
miums for low-income seniors. 

The so-called “medigap relief" 
plan was included in the Hospital 
Finance Bill (H6:i07) and was 
reported out of the Massachusetts 
House. The bill did not survive the 
Senate Ways and Means Committee. 

As a member of the Senate Insur¬ 
ance Committee, Shannon has sub¬ 
mitted new Medigap Legislation and 
says he is hopeful that this legisla¬ 
tion will meet w'ith success in the 
1992 session. 

“1 am appalled that Massa¬ 
chusetts senior citizens are being 
denied a basic right -- access to 
health care services." said Shannon. 
He added that seniors are being 
priced out of the market for Medi¬ 
care supplemental health insurance, 
known as medigap insurance.

Spirit of change 


Once a year the nation, or at least 
some of the nation, pauses to reflect 
on the spirit and sacrifice of Dr. 
Martin Luther King Jr. 

For a few days before and after 
the celebration of Dr. King's birth¬ 
day black performers are featured 
in the media, black lecturers are 
sought out for speaking engage¬ 
ments, and students are given a 
glimpse of Dr. King’s life and mis¬ 
sion. Local papers, even, use the 
time of year to wax philosophic 
about the state of civil rights in this 
country and in this very town. 

Once the day passes, however, it’s 
back to business as usual. Racial 
bigots are still racial bigots, and 
those who move the cause toward 
fruition are still frustrated daily by 
the huge task ahead. 

The civil rights movement has 
progressed slowly, slowly, slowly 
during the 24 years since Dr. King’s 
assassination. For every barrier 
that comes down, another goes up. 

Here in Winchester, there are bar¬ 
riers, albeit glass ones, that restrict 
blacks. Affordable housing non¬ 
existent. A stark homogenization of 
culture. Discrimination in 
employment. 

Many are working toward goals of 
equality, but others are still working 
against them. 

For those people, the 
catchphrases sound something like 
this: ‘‘Affirmative Action means 
whites don’t get a fair shake,” 
“Property values will be driven 


down by affordable housing,” 
“There were candidates more 
qualifU*d' 

But despite the rhetoric, change 
has begun. 

In the last year or so, glimmers of 
light have begun to shine. The Multi¬ 
cultural Network and its goal to 
bring cultural diversity, and wel¬ 
come cultural diversity, in Winches¬ 
ter. The various housing coalitions 
in town that have begun the fight to 
kick down the barriers of restrictive 
housing opportunities in town. And, 
yes, both these ventures will be 
fights because, for every initiative to 
open the doors of this town to others, 
there are those who wish to shut the 
doors and keep them shut. 

The answer is in each new genera¬ 
tion, those who must carry the 
weight of this change, and must be 
themselves the instruments of 
change. 

And maybe, someday, these bar¬ 
riers will erode. Maybe the School 
Committee will someday see fit to 
hire blacks. Maybe someday blacks 
will be welcomed in Winchester 
without having to beat down the 
doors. 

Once blacks and other minorities 
are given a real chance to live in this 
town, work here and interact with 
the citizens, this will be a better 
place to live. And the wheels of 
change toward Dr. King’s dream 
will move one inch forward.

After two long years of persis¬ 
tence by firefighters, augmented 
by the tenacity of John Frongillo, 
Winchester has not only obtained 
a donated Marquette Automatic 
Defibrillator, but has seen nearly 
all of its 26 EMTs take extensive 
training needed to operate the 
machine — on their own personal 
time. 

Basically the new machine is 
only useful when the victim has 
no pulse and the heart is in a state 
of “ventricular fibrillation” — a 
wildly irregular rhythm. Under 
the skilled hands of Winchester’s 
EMTs the Marquette Machine 
will still the stressed heart long 
enough to allow it to resume its 
natural rhythm. 

Basic CPR skills had a survival 
record of no better than one per¬ 
cent, but with the new machine 
that statistic can jump to 
between 25 and 40 percent under 
optimum conditions. 

Those conditions are best met 
when W'inchester citizens 
acquaint themselves with basic 
CPR skills — give specific infor¬ 
mation when calling the fire 
department — and memorize the 
729-1800 emergency number! 

“We pride ourselves in doing a 
good job, ” said John Frongillo 
recently. “We didn’t want to just 
go out and pick victims up while 
realizing there was something 
more out there that could make a 
big difference.” 

This loyalty to the townspeople 
— and to the job — has tran¬ 
scended recent problems of 
inadequate manpower, unsteady 
contract negotiations and the 
lack of hot water for five weeks. 

“We live here together much of 
the time and really have two 


families,” said John. “Life is dif¬ 
ferent in that we don’t know what 
to expect next. We op)erate on a 
buddy system and constantly 
look out for one another on the 
job.” 

Longtime firefighters — with 
greatly respected experience — 
usually take new men under their 
wings. One such man is John 
Hennelly who is well known for 
getting things done. He once 
steadied rookie Frongillo during 
a big drugstore fire in which the 
building was fully charged. 
“Happy Valentines’ Day,” 
smiled the grimy but calm Hen¬ 
nelly as he gestured toward Fron¬ 
gillo with a smoking heart- 
shaped box of chocolates. 

The department also prides 
itself on family tradition and it is 
not uncommon to find a two or 
three generation record of ser¬ 
vice. There is also family loyalty. 
Peter Plachowitz lost his father 
in the line of duty in Malden — 
and each Memorial Day finds 
Pete checking cemeteries as far 
away as Everett making sure 
each grave of a firefighter is 
honored with a flag. 

Pete is also a prime mover in 
the annual Muscular Dystrophy 
Campaign. 

Pride is also echoed in the list 
of longtime Winchester families 
w'ho have served the towm for two 
and three generations; Skerry, 
Moran, McDonough, Dalton, 
McNutt and others. 

Mark Twain probably said it 
best; “Your true pilot cares 
nothing about anything on earth 
but the river, and pride in his 
occupation surpasses the pride of 
kings.” 

In Winchester, that pride, faith 
and trust in fellow firefighter — 
and in the job — speaks for itself!

This week 
in history 
1950: 42 years ago 

The Board of Selectmen voted 
unanimously to allow parallel 
parking to continue on Main 
Street from Thompson Street to 
Mystic Valley Parkway, replac¬ 
ing the old angle parking in that 
location, according to an article 
in the Star. 

Use of the senior high school as 
an office building was debated. It 
was felt that the building would 
lend itself to use as a town hall or 
office. The senior and junior high 
school building committee 
debated whether the building 
should he renovated for use as a 
school. Repairs necessary for 
continuing to use the building as a 
school were estimated to be 
$650,000. 

The March of Dimes continued 
its crusade to raise funds for the 
National Foundation of Infantile 
Paralysis. That month the chari¬ 
ty conducted a house-to-house 
canvas to support the March of 
Dimes nationally. In addition, the 
Winchester Theatre collected 
donations over a week-long per¬ 
iod. Everyone united to combat 
polio by raising funds for the 
charity. 

The Winchester Veterans’ of 
Foreign Wars created a stir when 
they requested the Mystic School 
on Bacon Street as a post head¬ 
quarters. Although there was 
opposition to the post taking over 
the old school, which was being 
used as a hobby center, there was 
also a great deal of support for 
the veterans. 

Firefighters tested a Life-gun 
that week. The gun, called a Cos- 
ten Life-gun, throws a rope to 
people if they are in danger of 
drowning, or to assist in the case 
of any other accident around 
water. According to the article in 
that week’s Star, the range of the 
gun was between 200 and 300 feet 
and considerable accuracy was 
needed to hit the exact spot. 

A coordinated effort on behalf 
of all town departments was set 
into motion with regard to capital 
expenditures. The proposal 
called for cooperation among 
town officials with respect to 
planning for long-term expenses 
and repairs on town buildings. 
The total cost of improvements 
was said to increase the town’s 
debt limit at the time. The town 
had the ability to borrow approxi¬ 
mately $2.000,(X)U and had a debt 
of $10,000 at the time. 

lx)ralane’s in Winchester Cen¬ 
ter, a clothing store which used to 
operate on Main Street, had 
advertised dresses for sale at 
$4 99 and coats for $25.90. A two- 
door sedan was on sale at 
Winchester Nash for $1,793. 

A travel tax of 15 percent was 
introduced in the 1940s to discour 
age people from using space that 
was needed for troops or war 
supplies. Eastern Railroads ran a 
full-page ad in the Star that week 
seeking support for the repeal of 
the tax since the war’s end

^Reader urges board 
to reconsider post 

TO THE EDITOR: 

As a parent and educator, I want 
to urg' the School Committee to 
restore the position of Assistant 
Superintendent for Curriculum, in 
some form, and to adequately fund 
professional development for our 
teachers and administrators. 
Through my years as a classroom 
teacher and a trainer of teachers, I 
have learned the critical value of 
curriculum leadership and profes¬ 
sional development programs. A 
firm commitment in these areas is 
necessary to generate and maintain 
the vision, systematic planning, pre¬ 
paredness, and enthusiasm that are 
critical to quality teaching. Drama¬ 
tic differences exist between school 
systems that have these components 
and those that do not. 

Our state’s business and legisla¬ 
tive leaders recognize the funda¬ 
mental importance of professional 
development and state so in both the 
Mass. Business Alliance for Educa¬ 
tion Report of 1991 and the legisla¬ 
ture’s current draft version of the 
Educational Excellence and 
Accountability Act. Both documents 
recommend that a school system 
spend, at a minimum, 2.5 percent of 
its salary budget on professional 
development programs. With cuts in 
this area over the past few years, 
Winchester currently spends just 1 
percent and proposes to cut over 
$11,000 more for next year. 

Teaching is not a static profession. 
Every professional needs time for 
improvement and renewal. More is 
known now than ever before about 
how to teach and what to teach, and 
this information must continually be 
offered to teachers for discussion 
and implementation. This happens 
through professional development 
programs. These programs have a 
direct affect on classrooms and our 

• children cannot do without the bene¬ 
fits of them. 

But professional development 
alone cannot create and maintain 
excellence. A first-rate school sys¬ 
tem requires a curriculum leader 
; who provides the research and coor¬ 
dination necessary to guide the 
; development of the staff and create 

• priorities and standards for the sys- 
!tem and its teachers. Without a 


system-wide curriculum leader, sys¬ 
tematic curriculum review is unlike¬ 
ly to occur and, if new methods and 
materials are implemented, it will 
often be a haphazard and costly 
effort. Most of our nearby communi¬ 
ties — despite their own fiscal diffi¬ 
culties — have continued to fund 
such a position, including Arlington, 
Woburn, Belmont, Lexington, Need¬ 
ham, Concord, and Bedford. 
Winchester did not fill this position 
for the current school year and has 
eliminated it from the budget for 
next year. 

Winchester must provide a 
system-wide curriculum leader and 
sufficient professional development 
for its staff. We are not doing so 
today. Will we continue to strive for 
excellence in education or will 
“adequate” become our standard?

One sunny day in Atlanta, Geor¬ 
gia, Martin Luther King was born. 
In 1929 in the south part of the United 
States of America was where he was 
raised.

1 have a dream that 
one day on the red hills of Georgia 
the sons of former slaves and the 
sons of slave owners will be able to 
sit down together at the table of 
brotherhood. I have a dream today. I 
have a dream that my four little 
children will one day live in a nation 
where they will not be judged by the 
color of their skin, but the content of 
their character. 1 have a dream 
today ...” 

He did this to let the people know 
they could have freedom, and for the 
black and the white to be together. 
He got shot in Memphis, Tennessee 
and died believing in freedom for the 
black people.

Balmuth is awarded 
a Fulbright grant 

Winchester resident Miriam S. 
Balmuth, a professor at Tufts Uni¬ 
versity who pioneered the first scho¬ 
larly research by an American uni¬ 
versity into the ancient cultures on 
the Italian island of Sardinia, has 
been awarded a Fulbright grant that 
will enable her to continue research 
in the region. 

Balmuth, professor of classics and 
archaeology at Tufts, will travel to 
Italy this month to research and 
write a book on Sardinia’s art and 
antiquities, which date back to 
before 6,000 B.C. The island’s civili¬ 
zation includes fragments of the 
Phoenician, Greek, Carthaginian 
and Roman empires in the centuries 
preceding the birth of Christ. 

“Mediterranean archaeology is 
like a large mosaic in which some 
areas are filled in with great detail, 
while there are gaps in other 
places,” Balmuth said. “One large 
gap appears where the island of 
Sardinia is.” 

Balmuth first established an 
archaeological beachhead on the 
island, approximately 300 miles 
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west of Naples in the Mediterra¬ 
nean, nearly 20 years ago. Until that 
time, the island was largely ignored 
by researchers because of distance, 
among other reasons. 

“Malaria was not eradicated there 
until the 1940s, and there was 
nothing fashionable about the 
place,” she said, until the Costa 
Smeralda (the Emerald Coast) in 
the southeast was developed as a 
tourist resort in the 1960s. 

Since 1979, Balmuth has hosted 
annual conferences at Tufts on Sar¬ 
dinian archaeology. The 1992 meet¬ 
ing, scheduled for this fall, will focus 
on the research and writing she will 
pursue while in Italy. 

“In addition to the acceleration of 
field work and research on Sardinia, 
there also has been a proliferation of 
publications reporting and evaluat¬ 
ing the studies — almost all in Ita¬ 
lian,” she said, adding that there is a 
growing need for publications in 
English to keep pace with the inter¬ 
national scholarship going on 
elsewhere. 

Balmuth has edited, either by her¬ 
self or in collaboration, the three 
volume series, “Studies in Sardinian 
Archaeology.” A fourth volume, cur¬ 
rently in production, is dedicated to 
her from contributors, who are her 
former students as well as col¬ 
leagues from Sardinia, other parts 
of Italy, France, England, Scotland 
and other areas.

One 
of those teenagers was Mary (Tho¬ 
mas) Gillespie, who later married, 
moved to Winchester, became a 
Winton Club member, and was the 
co-chairman of the 1990 Cabaret. 

For another Family and Club first, 
Mary’s husband Paul will join her 
and be the first male admitted to the 
jolly group. Another summer resi¬ 
dent and Club member was Ann 
Bannister who was recruited to drill 
the young people during the week¬ 
day rehearsals. Reluctantly. Alan 
Miller agreed to allow Ann to bring 
the routine to Winchester. 

Ann McGovern recruited 13 
women who wore willing to give up 
hours to rehearsals. They began 
rehearsing in September. 1971. and 
performed in the 1972 Cabaret. Over 
the years the cast has changed; 
players have retired and new enthu¬ 
siasts have joined in the fun. Four of 
the original cast. Ann Bannister.

Matson investigated the following 
day, reporting that a television set 
had been identified as the probable 
cause of the fire. He added however, 
that the exact cause may never be 
known since the set was destroyed in 
the fire. 

According to McNutt, the blaze 
ultimately ignited more than 50 per¬ 
cent of the walls before totally 
engulfing the house. 

“This was an extremely hard fire 
to fight,’’ said McNutt. He noted that 
the fire had been burning in the wall 
for a long period of time, unnoticed 
by the occupants. 

According to fire reports, the loca¬ 
tion of the house on a steep incline 
made fighting the fire difficult. In 
addition, the frigid temperatures 


caused water from the firefighting 
efforts to freeze up, resulting in icy 
conditions for the firefighters on 
outside stairs and driveways. 

When firefighters first arrived on 
the scene they found the fire fully 
involved and flames shooting from 
the roof above the family room, 
which is located above the garage, 
said reports. 

According to fire reports, Gene¬ 
vieve Lynch first noticed the fire 
when a bookcase next to the fire¬ 
place began burning. She rescued 
her children then went to report the 
fire, said reports. 

Mutual aid for the fire was pro¬ 
vided by Medford, Stoneham, 
Woburn, Arlington, Lexington and 
Malden.

are sexually active. Taylor says 
these latest numbers jumpstarted 
the drive to bring CONCERN II to 
fruition. 

In addition to information about 
AIDS and HIV, the speakers will 
discuss other STDs, including 
chlamydia, which affects 4 million 
nationwide; gonorhea, 2 million peo¬ 
ple infected; herpes, which affects 
500,000, and other STDs. 

“We’re not giving a solution, but 
creating interest and demand for 
education program for parents and 


students,” said Taylor. 

Parents of teenagers are the 
target audience for the programs, 
however, Taylor says everyone can 
benefit from the information. 

While the group won’t preach 
abstinence, says Taylor, it won’t 
focus on preventitive measures, or 
“safe sex” methods, either. Taylor 
says the group’s objective is to gen¬ 
erate interest for more educational 
forums in the future. 

“[The program will attemptl to 
resolve how students react to 
parents, and parents to students,” 
said Taylor.

BUMPING THE 

Glass Ceiling 

Despite their large numbers, working women still meet resistance at the top

S arah” is a 35-year- 
old vice president — 
at a major Greater 
Boston company 
where she oversees 
400 employees. To many people, 
she is a successful woman who has 
overcome numerous obstacles in a 
male-dominated power structure that 
still tolerates her boss calling? her and 
other women “jjirls.” 

But Sarah, who asked that her 
real name and company be withheld 
from tliis story, is unconvinced that 
she has broken throuj^h the so-called 
glass ceiling that has long prevented 
women from moving into top 
management positions. That ceiling 
is tantalizing because women can see 
through it to the top, but frustrating 
because it is also a barrier. 

And as she has become more 
skilled and confident, Sarah’s 
optimism about her career has 
diminished. To ease professional 
frustrations, she has joined women’s 
groups and does volunteer work. 

“There’s so much in the media 
about women who have made it. 


When I started out, I thought it was 
pretty simple to make it to the top, 
but I stopped believing that at age 
27,” said Sarah. ”1 saw people who 
were less talented with less 
measurable results getting 
promoted. I’d think, ‘What’s wrong 
with me?’" 

Of her most recent promotion to 
vice president, Sarah said it took five 
years after she had been doing the 
work to get the title, even though 
her two male predecessors were 
vice presidents. During that period, 
the company doubled in size and her 
department won top company honors 
for its accomplishments. 

Yet she was still subjected to the 
same negative stereotypes that have 
dogged women since they first tried 
to become a force in the work place. 
In one argument with her boss over 
her status, for example, he asked, 
“Don’t you want to get married 
someday and have a family?” 

Two decades into the feminist 
drive for equality in business, the 
statistics and working women still 
say the corporate world is a man’s 
universe. Even now, when America 
needs all the talent it can get to 
survive in an increasingly 


competitive economy, women are 
finding opportunities to exercise all 
their abilities rare. 

“To me, (breaking) the glass 
ceiling is having the opportunity to

go right to the top. 1 don’t see my 
organization encouraging me or 
other women at my level to do 
that.” said Sarah. 

Statistics on women’s progress in 
the corjKirate world are equally 
discouraging. 'I'he data underscore 
the frustrations of younger women 
like Sarah, who grew up believing 
the path to success would be 
smoother than it was for their 
mothers and older sisters. 

Not only are there still few 
women in top jobs at h ortune 500 
and mid-size coinjianies, hut those 
who make it still must work haider 
than their male counterparts and 
make bigger personal saciifices along 
the way - such as delaying or 
foregoing marriage and motherhood. 
They must also be as diplomatic and 
politically savvy as they are 
accomplished. 

“For women to succeed, they 
often have to put in much more 
effort than their male counterjiarts. 
They have to compensate for the 
fact that they're women." said 
Wendy Handler, a Chestnut Hill 
resident and assistant professor of 


management at Babson College in 
Wellesley. "The women I’ve seen 
who are truly successful are 
assertive. They have to fit in and be 
one of the guys." 

Caroline Considine, a marketing 
instructor at Simmons College and a 
14-year veteran of corjxirate 
America who left to teach and 
consult, cited recent statistics 
indicating how difficult this can be for 
women. She said less than 3 percent 
of top executives at Fortune 500 
companies arc women. 

"Just the statistical evidence 
shows that we aren’t even beginning 
to break the barrier. One of the main 
problems is the lack of day care — 
the lack of understanding that 
women simply can’t do it all at 
once,” said Considine. 

The decimation of scores of 
middle management positions 
crucial stops on the way to the 
highest positions for both men and 
women - is making women’s 
struggles even more difficult, said 
Considine and others. 

Considine pointed out that 
American industry has lost 3 million 
to 4 million middle-management jobs 


the past 10 years due to coi-porate 
takeovers and the more recent, 
recession-driven restructurings. 

She said, however, that for 
American businesses to succeed in 
an increasingly competitive global 
marketplace, they must find creative 
ways to attract and retain the best 
people of both sexes. 

“One of the most important 
things right now is we are facing the 
greatest economic challenge this 
countrv' has ever known and we 
absolutely have to tap all the talent 
that is there,” said Considine. 

She said that means providing 
more accessible day care and access 
to flexible work schedules. 

Handler said the fact that many 
women now work masks their 
overall lack of progress. 

In addition, many talented women 
are taking non-traditional career 
paths and redefining success in their 
lives. .As a result, the number of 
women entrepreneurs is on the lise. 

"1 think the good news is women 
are entering the work force and 
starting their ow'h businesses. 1 think 
it’s going to take time for women to 
break into senior management. Over 


the short term I'm not as optimistic 
as I am in the long term,” said 
Handler, who specializes in research 
on family-owned businesses. 

She said pressure will be 
increasing on businesses to address 
child-care and other family issues as 
more w'omen enter the work force. 
By 1995, 80 percent of women 25 to 
44 will be working and 90 percent of 
them w'ill be mothers, said Handler. 

And wliile women run only 3 
million of the nation’s 12 million 
small businesses, those numbers are 
growing. 

"What is interesting is that by 
2000, it is expected that women are 
likely to own as many businesses as 
men," said Handler. 

Bette Woody, a research 
associate at the Center for Research 
on Women at Wellesley College, said 
certain industries hold out more 
promise for ambitious women who 
are not necessarily interested in 
entrepreneurship. These include 
financial management, insurance, 
retailing, health care and real estate. 
More difficult to get are promotions

Tap corporate partner to 
finance young business

Q l have been looking for mon¬ 
ey to finance the growth of 
* my 2-year-old computer com¬ 
pany. I have approached many differ¬ 
ent sources, but no one has been wili- 
Ing to loan me money. Where else can I 
look for funding other than banks and 
venture capitalists? 

A Many new companies make 
ideal candidates for corporate 
• joint ventures. Today, finding 
a corporate partner is becoming one of 
the best ways to tap new money 
sources as traditional lenders continue 
to tighten their borrow'ing practices to 
entrepreneurs. 

A joint venture or partnership 
agreement with a large domestic or 
foreign corporation can provide badly- 
needed funds for research and devel¬ 
opment, as well as growth opportuni¬ 
ties. Direct investments by large cor¬ 
porations in new ventures have signifi¬ 
cantly increased during the past 10 
years. 

A corporate strategic alliance offers 
several advantages to entrepreneurs. 

First, a corporate partner is usually 
willing to wait longer to receive a re¬ 
turn on investment than a banker or 
venture capitalist. Often corporate 
partners will be interested in taking an 
equity position in your business. Nor¬ 
mally, the entrepreneur gives up a 
much lower percentage of ownership 
than with a venture capitalist. 

Second, corporate partners can 
contribute more than just money to the 
new business. They may be able to of¬ 
fer good business advice, moral sup¬ 
port and state-of-the-art technology-. 
The disadvantages of corporate 


strategic alliances is the loss of con¬ 
trol. 

A corporate partner might demand 
that certain things be done when the 
entrepreneur is opposed to taking such 
action. Also possible is a change of 
corporate mission and goals, causing 
the partnership to sour. 

In searching for a potential corpo¬ 
rate investor, pinpoint corporations 
that might be interested in your com¬ 
pany and products. The key is finding 
corporations with the resources, but 
not the time, commitment or creativity 
to get involved themselves. 

Elements in structuring a strategic 
alliance with a large corporation include 
finding a well-capitalized partner who 
has or is considering financing new 
venture proposals. Look for corpora¬ 
tions that are interested in early-stage 
ventures like yours and have already- 
invested in your industry. 

Another option is to call a corpora¬ 
tion that might be interested in the 
right to license your product in certain 
areas. Many corporations are eager to 
expand their product lines into new 
areas, or to sell improved versions of 
currently available products. Then you 
receive royalties and a ready-made 
marketing system without giving up 
equity. 

The best books for investigating li¬ 
censing and finding corporate partners 
include Dun & Bradstreet’s “Refer¬ 
ence Book of Corporate Management" 
and Standard & Poor’s “Reg¬ 
ister of Corporations, Directors and 
Executives”

Coping when you have plateaued at work

It probably will happen to you 
sooner or later. 

You’ll hit a career wall, otherwise 
known as a plateau. It could happen 
when your company eliminates a level 
of managers, or your bosses stop 
promoting you or your work no longer 
satisfies you. 

Even if you become a CEO, you’ll 
be on a plateau because you won’t be 
able to move up anymore. 

You’ll know you’re stuck because 
the present won’t engross you and the 
future will be unclear, says Judith 
Bard wick in her book, ‘ ‘The 
Plateauing Trap,” The way out is to 
make career adjustments early, before 
your dissatisfaction becomes 
unbearable, she says. 

Here’s how: 


■ Stop thinking of promotions as the 
ultimate goal. Your chances of getting 
many of them in today’s leaner 
companies are shrinking. Instead, 
define success in terms of personal 
fulfillment, flexibility, independence 
and challenge. 

■ Look at your career as a series of 
stages. Each stage is different and 
should have its own definition of career 
success. For example, when you’re in 
your 20s and 30s, you might be 
breathlessly climbing the corporate 
ladder. The next stage would be 
reaching a top level or settling in at a 
middle one. 

■ Change. If promotions are dr>-ing up 
in your company, change your goals. If 
you’ve been in your job a long time, 
change some aspect of your work to 
provide challenge. If you feel stuck in 
your personal as well as professional 
Ufe, change some of your priorities. 

■ Don’t wait for others to provide 


opportunities to jumpstart your career. 
Take the initiative to shape your own 
career. 

■ Think about which parts of your job 
satisfy you the most. Find ways to do 
more of them. 

■ Define your work broadly so you can 
find new ways to expand your job or 
apply your talents. Instead of using 
narrow job titles like “night-shift 
maintenance supervisor” think of 
yourself as an organizer who motivates 
others to get a job done. 

■ Consider lateral moves or even 
demotions if those jobs are different, 
challenging and would broaden your 
skills. Future leaders will be 
generalists, not masters of only one 
discipline. 

■ Don’t assume that the only way off a 
plateau is to change careers 
completely. Consider the cost in time, 
money, stress, economic security and 
status. 


■ If change seems overwhelming to you 
focus on where to begin, not what you 
eventually will become. 

■ If you can’t change jobs, could you 
use your experience and maturity to 
be a mentor to your organization or 
younger co-workers? Could you share 
your expertise as an internal 
consultant? 

■ One way to get out of a rut is to 
change the amounts of time you 
devote to various segments of your 
life. Those percentages should change . 
as you move into new career and life 
stages, anyway. 

■ Look at your job as having endless 
challenges. There always are new 
ways to present reports, sell or make 
a product.

House hunting 

New technology allows home previews by computer 


Y ou hear it time and again, at 
dinner parties, in conversa¬ 
tions at the grocery store, in 
phone calls with friends 
across the country: “You 
wouldn’t believe how many 
weekends we’ve been out, how many 
houses we’ve seen, how much time 
we’ve wasted. And we haven’t seen 
one house that’s even close to what 
we want!’’ 

The buyers aren’t tbe only ones 
who have been frustrated by the 
home-buying experience. Brokers, 
too, have dreamed of a better way to 
narrow down choices, pinpointing 
homes with a buyer’s specifications, 
almost showing a home and a neigh¬ 
borhood before taking tbe drive which, 
now, more often than not, results in a 
buyer’s exasperated look and a nega¬ 
tive shake of the head. And that’s be¬ 
fore he or she even gets out of the 
car. 

Technology seems to have caught 
up with fantasy with the introduction 
this week of HomeView, a state-of- 
the-art computerized color information 
system that stores, sorts and displays 
inside and outside photos of homes on 
the market. The system also can bring 
up a street map, showing where the 
house is located in relation to other 
streets in the area. Within a few 
months, the Needham-based system 
also will provide photographs of the 
town in which the home is located, al¬ 
lowing a viewer to “take a walk” to 
the local library and town hall, the su¬ 
permarket and playgrounds. 

“Instead of schlepping around for 
three days and seeing three houses, 
you can ‘see’ 60 houses in an hour, 
three of which you will see (in person), 
one of which you may buy,” said Kar¬ 
en Helliwell, a broker with Realty Con¬ 
sultants, Needham, which has signed 
up with HomeView. Helliwell is one of 
several brokers who ser\'ed on an ad¬ 
visory board for HomeView. 

“It’s absolutely the latest technol¬ 
ogy to come down the road since MLS 
(the Multiple Listing Service, which al¬ 
lows brokers to list their homes and 
specifications throughout a regional 
area),’’ said Helliwell. “I think the in¬ 
dustry needs to be upgraded in a more 
efficient manner and anything that in¬ 
creases the number of people coming 
* to see my listings, that increases the 
showings of my listings, gives me a 
higher percentage of selling that list¬ 
ing.” 

HomeView Realty Search Services, 
developed by Bob Norton. 31, is a real 
estate firm that acts, in ever>’ case, as 
a co-broker to real estate offices which 
list their homes in the system. Com¬ 
mission fees will be split in much the 
same way as traditional co-brokers, 
with HomeView receiving somewhere 
between 35 and 45 percent and the 
listing broker the remainder. 

But while some real estate profes¬ 
sionals see HomeView as an improve-

ment to the current system, others 
are less sure about the new service’s 
potential, and are wary' of fees that 
may be associated with it in the future. 
While Norton claims real estate offices 
in general sell only one in 10 of their 
own listings, a half dozen local Realtors 
said that figure is actually closer to 50 
percent of their own listings. 

Norton, a native of Milton, said he 
developed the HomeView system 
when he was unable to find a home. 
The concept had been out there, he 
said, but the technolog>' wasn’t. 

“I couldn’t understand why you 
could walk into Staples (an office-sup¬ 
ply store) and get a four-color 
catalogue to sell pencils and pens, but 
you couldn’t for homes,” he said. 

His company developed software, 
color capabilities became available and 
HomeView put together an interactive 
home-search system which allows po¬ 
tential buyers to touch a color display 
and get a detailed look at up to nine 
rooms or areas of a listed property. 

Full-time and part-time photogra¬ 
phers photograph the house, inside 
and out, a day or two after a broker 
lists the home. Once a broker signs 
up, he or she must list all firm’s prop¬ 
erties with the service. The photo¬ 
graphs are scanned into the system 
and set up on a touch screen that can 
enlarge any one of them for detailed 
viewing. 

The system also lists 300 features, 
including tennis courts, skylights and 
waterviews, enabling the buyer to 
specify on a scale of must have, desir¬ 
able, neutral and don’t want, their pri¬ 
orities. 

The computer then gathers, in the 
buyer’s price range, those homes list¬ 
ed which meet the buyer’s criteria, or 
most of them. 

The buyer is then able to go 
through each home, and decide if he or 
she really wants to make an actual vis¬ 
it. At the end of the session, which can 
last anywhere from 45 minutes to two 
hours, the computer prints - In Hve 
minutes - a color catalogue of the 
homes the buyer wants to visit and 
those homes he or she might want to 
see in person. 

At the same time, a fax or call is 
put through to the listing broker to set 
up a time to see the property. 

Norton estimated about 70 percent 
of visits to homes are wasted, simply 
due to curb appeal - how a home looks 


from the street. “This eliminates that 
waste of time. It can save tens of mil¬ 
lions of hours,” he said. 

Membership for brokers, currently, 
is free. A “small fee” to join may be 
instituted in the future, according to 
Norton. The idea, he said, is to have 
as many real estate offices as possible 
list with the service, in order to give 
buyers a broad-based choice. 

“Contrary to popular belief, most 
people haven’t decided where they 
want to live,” said Norton, a former 
vice president of Thomson Financial 
Networks, formerly Business Re¬ 
search Corporation and Technical Data 
International. “Sometimes, they cross 
counties.” The service has the capa¬ 
bility of showing customers properties 
from all over the state, and even 
across the country. 

Norton expects to open several ad¬ 
ditional offices throughout the state by 
the spring and is “entertaining offers 
from various institutions for a national 
roll out,” he said. The company also

will be offering franchises in 17 to 20 
states, he said, with company-owned 
offices. 

“The best thing we can do is lose 
money for the next two to three 
years,” Norton said, until the compa¬ 
ny really gets moving. Competition 
should be on the way, he said, “but 
we’ve got a two-year head start in the 
technology.” Norton would not pro¬ 
vide any specific financial information, 
such as start-up costs, saying only, 
“We will invest lO’s of millions of dol¬ 
lars in this business. 

“Obviously, we hope to make mon¬ 
ey. It’s the only way we can grow and 
offer quality services to the brokers,” 
he said. 

Alison Schechter, president of Pru¬ 
dential Landmark Property Specialists, 
Wellesley, believes the ser\'ice could 
help business. 

“I decided it was ver\’ good added 
exposure for sellers, a potential traffic 
builder to potential buyers and 1 enjoy 
innovative approaches to real estate,” 
she said. “I figured it was just another 
office working to sell one of our prop¬ 
erties and I thought the technology, 
the packaging of the listings, was out¬ 
standing.” 

The founder of HomeView, and 
other brokers who have signed with 
the service, believe it will save every¬ 
one a lot of time. Schechter isn’t so 
sure. 

“I can’t see it saving me a lot of 
time unless there are more properties 
on the system,” she said. Currently, 
Prudential Landmark is the only 
Wellesley real estate company to join 
HomeView. “'Fhe only properties be¬ 
ing seen (in Wellesley) are ours. They 
would have to have almost every offict* 
involved.” Schechter said she will still 
have to lake potential buyers to other 


Wellesley properties, sinct* they aren’t 
listed in the new system. 

According to Kerry Leppo, market¬ 
ing director for HomeView. nearly 80 
percent of the real estate firms in the 
company’s purview - 60 towns - have 
signed up. “There is at least one from 
ever>’ town and the first and second 
biggest companies in most towns.” he 
said. Exact numbers were not avail¬ 
able. 

“From my perspective in serving 
our clients, the sellers, it’s a very- 
good added serv’ice and we’re the only 
one in town that can offer it,” Schech¬ 
ter said. “That's why 1 really hooked 
on to it. And since we go into any 
transaction with the idea that the prop¬ 
erty will sell on a cooperative basis, 
why not sell with that one? We view it 
as any other co-broke colleague. 

“I can’t understand why other of¬ 
fices don’t do it.” she said. “It’s a no- 
lose situation. It may not be a win situ¬ 
ation. If they were charging several 
thousand dollars, that would be anoth¬ 
er thing. My view is if it’s innovative, 
fair and has a chance of working, and 
isn’t costly, why not try- something? 

“The sellers think it’s wonderful,” 
she said. “They’re delighted, and 
pleased to have a professional photog¬ 
rapher. Some have gone to see the 
presentation of their property. I’ve not 
had one single negative and a lot of 
people who viewed it see it as an add¬ 
ed seivice. It gives a competitive 
edge. 

“The concept is it would save time 
only if all the listings on the MLS are 
on it,” she said. “It’s an enhancement 
of the MLS.” 

“Soon, every’one will have listings 
in HomeView,” Helliwell said. “If not. 
the sellers will demand it, because it 
saves time in finding a home for the 
buyers. You’re 50 percent there be¬ 
fore you even go out. They’ve accept¬ 
ed the location, how it looks in front, 
the room dimensions. The only thing 
they don’t get is the emotional impact 
that isn’t felt until they actually visit 
the property.” 

“Anything that really increases the 
participation in the way of seeing my 
homes for my sellers, is just wonder¬ 
ful,” Helliwell said. “1 think Home- 
View and MLS can co-exist ver>' nice¬ 
ly. Each has a specific purpose and 
they can also learn from each other. 

William Galvin, recent past presi¬ 
dent of the Massachusetts Association 
of Realtors, doesn’t know if the new 
system will help sales, but neverthe¬ 
less his real estate firm. The Galvin 
Company, Inc., in Wrentham, has 
signed up, he said. 

“We’re using it primarily as a list¬ 
ing tool,” he said. “It gives something 
more to the sellers. It’s just another 
office using the MLS listing. If it does 
anything, it will enhance MLS.” 

Galvin, too, can’t understand why 
everyone doesn’t sign up. “1 can’t see 
any reason why someone wouldn’t 
sign on,” he said. “1 don’t know why 
it’s not 100 percent.” 


REAL ESTATE

Q Dear Mr. Shaffer: In order to purchase a new home, I will have 
^ to supplement my savings with money from my parents. Will the 
* lender from whom I intend to get a mortgage need to know that 
part of the down payment is a gift, or would it be better if the money 
were in the form of a loan? H.Q., Norwood. 

A Dear H.Q.; 1'he lender will need to know that your down pay¬ 
ment is in the form of a gift. Usually, this can be satisfied by 
• having the giftor (here, your parents) sign a “gift letter” stat¬ 
ing that the funds are being given as a gift and that they (your parents) 
don’t expect repayment, nor has any repayment agreement been made 
regarding these funds. 

In addition, most lenders will require that the giftor show they in fact 
have these funds, and that you show receipt of the gift. The former can 
generally be illustrated by a letter from an officer at the giftor’s place of 
savings, stating the giftor currently has the funds, or by a monthly sav¬ 
ings or checking account statement from the giftor. The latter can be il¬ 
lustrated by a deposit slip or account statement from you, showing the 
gift funds going into your account. 


In addition, most lenders will require that the 
giftor show they in fact have these funds, and that 
you show receipt of the gift. The former can gener¬ 
ally be illustrated by a letter from an officer at the 
giftor’s place of savings, stating the giftor current¬ 
ly has the funds, or by a monthly savings or check¬ 
ing account statement from the giftor. 


As to your second question, it would not be better for the gift money 
to be in the form of a loan. Why? 

Under secondar}- mortgage market (SMM) guidelines, which most 
lenders follow, funds borrowed to be used as a down payment can only 
be in the form of a secured loan, for example, money borrowed against 
stocks or bonds, or a secured mortgage on another piece of real estate. 

A “down-payment-loan” from your parents will not btfconsidered se¬ 
cured. Moreover, even if your down-payment-loan is secured, it could 
hinder your ability to qualify for a mortgage, since the lender will include 
the cost of repaying this loan when calculating your debt/income ratio. 

In conclusion, one additional issue you should be aware of: Under 
SMM Guidelines, if all of your down payment comes from a gift, it must 
equal at least 20 percent of the purchase price. If your down payment 
will total less than 20 percent, at least five percent of it must come from 
your own savings.

roots, as the Lundbergs did in Westwood, 
to keep family ties strong. "I think you 
have to have that stability for the kids," 
she said. 

Claire believes people approach 
marriage differently today. "The thing 
with kids today, they give in too easily. If 
it doesn't work, so what," she said. "The 
biggest thing is, you have to put effort 
into it." 

Charlie Macisaac and his wife, Jean, 
grew up in the same neighborhood. "Her 
father owned a hot dog stand at the end 
of Horn Pond in Woburn," recalls 
Macisaac. In fact, it was an accident that 
he and his wife began dating in the first 
place. 

"We started dating because I mistook 
her sister for her and asked her out,"said 
Macisaac. "(Her sister) said 'yes' and 
forced Jean to go out with me." 

Charlie was 18 when he started dating 
Jean. "It was kind of a comfortable, 
neighborhood sweetheart-type deal," he 
said. "During the course of ouf 
neighborhood sweetheart deal, we fell in 
love and got married." ITiey'!! mark their 
32nd year of marriage on May 22, 1992. 
With five children and two 
grandchildren, what's kept them 
together? 

"We share the responsibility of a 
family," Charlie said. "We don't subscribe 
to the (stereotypical) male and female 
roles. I'll help with the laundry on a 
Saturday morning, and she'll help me 
shovel. It's a true partnership. " 

In addition, said Charlie, "No matter 
how mad we are at each other, we never 
go to bed without say Ing we love each 
other." 


The Macisaac also set aside one night a 
week for "date night....We've been dating 
now for about 37 years," jokes Charlie. 
"We're still the kind of couple that holds 
hands. We're confident about both of our 
roles in the marriage...We trust each other 
implicitly." 

But Charlie thinks people approach 
marriage somewhat differently today. "1 
don't think you see as many people 
approaching marriage in the traditional 
way," he said. 

Charlie and Jean have been remarried 
about four times since their initial 
wedding day. "We have a good time 
living together," he said. 

His advice for those who are soon to be 
wed? 

"Trust each other and work together. 
Don't let one partner be dominant...Live 
your life as you'd have your partner lives 
their's.

Yolanda Cellucci, who has been 
married to her husband Dan for 35 years, 
agrees that it takes work to make love last.

In addition, said Yolanda, keeping love 
strong requires "caring and sharing, and 
not taking each other for granted...having 
interest and caring about what each other 
likes." As a businesswoman, Yolanda's 
career is important to her. 

"(Dan) is aware I need that, too," said 
Yolanda. "For me, love grows...Too many 


people go into relationships saying, 'Well, 
If it lasts.' I think you have to make up 
your mind that it will (last). You have to 
work at it." 

What else is important in keeping her 
marriage together? "An element of 
surprise and a little bit of fun," she said. 
"When 1 come home, I'm Mrs. Daniel 
Cellucci. I'm not 'Yolanda (the designer).' 
There's a difference." 

"The same kind of enthusiasm and 
excitement (you had when you were 
dating) — it should be like that all the 
time. 1 always make it policy to try as hard 
as when 1 was dating," she said. 

"When there's a problem, when 
someone's sick, when someone's lost a 
job...That's when we should band 
together...That's really the true test of 
love. You find out how much you care 
alx)ut each other when time are tough." 

Perhaps the easiest place to find the 
answer to the question of "what makes 
love last* is right at home. After 30 years 
of marriage, my parents — Paula and Ken 
Buckley of Winchester — still share the 
kind of love many of us hope to find.

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Looking Good 

Put your best face 
forward on your special day

A bride can spend a 
fortune on her dress 
and her veil, but she 
cannot leave a me¬ 
morable impression 
if she has droopy 
hair, bitten nails, and black lip¬ 
stick. That is when enlisting the 
help of a professional is money 
well spent. 

On the other hand, we have all 
seen brides who bear no relation 
to their usual selves on their wed¬ 
ding day. You know, the monster 
doses of dark eyeshadow and 
heavy foundation, and the stiff 
hair that even a tornado does not 
deflate. 

Almost all the experts inter¬ 
viewed agreed: a bride-to-be 
should go to a professional for 
her day of glory. 

Denise Bowen, a hair stylist at 
Jason’s salon on Massachusetts 
Avenue in Arlington, said that 
the biggest mistake brides make 
is to wait until the last minute to 
come to the salon for taking care 
of their hair, nails, and makeup. 
Some brides walk in and expect 
the stylists to transform them in¬ 
stantly, Bowen said. 

In fact, Jason’s offers free 
color consultation, when a poten¬ 
tial bride can have her colors 
done before buying the gown and 
veil. Colors, you might ask? Just 
how many colors are suitable for 
a wedding dress? 

According to Bowen, bridal 
gowns usually range from white

to off-white, with the off-white 
having shades of color such as 
blue or peach. Salons can also ad¬ 
vise brides about what type of 
veil is most suitable for their 
faces, and what hairdo will best 
go with the veil. Bowen sug¬ 
gested that brides come in with 
their veils for a test hairdo before 
the wedding. 

The bride’s the boss 

However, Bowen pointed out, 
the bride is the boss. “Whatever 
she wants, that is what she is go¬ 
ing to get,’’ Bowen said. 

According to Bowen, a bride of¬ 
ten comes to the salon right after 
she gets engaged, which may be 
even a full year before the wed¬ 
ding itself. The first step, she 
said, is getting facials to put the 
skin in its best possible shape for 
the wedding day. Then, she said, 
if the bride-to-be has problem 
nails, she can start on treat¬ 
ments, such as capping or regu¬ 
lar manicures, to strengthen 
them. 

The total wedding day package 
at Jason’s runs around $50, for 
hairstyling, makeup, and mani¬ 
cure. Facials, generally given 


before the wedding day, are ab¬ 
out $25. 

There is no specific style that is 
right for a bride, Bowen said. “It 
totally varies from person to per¬ 
son. People are very afraid of 
looking too fake and too made up. 
There is no specific color for a 
bride. It has to be whatever looks 
best for that person. 

“It’s their day. They should be 
treated like a queen,’’ Bowen 
said. 

Zohreh Damghany, owner of 
Looks by Zohreh salon in Bel¬ 
mont said her salon, which has 
been in town for three y3ars, re¬ 
ceives many brides-to-be as cus¬ 
tomers. The majority, she said, 
are between 25 and 35 years old. 

Natural look 

The salon’s aim for a bride is to 
“iust improve,’’ not create a new 
identity. “Most people don’t want 
to look different for their wed¬ 
ding day. I do natural makeup 
andhair. Usually they bring their 
veil and the bridal group 
together,’’ Damghany said. 

One hairdo currently popular 
with brides, Damghany said, is a 
French braid or a French twist. 
The look she aims for is a cross 
“between 1960’s and 1990’s.’’ 
However, each bride obviously 
has different coloring and fea¬ 
tures, and will necessitate a spe¬ 
cific look. It also depends on the 
dress, Damghany said. 

Mali Sheikhie, the owner of 
Mali’s on Centre Street in New¬ 
ton, agreed. “They usually tell 
me what they want. I tell them 
what looks good on their hair and 
that it depends on their veil. I get 
the idea of what they want, but I 
do it in a nice way around her 
face. A lot of things are 
involved.’’ 

In addition, Mali’s offers other 
beauty enhancers in preparation 
for the special day. The total 
price for a package consisting of 


waxing, facial, hair, makeup, 
manicure, and pedicure is $300. 
However, individuals can get any 
combination of those services, 
and are not forced to get the other 
features. 

“We do a natural look. We do a 
lot with the eyes, the lashes, and

the lips,’’ said Sheikhie, who has 
studi^ in Europe and had a sa¬ 
lon at Newbury Street for eight 
years before moving to Newton 
five years ago. “If you put on a lot 
of makeup, it looks artificial at 
the end of the night.’’ 

Choosing makeup 

If the bride-to-be has dark hair, 
Sheikhie said that she prefers 
dark brown or dark blue/black 
on the eyes. For those with 
lighter coloring, she said she uses 
reddish brown. “It depends on 
the color of their hair and their 
eyes.’’ 

Damghany advised brides-to- 
be against doing their hair and 
makeup on their own. “It is the 
one day you are getting married. 
You have to look nice.’’ 

Damghany suggests that 
brides get a facial one or two 
days before the wedding to cre¬ 
ate a perfect setting for the ma¬ 
keup. She said that she prefers a 
natural look. She also said that 
she likes to have seasonal colors. 
For summer, she said, she pre¬ 
fers tangerine eyeshadow and 
blush, and for winter, peach. “I 
don’t like them pale. They have a 
white color and it is night,’’ 


therefore the bride can wear 
more makeup. 

For the rest of the bridal party, 
she asks what colors they will be 
wearing, and will adjust the ma¬ 
keup to that color. “If they are 
going to wear pink, I like to go 
with pink makeup.’’ 

Getting a manicura 

Claire Santangelo, the owner of 
Ladyfingers on Trapelo Road in 
Belmont said that of all the 
brides that come to her salon, ab¬ 
out half ask for a specific color 
for their nails, while the other 
half ask the advise of the 
manicurist. 

“They usually want a French 
manicure,’’ she said, which is dif¬ 
ficult to do one oneself. She also 
said that she is a big fan of false 
nails. “They are wonderful, espe¬ 
cially for brides. They stay per¬ 
fect the whole day and they will 
stay that way for two or three 
weeks. The polish doesn’t chip off 
acrylic nails. As long as they are 
done correctly, they are 
wonderful.’’ 

To prepare hands for the spe¬ 
cial aay, Ladyfingers pampers 
hand with a special paraffin dip. 
“It’s like a mask’’ for the face. 

“Ninety percent of the brides 
get acrylic nails, unless they 
have beautiful nails and people 
like that are few and far be¬ 
tween,’’ Santangelo said. 

Beautiful nails are important 
for weddings, she said, since 
“everyone wants to see your ring 
and congratulate you.’’ 

Santangelo said that she recen¬ 
tly painted red the nails of a cus¬ 
tomer who got married on New 
Year’s day. “There was a certain 
stigma attached to red nails be¬ 
fore. Nowadays, anything goes. 
It’s her day. She can do whatever 
she wants.’’ 

Sheikhie agreed that French 
manicure is always popular with 
brides. “It stays well and the 
color doesn’t chip.’’

Consultants can do as little or 
as much as you need done. You 
may hire a consultant solely to 
find an ideal reception location, 
or to manage the details on the 
wedding day itself, or to do all the 
planning and implementation for 
you, from selecting vendors to re¬ 
turning the tuxedos the morning 
after the wedding.

Young couples rarely opt for prenuptial agreement

R omance will bring a 
couple together, and a 
prenuptial agreement 
will keep their assets 
apart. 

‘ Two local family 
law attorneys said pre-marital 
agreements primarily benefit a 
select group of the population, 
and provide detailed lists of the 
personal assets each side brings 
in. 

“It’s not the most romantic 
thing in the world,” said West- 
wood lawyer Stephen Gordet, but 
it is sometimes necessary. 

“Quite often people who are 
marrying for the second time — 
usually if they’re older folk and 
have families by the first mar¬ 
riage — have some concern ab¬ 
out passing the property to their 
children and they may decide to 
keep their property separated in 
some fashion,” he said. 

There is also the concern if one 
party has a large estate and 


“doesn’t want to expose it to 
what might be done by the prob¬ 
ate court in the case of a divorce. 
Until the marriage becomes 
settled, they might want to en¬ 
gage in a prenuptial agree¬ 
ment,” said the Westwood 
attorney. 

Gordet, who has been practic¬ 
ing law for 33 years, said prenup¬ 
tial agreements were not recog¬ 
nized in Massachusetts until the 
early 1980s. 

At that time the state Supreme 
Judicial Court upheld a pre¬ 
marital agreement in a lawsuit 
and the guidelines for future 
pacts were set from that case. 

To comply with the guidelines 
set out by that case, Gordet and 
Stanley Cooper of Kahalas & 
Cooper, Wellesley, said there 
must be full disclosure by each 
side of their respective assets. 

“Usually things are contested 
on the issue of T didn’t know you 
had $10 million stashed away 
someplace,’ ” said Cooper. 

Both attorneys agree it is more 
often older couples who seek out

names or three clients he or she 
has serviced in the last three to 
sbe months, and then call those 
people and ask them about their 
experiences working with the 
consultant. 

Getting started 

The first meeting with the wed¬ 
ding consultant may be a free, 
one-hour session in which the 
consultant gets to know the cou¬ 
ple and understand their needs, 
or it may be a three-hour paid 
consultation in which the consul¬ 
tant educates the couple on the 
process, goes over budgeting and 
explains what he or she can do. 

During this meeting, you 
should ask the following ques¬ 
tions: 

• How long have you been in 
business? 

• Where did you get your experi¬ 
ence or training? 

• Can you provide me with a fee 
schedule and list of services you 
will provide? 

• Do you receive referral fees 
from the vendors with whom you 
do business? 


After meeting, determine 
whether the consultant can meet 
your needs. If so, schedule a sec¬ 
ond meeting during which the 
consultant should be ready to de¬ 
liver the fee schedule and list of 
services as well as get to work. 

The consultant may provide 
the couple with a list of vendors 
for different services they will 
need, and the couple may go out 
and interview the vendors. Or, 
the couple may ask the consul¬ 
tant to do the legwork. 

Some consultants go a step 
further than logistics and also 
serve as emotional support or 
mediators during wedding plan¬ 
ning. Sondra Freundlich-Hall of 
Arlington is a wedding consul¬ 
tant with a master’s degree in ex¬ 
pressive therapy. Her business is 
called, “I Do — Wedding Plan¬ 
ning That Gets to the Heart of the 
Matter.” She says she likes to as¬ 
sist with the internal as well as 
the external details. 

“I am there for neutral support 
purposes,” Hall says. And Hall 
says she likes to help couples 
shape the ritual of marriage ac¬ 
cording to who they are. If possi¬

ble, she likes to get to know the 
couple about a year before they 
are to be marri^. 

Hall says the initial meeting is 
the couple’s way of finding out if 
they want and/or need a wedding 
planner and whether I Do’s range 
of services fits their needs. If so. 
Hall draws up an estimate or a 
series of estimates tailored to the 
couple’s needs. The initial con¬ 
sultation is free of charge. 

Wedding consultants are com¬ 
pensated for their services in one 
of four ways. The first is by 
charging an hourly rate to the en¬ 
gaged couple, which can range 
from $25 to $60 per hour. The sec¬ 
ond is by receiving referral fees 
from the vendors with whom they 
do business — the couple does not 
pay the consultant. 

The third way consultants get 
paid is by charging the couple a 
percentage of the total cost of the 
wedding (usually 10- to 15-per- 
cent). Or, the consultant may 
charge the couple a flat fee for 
the specific services provided.

Planning your wedding on a tropical island

T he background of 
sand-swept beaches 
with the distant sound 
of ocean waves can 
prove to be the most 
romantic of settings 
for a wedding. 

But, planning for a wedding on 
a tropical island is not for the 
faint of heart. 

Details such as the hall, the 
photographer and the honey¬ 
moon have to planned at least a 
year in advance, says Carol 
Ryerson of Arc Travel in 
Arlington. 

“Some people plan their honey¬ 
moon much later than their ac¬ 
tual wedding. When the wedding 
is going to be on a Caribbean is¬ 
land, absolutely everything has 
to be ready a year in advance.’’ 

The first hurdle, according to 
Tony Sampson, owner of Colonial 
Travel in Winchester, is deter¬ 
mining the wedding budget. 

Since the wedding will involve 
transporting the entire wedding 
party, the couple should plan on 
fares in the $400 to $600 range per 
person. 

After the couple determines 
how much money they can actu¬ 
ally spend on the wedding, the 


next step is get to professional 
help with transportation and 
hotel accommodations for the 
wedding party, says Sampson. 

If the wedding party is going to 
be large enough, Sampson re¬ 
commends the use of a charter 
plane to get the entire wedding 
party on the island at the same 
time. 



GETTING READY 


Working out the details of 
transportation from afar can be 
accomplished through a travel 
agency. The rest of the plans 
may be more difficult. 

In locating a firm to help with 
the arrangements, however, 
Ryerson offers some words of 
warning. “There are a lot of pro¬ 
fessional people in this business. 
But, the travel agent or any com¬ 
pany who assists in planning 
your wedding should be bonded.’’ 
Ryerson says that bonding as¬ 
sures the couple that money that 
they give to the agent is insured 
against theft. 

The other valuable service that 


the travel agent can provide is 
researching legal documents 
necessary since the islands have 
different requirements for allow¬ 
ing a couple to hold a wedding. 

This can be the downfall of 
even the best planning, says 
Ryerson. If the documents are 
not in order, the couple runs the 
risk of not having the marriage 
recognized in this country. 

Ryerson says that Jamaica is a 
very popular destination for trop¬ 
ical weddings. However, she 
warns, some couples think they 
can just fly to Jamaica and get 
married. 

Jamaica requires that the cou¬ 
ple arrive three or four days 
prior to the wedding so that the 
wedding license requirements 
can be fulfilled, says Ryerson. 
Although this requirement is dif¬ 
ferent from island to island, 
Ryerson says that most have a 
requirement that some time be 
spent on the island prior to the 
wedding. 

And each island charges diffe¬ 
rent licensing fees for the 
wedding. 

There is a wide range in the fee 
structures, says Ryerson. For in¬ 
stance, to get married in Ja¬ 
maica, it only costs $4. St. Lu¬ 
cia’s charges $525 and a host of 
others fall in between.

Greek, Armenian ceremonies retain rituals

A rmenian and Greek 
wedding ceremonies 
preserve Old Coun¬ 
try traditions even 
though over half are 
now interfaith 

marriages. 

The two ceremonies are rich in 
symbolic ritual and highly simi¬ 
lar. Father Dajad Davidian of 
the St. James Armenian Church 
on Mt. Auburn Street, reflected, 
“In the Eastern Church, mar¬ 
riage was always much more for¬ 
mal and ritualistic than in the 
West.”

In both traditions, there is a 
betrothal ceremony. In the Ar¬ 
menian Church, the priest per¬ 
forms the ritual at the time of en¬ 
gagement, usually six months to 
a year before the wedding, bless¬ 
ing the rings at the house of the 
bride. 

Father Emmanuel S. Metaxas 
of the Greek Orthodox Church 
Taxiarchae on Bigelow Avenue 
now performs the Betrothal 
Ceremony the marriage because 
“families were taking the betrot¬ 
hal very seriously instead of re¬ 
garding the engagement as a 
trial period.”

Brides giving new twists to old trends

J essica and Ross Miller 
arrived home from 
their honeymoon to find 
their house filled with 
888 balloons. Diana and 
Robert Rivers were 
serenaded at their wedding by 
200 guests in full voice. 

Christine Swansey is planning 
a Victorian wedding when she 
marries speed skater, Neil Man¬ 
sfield in the fall. But she has eli¬ 
minated the tradition of throwing 
the bridal bouquet. 

Bounded only by their imagi¬ 
nation — and that of their friends 
— today’s brides are giving new 
twists to old trends. 

Balloons certainly punctuated 
the Miller’s return from their

honeymoon. But it was tiny bub¬ 
bles that provided a picture- 
perfect entrance to their wedding 
reception. The wedding took 
place last fall at Wheaton Col¬ 
lege, the bride’s alma mater. The 
bubbles were the brainstorm of a 
quick-thinking bridesmaid. 

The college administration sti¬ 
pulated that wedding guests not 
throw rice or confetti, Jessica ex¬ 
plained. A few days before her 
wedding, Jessica’s anxieties be¬ 


gan to surface over whether the 
day would go as planned. “To 
cheer me up, my head brides¬ 
maid began blowing bubbles,’’ 
said Jessica. 

Then her bridesmaid decided 
to organize the bridal party to 
blow bubbles in place of rice and 
confetti. But she didn’t let the 
bride know her plans. 

When Jessica and Floss entered 
their reception, the band played 
“Tiny Buobles’’ on cue and cas¬ 
cades of bubbles floated around 
them.

Weddings in both traditions are 
not performed on church Feast 
Days nor during Lent or Holy 
Week. Armenian weddings may 
not be held on Sunday, the 24 
hours following sunset on 
Saturday. 

The ceremonies and receptions 
are typically attended by 100-500 
guests. For Americans of Arme¬ 
nian and Greek origin, the 
church is both a religious and a 
social center. Weddings, christ¬ 
enings and funerals are therefore 
major social events. In the Old 
Country, an Armenian wedding 
celebration would go on for a few 
days. 

The scripture readings and 
prayers are spoken in the native 
language. Parts of the ceremony 
are often in English as many par¬ 
ticipants do not know the lan¬ 
guage. The vows are traditional. 

The 40 minute ceremony be¬ 
gins with an American-style wed¬ 
ding procession. In the Greek 
recession, the bride, groom and 
est man carry large white can¬ 
dles, two or more feet high, or¬ 
nately decorated with silk flow¬ 
ers, ribbon or netting. The priest 
places these candles in candles¬ 
ticks on the altar and gives the 
couple tapers to hold during the 
ceremony. 

In both traditions, the rings are 
blessed, then exchanged three 
times to symbolize the entwining 
of two lives into one. 

A highlight of both ceremonies 
is the crowning of the bride and 
groom as King and Queen. The 
crowning at once symbolizes di¬ 
vine blessings and the sove¬ 
reignty of the couple in their new 
household. In the Old Country, 
“no one was independent of the 
family; everyone was subordi¬ 
nate to its head,” said Father Da- 
vidian. “By marriage, a new 
family is created.” 

The Armenian crowns resem¬ 
ble tiaras and are usually pro¬ 
vided by the church. The Greek 
Orthodox crowns are wreaths of 


simulated orange blossoms and 
pearls; they are purchased by 
the best man (or rarely, woman) 
and kept by the couple, framed 
and embedded in satin and tradi¬ 
tionally placed over the bed. 

In both rituals, the couple sips 
non-sacramental wine from a 
“Common Cup.” For the Arme¬ 
nians, Father Davidian ex¬ 
plained, “This wine is a symbol 
of life, a gift that can make us 
happy or sad. It is meant to be 
sweet but can be sour. It is meant 
to sparkle but can become dull.” 
In the Greek Orthodox church, 
the wine recalls Christ’s first 
miracle, the converting of water 
into wine for a wedding feast. 

A homily (or sermon) on the 
theme of love follows in the Ar¬ 
menian Church’s wedding ritual. 

The “Ceremonial Walk” con¬ 
cludes the Greek Orthodox cere¬ 
mony. The priest sings, leading 
the newly married couple about 
the ceremonial table-altar three 
times, symbolizing the “Dance of 
Isaiah,the Prophet’s dance of 
joy when envisioning the coming 
of the Messiah. 

Anna Fogg said, “For me, 
walking around the table was the 
best part. It’s beautiful. You’re 
married, and as you walk, you 
can see everyone behind you as 
Father Metaxas sings. There 
were many happy tears.” Sales 
supervisor Kevin Fogg, 29, and 
Anna Fogg, 27, a software engi¬ 
neer at Lotus Development Cor¬ 
poration, were married in April 
at the Greek Orthodox Church 
Taxiarchae. 

A reception line, cake-cutting 
and tossing the bridal bouquet 
are now traditional for both Ar¬ 
menian and Greek couples; but 
the music and dance at the recep¬ 
tion are distinctive. There is al¬ 
ways a folkloric band and often 
an American band or disk jockey 
as well. 

According to Armenian band 
member Leon Janikian, the re¬ 
ceptions are held in fine hotels 
like the Ritz-Carlton Hotel in Bos¬ 
ton or the Royal Sonesta Hotel in 


Cambridge. A full course dinner 
is customary. 

Both nationalities have a spe¬ 
cial dance for the bride and 
groom. “Harseou Pesa”, “Bride 
and Groom,” the Armenian ver-

Sion, is often danced as the cou¬ 
ple enters the reception. They be¬ 
gin dancing alone, and gradually 
others begin to dance in a ring ar¬ 
ound them. Watertown resident 
Karen Aharonian said, “It’s 
called ‘soloing’ and starts the 
celebration on a warm, ‘up’ 
note.” 

Karen Aharonian, 26, an 
Arlington special needs teacher, 
and John Aharonian, 31, a trust 
officer at State Street Bank, were 
married in September. 

In times gone by and occasion¬ 
ally now, a “henna party” may 
be held at the Armenian bride’s 
house the night before the wed¬ 
ding. The women dip their little 
fingers in the henna, staining 
them red (perhaps symbolic of 
fertility). At one time, members 
of the groom’s family would 
good-naturedly “crash” the 
party, then secretly steal ob¬ 
jects, parading them at the re¬ 
ception, refusing to return them 
until the bride’s family promised 
to give a party.

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Committee clears the air

The School (^omniittec found 
itself fielding inquiries on poten¬ 
tial school closings instead of lis¬ 
tening to an interim report from 
the Alternate Uses 
Subcommittee. 

At a School Committtee meet¬ 
ing on Jan. 28. Maryann Free¬ 
man, president of the Lincoln 
School Parents Association, ques¬ 
tioned reports on work in prog- 
re.ss by the Alternate Uses Sub¬ 
committee (AUS). 


The AUS began work several 
months ago and consists of mem¬ 
bers from the different town 
boards. School Committee, Board 
of Selectmen, Planning Board 
and other community groups. 

This subcommittee was formed 
to explore options for the reuse of 
any schools that may be closed by 
the School Committee. The other 
School Facilities Subcommittee 
(SFS), which gave its interim 
report in December, is studying 
the entire system to develop an 
“ideal” school configuration. To 


supplement that work AUS will 
study ways in which any school 
that is closed can be adapted for 
an alternative use such as elderly 
congregate housing. 

Freeman questioned whether 
the specific school or schools to 
be closed had been narrowed 
down by the subcommittee as had 
been reported by The Woburn 
Daily Times. 

“We would not like to see the 
School Committee make a deci 
sion based on this subcommit¬ 
tee’s recommendation ... The 


School Committee decision la- 
bout which and how many schools 
to closel should come first.“ said 
Freeman. 

School Committee member Dr. 
Michael Honayne said. “This 
whole thing seems a little bizarre 
to me. There seems to be a great 
deal of confusion here in the 
community.”

District shuffle 
could switch 
town’s US Rep.

Winchester may be in for some 
new congressional leadership if a 
Democratic plan for redistricting is 
given the green light. 

According to Joe Mahoney, dis¬ 
trict director for U S. Rep Joseph P. 
Kennedy 11 (D-Brighton). the dust 
has not settled on a Democratic 
redistricting plan that would expand 
Kennedy’s current district to include 
Winchester and Lexington and 
remove these towns from the district 
of U.S. Rep. Edward J. Markey 
(D-Malden>. 

The plan would pul Lincoln, Sud¬ 
bury and Maynard in the new Ken¬ 
nedy district as well and the new 
territory would become the Seventh 
Congressional District. The total dis¬ 
trict would then include 75.000 to 
80,000 people. 

Several weeks ago. the Democrats 
proposed the redistricting plan, 
which was later passed by the House 
and .Senate, according to Mahoney. 
The plan was developed to low-er the 
number of United States representa¬ 
tives to correspond to the new-ly 
released census figures, according 
to Mahoney. 

The plan without any proposed 
amendments w-ould force Rep. Ches¬ 


ter G. Atkins (D-Concord) to run 
against Rep. Joseph Early (D- 
Worcester* as one less representa¬ 
tive is called for within the new 
districts. 

In response to the Democratic 
plan. Governor William Weld coun¬ 
tered with another proposal that 
would entirely revamp the district¬ 
ing of Boston. This plan w-as general¬ 
ly criticized as "radically restric¬ 
tive,” said Mahoney. 

Weld’s plan would change the dis¬ 
tricts of the three congressman cur¬ 
rently representing Boston to one 
district and would alter the Merri¬ 
mack Valley district. 

.According to Mahoney, Weld’s 
plan, “would never be given serious 
consideration by the Democratic 
leadership.” 

Mahoney says that Weld now has 
two choices. He can veto the Demo¬ 
cratic plan as it w-as passed by the 
House and .Senate or he can attempt 
to write amendments to it. 

“There are currently negotiations 
between the legislative leaders and 
the Governor.” says Mahoney. 

Mahoney said that although the 
Democrats arc in the process of 
negotiating with the Governor, it is 
not clear what concessions w-ill be 
necessary for final approval of the 
bill 


Robbery resembles 

local crime wave 
targeting Asians

Local police are currently investi¬ 
gating an armed robbery at a 
Winchester home last week that they 
say could be tied to a string of 
racially motivated crimes through¬ 
out the region in recent weeks. 

.According to Winchester Police 
Lieutenant Kenneth Albertelli, local 
inspectors are investigating an 
armed house invasion, which 
occurred on Friday. Jan. 24 at a 
Ridge Street home. The victim had 
his hands bound by his attackers, 
and was bea*en. His eyes and mouth 
were bound h . duct tape, according 
report.s 

According lo police reports, the 
victim .s.iid that his attackers initial¬ 
ly knocked him unconcious, then 
dragged him up the stairs and down 
a hallway. The victim w-as then 
pistol-whipped on his head and body, 
said police. 

The man, who was home alone at 
the time of the attack, was discov¬ 


ered several hours later by his 
daughter. His family had been work¬ 
ing at the family-ow-ned restaurant 
that evening. According to reports, 
the victim refused medical 
treatment. 

The suspects, described as three 
Asian men believed to be in their 30s, 
spoke Cantonese and pretended to be 
delivering a present to the home, 
according to police reports. 

According to police reports, the 
attackers ransacked the house for 
more than an hour. The family 
reported a small amount of cash and 
possibly some jew-elry missing, said 
police. 

According to Jill Reilly, a spokes- 
w’oman for Middlesex County Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Thomas Reilly, local 
investigators are sw-apping informa¬ 
tion about similar cases, which have 
occurred in Newton, Malden, Acton, 
Randolph. Lynn, Braintree and 
Winchester. 

Reilly said the cases are similar in

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MEETING ROUND-UP 


Conservation Commission 

Members of the Winchester Con¬ 
servation Commission have thrown 
the ball into Exxon’s court with a 
pointed letter demanding action on 
the company’s abandoned Main 
Street site. 

According to Conservation Com¬ 
mission Chairman Joshua Alper, the 
commissioners are currently await¬ 
ing a reply to a letter dispatched to 
Chip Beck Von Peccoz, a representa¬ 
tive of the Exxon Company USA, 
regarding the abandoned 586 Main 
Street site owned by Exxon. 

The station has remained closed 
since early 1987, when leaking 
underground storage tanks were dis¬ 
covered and removed from the site. 

Records filed in 1987 with the state 
Department of Environmental Pro¬ 
tection (DEP), which currently has 
jurisdiction over the site, docu¬ 
mented the presence of a large 
plume of gasoline and waste oil 120 
feet long and from 40 to 100 feet wide 
in various places, moving toward 
the Aberjona River. 

At a meeting of the Conservation 
Commission Jan. 27, Alper made 
public the recent correspondence, 
which states in part: 

“What you may not know is that 
free product from this site continues 
to migrate toward the Aberjona Riv¬ 
er. If the Conservation Commission 
determines that this release will 
alter a resource area protected by 
the Massachusetts Wetlands Protec¬ 
tion Act and/or the Winchester Wet¬ 
lands Bylaw, the Conservation Com¬ 
mission will take jurisdiction, 
require filing of a Notice of Intent, 
hold public hearings, and issue an 
Order of Conditions requiring imme- 
diate commencement of 
remediation.’’ 

The letter also reminds Exxon 
representatives of a correspondence 
from Exxon’s consultant Environ¬ 
mental Resources Management 
group (ERM) dated June 19, 1987, 
which advised the Department of 
Environmental Quality Engineering 
(now DEP) that ERM, on behalf of 
Exxon, would install and begin oper¬ 
ation of a recovery system during 
July, 1987. 

Alper noted that in the five years 
since that correspondence was 
issued, the remediation process has 
not yet begun. 

River Day 

Plans for the annual Aberjona 
River Clean-up Day are off and 
running. 

Members of the Conservation 
Commission reviewed possible 
clean-up sites to add to the roster of 
areas currently targeted during the 
annual River Day. 

Last year, hundreds of residents 
turned out to help clean up the 
shores of the Aberjona, pulling auto¬ 
motive parts, shopping carts and 
other such large and small debris 
from the waterways. 

The clean-up was a success last 
year, and commissioners agreed at 
their Jan. 27 session to include the 
areas of Smith Pond, Horn Pond 
Brook and the Vinson Owen Science 
Park in this year’s undertaking. 

The clean-up has been tentatively 
scheduled for Saturday, May 2.

four new offerings on their channel 
line-up. 

At a Jan. 27 session of (he Cable 
Advisory Committee, members met 
with Continental Cablevision rep¬ 
resentatives to hammer out a plan to 
add four new channels to the current 
programming. 

According to Area Operations 
Manager Michael Leone, the local 
cable station will add the New Eng¬ 
land Cable NewsChannel on March 
2. The channel is a 24-hour news 
show that is co-owned by the Hearst 
Corporation (owners of WCVB-TV) 
and Continental Cablevision. 

Leone also noted that Univision, a 
24-hour Spanish language channel, 
will be added to the Continental’s 
programming around the same 
time. 

In addition, the station will consid¬ 
er adding either the Bravo channel, 
which features films and performing 
arts specials, or Comedy Central, a 
24-hour smorgasbord of comedy 
shows and specials. 

Committee member Eric Joseph- 
son said Continental will have the 
final say on which channels will be 
picked up locally, but he added that 
the cable station has worked with 
the advisory committee to gather 
input. 

In addition, the station will begin a 
random survey of local subscribers 
to get input on the two options. 

Leone said of the five remaining 
channels currently vacant. Univi¬ 
sion and New England NewsChannel 
will take two, a third will be slated 
for Bravo or Comedy Central and 
the remaining two channels will 
remain vacant for the time being. 

Leone said currently. Continen¬ 
tal’s corporate headquarters is in 
negotiations with AMC (American 
Movie Classics), a popular station 
among local subscribers. “We’re 
hopeful that in the future the issues 
will be resolved and we will be able 
to add AMC,’’ said Leone. 

Leone added that Continental 
would still like to leave one channel 
open to add a new program that may 
become available in the future.

Maurer looks for level-funded state aid

Despite a bleak financial forecast 
for the town. Town Manager W. 
Chadwick Maurer had some encour¬ 
aging A'ords about Winchester’s 
future. 

Local aid payments to the town 
from the state, said Maurer, will be 
‘‘at least the same as last year.” 
That payment in 1991 was $2,341,00(). 

But Maurer added that Winches¬ 
ter would probably not be eligible for 
the Governor’s proposed additional 
$200 million for cities and towns for 
public education. That funding, said 
Maurer, is instead earmarked for 
communities with education sys¬ 


tems that are not up to standard 
Winchester’s school system, said 
Maurer, is ‘‘already exceeding the 
standard ... and is probably not elig¬ 
ible for additional state aid. ” 
Maurer, the guest speaker at a 
recent Chamber of Commerce 
breakfast, added that difficult eco¬ 
nomic times have pushed the town’s 
employees to be frugal and 
innovative. 

“The departments have per 
formed above and beyond the call of 
duty.” said Maurer. 

He said the Recreation Depart¬ 
ment. which has sustained the most 
drastic budget cuts in the last few 
years, has done much to augment 
the programs and activities offered. 


Maurer said that department has 
worked to shift the burden of its 
budget to those in the community 
who use the services, rather than 
pulling funding from the tax base. 

He also noted the Fire Department 
has. in recent weeks. inde{)endently 
raised funds to purchase a defibrilla¬ 
tor to add to the department’s 
arsenal of life-saving equipment. 
The firefighters also trained on the 
equipment during their own free 
time. 

Maurer noted that this kind of 
initiative however, should be 
applauded. l)ut not depended on to 
sustain the budget. 

He noted the rising cost of rubbish 
removal, and the costs of reviving 


the town’s crumbling capital plant 
will be substantial drains on this 
year's fiscal budget. 

And although Maurer said he anti¬ 
cipates added reductions in person¬ 
nel this year, he said there are 
enough vacant positions that the 
reductions could be made through 
attrition. 

But Maurer says he projects that 
the town’s current revenue intake 
will be the sole funding for this 
year’s budget. 

‘ An override lot Prop. 2' 1 has 
not been successful and I don’t think 
it would be .succe.ssful this year. I’m 
not sun' if it would be appropriate to 
even consider it. ” said Maurer.

with emotionally disturbed child¬ 
ren; a job he was assigned to satisfy 
his ‘‘CO,” or conscientious objector 
status, during the Vietnam War. 

Lipman’s latest addition to his 
storytelling repertoire, an audiotape 
of ‘‘The Amazing Teddy Bear ” col¬ 
lection, was developed from one 
story about a teddy bear that Lip- 
man wrote in 1987 called, ‘‘The Ama- 
zingest Teddy Bear.” 

Lipman performs ‘‘The Amazing 
Teddy Bear” with a six- and 
12-string guitar, five-string banjo, 
flute and button accordion. 

The stories speak directly to the 
heart of the fragile emotions of a 
child, said Lipman. 

“I developed ‘The Teddy Bear’ 
from a single story to a central 
theme because I had this image of 
the teddy bear as a source of conso¬ 


lation,” said Lipman. 

In his new collection of stories he 
shows a keen awareness of how 
children think and a genuine 
warmth for the child W'ithin 
everyone. 

In the original story, the teddy- 
bear consoles a boy whose father 
doesn’t take the time to appreciate a 
drawing he made in school. The 
teddy bear tells the boy how truly 
amazing he is, and helps him com¬ 
municate that to his father. 

The stories that comprise the 
“The Amazing Teddy Bear” collec¬ 


tion are original stories, written and 
performed by Lipman. and all con 
cern contemporary issues: the 
recession, dysfunctional families 
and the lack of “quality time. ” 
according to Lipman. 

In each story, the teddy bear is the 
central character who explains how 
the child can overcome difficult situ¬ 
ations. In several of the stories. 
Lipman reaches out to the parent to 
aid them in understanding the 
child’s emotions.

REPLRl.KA.N Pl.AN (H 1992)- 
House 110-39, Senate 21-12. rejected 
a Republican sponsored alternative 
redistricting plan. Supporters said 
the Republican Plan is a better one 
w'hich is contiguous, compact and 
meets all guidelines. They argued it 
also creates a fair and honest dis¬ 
trict of minority influence. Oppo¬ 
nents said the Republican plan has 
not been the subject of any public 
hearings and is designed simply to 
create seats which Republicans can 
win.

May¬ 
be the rhodies were out back 
sneaking cigarettes, w'hen, back in 
the Dawn of Time, they were first 
lining up growing things according 
to kind in the Eden school auditor¬ 
ium, yelling “OK, all you Deciduous 
trees: over here!” They missed the 
call, anyw'ay, and so keep their 
leaves each winter. On days as cold 
as this one, they hang straight dowm, 
like hula skirts on hipless girls. 

Well, the trick, it seems to me, 
here in the dead of winter, is to find 
some fun, after you’ve stamped the 
snow off your boots and had a bite to 
eat, and curled up with a good book 
for a w'hile, and absorbed all you can 
bear to absorb from the small 
screen. What else can you do while 
waiting .Spring’s return, and days 
warm enough so smiling outdoors 
isn’t painful? Here with a few 
suggestions;

(4) Sit in a library near the Refer¬ 
ence Desk and be amazed by the 
number and variety of questions 
people bring; be further amazed 
that the librarian knows where to 
find their answers. 

(5) Get some bread crumbs and go 
feed the birds. Note that their legs 
are not pogo sticks at all, hut have 
knees and elbows just like ours; 
reflect that Iheir fanning wings are 
fingers, only ingeniously splayed 
and lengthened for flight ; that their 
bones are as light and hollow as 
drinking straws.

Walsh shares thoughts 
on education lorn in 

TO THE EDI TOR; 

On 'I'hursday evening, Jan 16, 1 
attended the panel discussion, 
“Excellence in FMucation for the 


1990s” sponsored by AWE (Advo¬ 
cates for Winchester Education). 
'The distinguished panel included the 
Undergraduate Director of Educa¬ 
tion Programs from Lesley College, 
(.’hairman of the Department of Pro¬ 
fessional Studies at Wheelock, the 
A.ssistant Superintendent for Curri¬ 
culum and Instruction in Belmont, 
two of Winchester’s school princi¬ 
pals, and our Town Moderator. Each 
speaker offered his or her views — 
either through philosophical reason¬ 
ing or by practical example — in 
defining w'hat is meant by the word 
“excellence” in education. All 
speakers agreed that more money is 
not the primary solution to achiev¬ 
ing excellence but it is certainly an 
integral part of any solution. The 
consensus was that making commit¬ 
ments to the ongoing process of 
curriculum design and professional 
development are critical parts of the 
solution along with having a vision of 
what you want to achieve. Anything 
less represents adequacy -- not 
excellence. 

Historically, the purpose of educa¬ 
tion has Ixien to prepare children to 
take their places as responsible and 
contributing members of society. 
'This purpose has not really changed 
l)Ut the needs of our society have. In 
the same way that society continues 
to evolve, so must the content of 
curriculum and the commitment to 
professional development for teach 
ers and administrators. We need to 
prepare our children to take their 
places in a more complex and 
diverse world. What do these child¬ 
ren need in order to master the tasks 
of critical thinking, problem¬ 
solving, cooperating and communi¬ 
cating in order to compete in a 
global economy.

This week 
in history 

1971:21 years ago 

Town Meeting approved plans 
for a fire station to be constructed 
on the west side. A vote on the 
proposed fire station was taken at 
a special session held Jan. 21. The 
vote was 102 to 52 in favor of the 
proposal. The sum of $167,000 was 
appropriated for the construction 
of the sub-station on town-owned 
land on Ridge Street and Locke- 
land Street. The major factor in 
persuading Town Meeting mem¬ 
bers to vote for the project was an 
analysis of travel times to some 
locations in the west side. The 
proposed site reportedly would 
lower those response times by as 
much as eight minutes. 

A Palmer Street location w’as 
approved by Town Meeting for 
the construction of a housing pro¬ 
ject for the elderly. The measure 
was approved 128 to 28 and satis¬ 
fied the two-thirds voting require¬ 
ment. The Winchester Housing 
Authority was then given approv¬ 
al to hire an architect to develop 
plans. According to an article in 
the Star, the Housing Authority 
w'ould act as landlord by select¬ 
ing and collecting rent from 
tenants. 

'The first female member to sit 
on the F’inance Committee was 
officially recognized at a Special 
Town Meeting held that year. C. 
Rita McGonigle was greeted with 
a round of applause as she took 
her place at the table w'ith other 
Finance Committee members. 

The W'inchester Red Cross 
backed a “Write Hanoi” cam¬ 
paign. The massive letter-writing 
campaign was being urged to 
protest the treatment of Ameri¬ 
can prisoners. All letters were 
sent to the President of North 
Vietnam w'ith the hopes of obtain¬ 
ing more humane treatment for 
the men. 'The theme of the cam¬ 
paign was, “Let the Red Cross 
in” to encourage the Vietnam 
officials to allow' Red Cross p“r- 
sonnel into prisoner-of-war 
camps on a regular basis. 

The Winchester Business and 
lYofessional Association planned 
to promote business growth in 
Winchester by advertising as one 
unit in the Star and other publica¬ 
tions. By advertising together, 
Winchester businesses hoptnl to 
assist the new' businesses in the 
dow'iitown area. 

'The Metropolitan Regional 
Vocational School faced l)udgel 
reductions that year. 'The cuts 
dropped Winchester’s share ol 
the 12-community budget by 
$59,714.U4. 

'Town Meeting prepared to vote 
on 47 articles for 'Town Meeting 
scheduled in March. 'The major 
articles concerned appropriating 
funds for the different town 
boards and 'Tow'ii Hall building 
renovations. Also the Permanent 
Building Committee planned to 
study the feasibility of erecting 
an artificial skating rink in town 
In addition to the funds fur the 
skating rink, the town hoptnl to 
gel approval fur funding of reno¬ 
vations to the High Street school

everyone so loves to refer to as the 
core curriculum — reading, writing, 
arithmetic — were redefined in the 
context of current needs by several 
of the panelists. 

One of the speakers expressed the 
view that education was also politi¬ 
cal. We have certainly seen evidence 
of this on both national and local 
levels. Locally it seems that the 
political agenda of the school com¬ 
mittee is more focused on defining 
and exercising its own power than on 
issues which determine the content 
and quality of curriculum. Why is it 
that we pay qualified experts to 
advise and administer the school 
system and then proceed to publicly 
disregard and/or reject their 
efforts? And among the voting publ¬ 
ic of Winchester are individuals and 
groups airing widely differing views 
about what public education should 
deliver. Some people believe that 
special interest groups should share 
more equally in the collective treas¬ 
ury and that too much money is 
already being spent on education — 
taking care of the few at the expense 
of many. Some people are very vocal 
in prioritizing budget allocations 
and believe that athletics are more 
important than art and music, that 
bus transportation is more impor¬ 
tant than foreign language, that a 
computer is more important than a 
kiln, that a DARE program is more 
important than a clinical counselor 
or curriculum director. Some people 
believe that minimum standards — 
adequacy — is all we should guaran¬ 
tee on the backs of the taxpayers. 
And some people even believe that 
the education they got was good 
enough for them and should be good 
enough for todays’ children. If that 
logic is pursued then it follows that 
we can all save on our water and 
sewer accounts by reinstating out¬ 
houses, rain barrels, and windmills. 
The collective brouhaha conceals 
the fact that we have no common 
vision and apparently are not seek¬ 
ing one. With the current emphasis 
in our schools however, it is clear to 
me that by the end of the 90s all of 
our students will excel in and 
receive AP credit for fund-raising if 
nothing else. 

Anyone who believes we can 
reduce the content of the 1990s core 
curriculum to the 1950s basics of 
“reading, ’riting, and ’rithmatic’’ 
and expect to be prepared for, or to 
compete in the 21st century is sadly 
out of touch with reality. Perhaps 
these same people believe that the 
economic problems of the current 
recession could easily be solved if 
we all agreed to buy our next car 
from Lee lacocca. Through educa¬ 
tion, opportunity, and hard work — 
what used to be the formula for 
achieving the American dream — 
other nations have surpassed us in 
both productivity and quality of 
goods. In order for America to heal 
itself and either raise or maintain its 
standard of living, it is very clear to 
me that we as a community and as a 
nation must alter our vision of — or 
“revision” as one of the speakers

stated — what our society needs and 
what public education should pro¬ 
vide. America has l^een riding on its 
reputation for too long. A business 
colleague likened it to a pleasure 
boat; when the time came that we 
needed to fish to survive, no one 
remembered how. 

We must acquire a world view, 
learn to look at the big picture, and 
take responsibility for what happens 
to us. A policy of isolation on local, 
state, and national levels is no lon¬ 
ger viable if we are to survive. We 
must work toward ensuring our 
quality of life by applying equity and 
equality to both health care and 
education. We must find a common 
ground from which we as a cominun- 
ity, and perhaps then as a nation, 
can focus on the present and future 
needs of society through education. 
It does not matter whether you have 
school-age children now, ever, or 
never. It is the responsibility of the 
whole community to educate the 
whole child — every child. Each 
generation is responsible to those 
who came before and to those who 
come after. Think about it. What 
more is there? 

Panelist John Sullivan closed the 
evening by stating that the deterio¬ 
ration of public school education is 
not the same as having a crumbling 
infrastructure. You can ignore a 
crumbling building, bridge or road¬ 
way for a while — even repair them 
or buy new ones later — without 
damaging the future but if you lose a 
generation of school children, they 
have lost and are lost forever.

disea.se. .says D’Agostino, but this 
should not be misinterpreted. 

“(The statistics should notl lull 
(people! into thinking that women 
are not at risk.’’ said D’Agostino. 

D'Agostino says that although 
younger women have fewer inci¬ 
dence cardiovascular disease as 
current studies indicate, this may 
change. “Women have the potential 
to catch up (at younger agesl,” says 
D’Agostino. If women were to ignore 
the risks of smoking, obesity and 
other health risks, they could begin 
to catch up before the age of 60. 

In addition, women who smoke 
and take oral contraceptives place 
themselves at 20 times the risk of 
heart attacks, according to 
D’Agostino.

The current belief is that 
because a woman’s blood vessels 
are small this accounts for the dif¬ 
ference in outcomes between men 
and women. 

Women also die during these pro¬ 
cedures twice as often as men. 
according to Radvany. 

One additional factor that has 
been implicated in increasing a 
woman’s risk of developing coron¬ 
ary artery disease is job-stress, 
according to D’Agostino. 

“There seems to be a prevalence 
of disease in females in stre.ssful 
jobs ... Jobs where they don’t have 
control over how much work they do. 
and when they do it,” said 
D’Agostino. The reasons for this 
positive correlation have not been 
fully explained. 

“Not that much study has been 
done on females,” noted D’Agostino.

Medex enrollment and 
look at new products 

Ma.ssachusetts Blue Ooss and 
Blue Shield will hold its annual 
Medex Open Enrollment in Febru¬ 
ary and March, with coverage to 
take effect June 1, and this year 
enrollccs will have six Medex plans 
from which to make a choice, 
according to Wendell Coltin. BC/BS 
Medicare/ Medex (’onsultant. For 
many years, Blue (’ross and Blue 
Shield has offered potential sub¬ 
scribers four Medex plans to choose 
from, but the addition of two plans is 
made possible by the State Division 
of Insurance’s approval of tw'o new 
Medex plans when it granted rate 
increases in the four existing plans 
and established rates for the new' 
pair. 

Blue (Yoss has changed the names 
of Medex 3, highest-priced and most 
comprehensive plan, to Medex (7old. 
and Medex 2 to Medex Bronze. One 
of the new plans has been named 
Medex Silver and the other, lowest 
price of all. is called Medex Core. 
The name changes were made on 
urging of a Medex Advisory Council 
comprised of elders from throughout 
the State. The elderly advisors felt 
the names of the two most popular 
plans. Medex 3, with its prescription 
drug benefit, w'hich includes the 
option of purchasing drugs by mail, 
and Medex 2, which provides bene¬ 
fits comparable to Medex 3, w'ithout 
the prescription drug benefit, “did 
not allow for a good understanding 
of the level of benefits.” Both plans 
(Medex 3, now Medex Gold, and 
Medex 2, now Medex Bronze) “pick 
up” (cover) the Part A hospital 
deductible required of patients ($652 
as of Jan. 1, 1992) and the Part B 
medical insurance deductible of $100 
(for selected services) in a calendar 
year. 



Medex plans, in order of low'est 
price to most expensive (monthly 
rates), with a capsule summary of 
Iwnefits are: 

The new Medex Core plan, $51.51, 
does not cover the hospital deducti¬ 
ble (Part A), or the doctor deducti¬ 
ble (Part B). but will pay the hospi¬ 
tal co-insurance of $163 per day for 
61st through 90th day of hospitaliza¬ 
tion; will also pay the lifetime 
reserve co-insurance for each of the 
allowable 60 clays, will also provide 
100 percent coverage for an addition¬ 
al 365 days once the lifetime reserve 
days are used. Medex Core pays the 
remaining 20 percent of Part B ser¬ 
vices after $100 annual deductible is 
met. This 20 percent is applicable to 
physician’s services, inpatient and 
outpatient medical and surgical ser¬ 
vices and supplies, physical and 
speech therapy, diagnostic tests, 
durable medical equipment and 
ambulance service. Clinical laborat¬ 
ory services are covered 100 percent 
by Medicare. 

Medex Bronze, formerly Medex 2. 
$65.56, up from $57..58 monthly; cov¬ 
ers the Part A hospital deductible 
and co-insurance; also, the Medi¬ 
care Part B deductible for certain 
Medex covered services. 

Medex Basic, $81.40, formerly 
$67.00, does not cover the hospital or 
doctor bill deductible; provides ben¬ 
efits for prescription drugs after a 
$250 annual deductible. Reimburse¬ 
ments after the deductible are 80 
percent for brand name drugs and 
100 percent for generic drugs. 

Medex Standard, $91.84, up from 
$75.05, does not cover hospital or 
doctor deductibles, but provides 
drug benefits; 80 percent reimburse¬ 
ment for brand name drugs and 100 
percent for generic drugs, after a 
quarterly $35 deductible is met. Sub¬ 
scribers also have the option of 
ordering drugs by mail; $10 for up to 
a 90-day supply of brand name drugs 
and $2 for up to a 90-day supply of 
generic drugs.

Results arc in 
from parent program

Can you complete the phra.se “A ( 

) is forever”? Chances are that you 
thought “diamond, ” and associate 
diamonds with courtship and 
marriage. 

Most of the 125 people at a Jan. 15 
Parent to Parent program on the 
impact of the media on adolescents 
were surprised to learn that the 
concept of diamonds being an endur 
ing engagement symbol originated 
in 1947 in a “Madison Avenue" 
advertising agency. 

The guesi speaker. Professor Sut 
Jhally of the University of Massa¬ 
chusetts at Amherst, uses this exam¬ 
ple, which he described as the most 
successful marketing campaign in 
history, to underscore the impact of 
advertising on our attitudes, values 
and belief systems. He also pointed 
out how totally immersed we are in 
advertising, citing research indicat¬ 
ing that the average person is 
exposed to 1,500 bits of advertising a 
day. 

Through MTV adolescents are 
exposed to a great deal of advertis¬ 
ing targeted specifically to them. 
Professor Jhally presented parts of 
a videotape he has produced that 
examines the portrayal of women on 
MTV. This powerful videotape clear¬ 
ly demonstrates that women are 
portrayed as indiscriminately sex¬ 
ually active, drawn to all men, and 
as objects of desire, not as people 
with thoughts or feelings. This 
analysis is supported by the results 
of a survey of 345 Winchester 
adolescents. 

This survey, as well as parenting 
strategies to address concerns about 
the media, will be discussed at the 
next Parent to Parent program on 
the media: MTV. the Media and Our 
Teenagers: Parenting Issues and 
Strategies. This program will be on 
Feb. 13, from 8 to 9:30 p.m. in the 
McCall Middle School. The final 
program in the series on the media 
will feature Professor Nancy 
Carlsson-Paige, of Lesley College, a 
nationally recognized educator and 
author, who will share her expertise 
on the impact of media on young 
children’s play, values, and social 
development. This program will be 
on Feb. 27, from 7:30 to 9:00 p.m.. at 
Muraco School. 

Professor Jhally raised concerns 
about the attitudes engendered by 
MTV’s portrayal of women, particu¬ 


larly in light of these statistics: one 
in eight college women has been the 
victim of rape; 84 percent of these 
victims knew their attackers; and 60 
percent of men and 40 percent of 
women in college agreed that 
women can provoke rape by their 
appearance or behavior. While expo¬ 
sure to certain images would not 
directly cause violent behavior, the 
exposure could encourage or rein¬ 
force attitudes that are potentially 
dangerous. Low self esteem and eat¬ 
ing disorders are other potential 
consequences that were discussed. 

Feedback on Professor Jhally’s 
presentation clearly indicated that 
people felt important issues were 
raised, such as “thinking about cul¬ 
ture as created, controlled, not 
evolved.” One 19-year-old in atten¬ 
dance remarked that he “never 
would have thought of it in this way 
without this guidance.” As one 
parent wrote “becoming aware is an 
important first step in making 
changes" and many felt they would 
begin educating their children about 
the media and its often unrecognized 
role in the shaping of our values.

Muraco hosts guest 

speaker Dr. Hirsch 

On Tuesday, Jan. 14, Dr. E.D. 
Hirsch Jr., Professor of English at 
the University of Virginia, founder 
of the Core Knowledge Foundation, 
well known author of many books 
including volumes designed to pro¬ 
vide knowledge-based supplements 
to the elementary curriculum, vis¬ 
ited with Leslie DePaolo, second 
grade teacher at Muraco School, 
and, following an afternoon in her 
classroom, addressed an audience of 
approximately 200 educators and 
parents from Winchester, Newton 
and Lexington. 

DePaolo’s informational 
exchanges with the Core Knowledge 
Foundation had resulted last year in 
her global interdisciplinary instruc¬ 
tional strategies being the subject of 
an article on the Core Knowledge 
Network Newsletter, an annual 
publication distributed to educators 
across the nation. This fall, the 
foundation asked her to design curri¬ 
cula coordinating her historical and 
multicultural emphasis with mater¬ 
ial presented in the first two vol¬ 
umes of the Core Knowledge Series, 
“What Your First Grader Needs To

Grader Needs To Know,” and 
arranged to visit DePaolo’s class¬ 
room to observe her strategies in 
practice.

the world, demonstrating the first of 
many such role plays in their 
“Around the World in 180 Days 
Interdisciplinary Odyssey” through 
all world cultural regions. 

Dr. Hirsch and his associate, Mr. 
John Holdren, director of the Core 
Knowledge Foundation, listened to 
class history “brainstorming” and 
geography strategies and were 
treated to a class performance of a 
musical play written by Mrs. DePa¬ 
olo to celebrate the holidays of 
Christianity, Judaism and Islam to 
emphasize their commonality, and 
to familiarize students with Middle 
Eastern history and culture. 

Later, Dr. Hirsch was introduced 
to the parent and educator audience 
by Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
Charles Mitsakos. He described how 
his study of language had convinced 
him that successful interpersonal 
and mediated communication in our 
society depends upon a shared know¬ 
ledge base and that the school curri¬ 
culum must promote student acquis¬ 
ition of such knowledge as an 
essential interrelated adjunct to 
skill oriented educators.

Kennedy 
announces 
longterm program 

Sen. Edward M. Kennedy recently 
announced a two-part, seven-year 
program to end the recession and 
make long-term investments to cre¬ 
ate jobs and meet the nation’s funda¬ 
mental needs in education, job train¬ 
ing, research and development, 
health care and other top priorities. 

The program will be paid for by 
cuts in defense spending, Kennedy 
said. 

"For too long, the American peo¬ 
ple have waited for effective leader¬ 
ship to revive the economy. Eco¬ 
nomic mismanagement over the 
past year has allowed a mild reces¬ 
sion to turn into near depression,” 
Senator Kennedy said in proposing 
his plan at a Boston press confer¬ 
ence joined by Boston Mayor Ray 
Flynn, Massachusetts AFL-CIO 
President Joe Flaherty and econom¬ 
ist John Kenneth Galbraith. "It is 
time for bold and decisive action 
sufficient to end this recession 
before it becomes any worse, and to 
make the long-term investments 
essential to put the country back on 
the right track.” 

Kennedy said that the first part of 
his plan will provide an immediate 
$40 billion economic stimulus in the 
remaining eight months of the fiscal 
year to create jobs, relieve exces¬ 
sive burdens on state and local gov¬ 
ernments, and jump-start the eco¬ 
nomy. The new federal funds will be 
equally divided between rebuilding 
the nation’s infrastructure and 
meeting urgent human needs. 

"This approach will allow funds to 
be distributed promptly and spent 
quickly,” Kennedy said. "The short¬ 
term stimulus will help hard- 
pressed families make ends meet, 
and help communities preserve 
essential public services. It will also 
begin to revive the economy and 
help states and cities avoid raising 
taxes. But most important, it will 
create jobs. In Massachusetts, this 
program will put an additional $1.15 
billion dollars into the state economy 
this year, which will create 25,000 
new jobs directly, and thousands 
more indirectly as the state eco¬ 


nomy recovers.” 

The second part of the proposal 
involves $170 billion of new invest¬ 
ments over the next seven years to 
rebuild America’s strength in four 
vital areas — education, job train¬ 
ing, research and development and 
health care. 

Kennedy said the short-term sti¬ 
mulus would lead to a temporary 
increase in the deficit this year, but 
that the overall program would be 
paid for by reductions in defense 
spending over the next seven years, 
so that there will be no net impact on 
the long-term federal deficit. 

"The end of the Cold War and the 
collapse of the Soviet Union allow us 
to pay for essential investments here 
at home by shifting defense expend! 
tures to domestic needs, without 
jeopardizing our national security. 
But to do so, we must revise the 199C 
Budget Agreement to eliminate the 
so-called budget "fire-walls” and 
other restrictions that currently 
block this necessary shift.”

Reviving the economy 
and making long-term investments 
in the future of our commonwealth 
and our country are too important to 
ignore any longer.”

that the victims are always Asian 
families, and are the current owners 
or former owners of Asian 
restaurants.

Andrew Alford 

Andrew Alford 

Andrew Alford of Bacon Street, a 


resident of Winchester for .50 years, 
died Jan. 25 at Winchester Hospital. 
He was 87. 

Mr. Alford was born in Samara, 
Russia and earned his A.B. degree 
from University of California in 
December, 1924 and continued as a 
graduate student under fellowship in 
physics and astronomy in 1924 and 
1926. F^rom 1927 to 1928, he was a 
graduate student and teaching fel¬ 
low at the California Institute of 
Technology in Pasadena. 

In 1975, he received a doctor of 
applied science degree with honors 
from Ohio University. From 1929 to 
1930, Mr. Alford worked in P’ox Film 
Corp.’s laboratory and in 1934 he 
began engineering work at MacKay 
Radio and Telegraph Co. 

In 1939, he began dividing his work 
time between MacKay and the Inter¬ 
national Telegraph Development 
Corp. In 1938, he invented the Alford 
loop antenna. Later, he invented a 
mechanical modulator based on a 
transmission line bridge developed 


in 1937. 

Mr. Alford was appointed head of 
ITT’s Navigation Laboratory in 
1941. Between 1943 and 1945 he was 
the first group leader of the Antenna 
Group and then division head of the 
Direction Finder and Antenna Divi¬ 
sion at Harvard University’s Radio 
Research Laboratory. He became 
the owner of the firm Andrew Alford 
Consulting Engineers in 1945 and 
president of Alford Manufacturing 
Co. in 1948. 

Mr. Alford received the IRE Fel¬ 
low Award in 1942 for “contributions 
to the theory of radiation and the 
design of short-wave antennas.” 

He also received the Pioneer 
Aw'ard in 1965 “in recognition of 
inventions of antennas which have 
found wide use in radio navigation 
systems, including VOR and instru¬ 
ment landing systems. The term 
“Alford Loop ” has become a byword 
in the art. He has also made other 
notable technical contributions to 


radio navigation systems and to 
antennas for a variety of purposes.” 

His other awards include: Pres¬ 
idential Certificate of Merit, Nation¬ 
al Defense Research Committee, 
1948; Scott Helt Award, 1978; 
National Invention Hall of Fame, 
1983. 

Mr. Alford leaves his wife of 64 
years, Helen (Glaser) Alford; and 
his nephew, David Ellington of 
Vermont. 

The funeral will be held at Unita¬ 
rian Church in Winchester, officiat¬ 
ing clergy will be Rev. Charles A. 
Reinhardt. A memorial service will 
be held at a later date. Arrange¬ 
ments were made by the Lane Fun¬ 
eral Home of Winchester.

Breaking new ground 

Biotechnology is producing new manufacturing jobs

‘ ears of research and 

g testing are beginning 

to pay off in the form 
H of viable products for 

the state’s diverse 
■biotechnology industry. And as firms 
‘gear up to manufacture these new 
!drugs, diagnostic tools and a host of 
other products, they will need 
trained technicians to fuel 
production. 

But industry obsen'ers say that 
while the biotechnology industry in 
Massachusetts is expected to grow 
steadily over the next decade, it 
won’t be the sole savior of the 
economy. The extent of employment 
growth will also depend largely on 
how many companies opt to open 
manufacturing plants in the state and 
how successful their products are. 

One positive sign is Cambridge- 
based Genzyme Corp.’s plans to 
build a major manufacturing plant in 
the AUston section of Boston, which 
will require some 100 new 
employees next year. Genetics 
Institute Inc. of Cambridge is already 
in the midst of a major round of 
hiring. 

Another plus is the region’s high 
concentration of top schools turning 
out healthy numbers of graduates 
with advanced science degrees. 

Such growth offers exciting 
prospects not only for the labor 
market but also for medicine as 


companies work to produce drugs to 
fight AIDS and cancer and to develop 
more effective diagnostic 
procedures. Biotechnolog}' is also 
producing advancements in food 
processing, agriculture, forestr>'. 
waste management, environmental 
protection and more. 

A simplified definition of 
biotechnology is that it involves 
technological manipulation of the tiny 
pieces of deoxyribonucleic acid 
(DNA) molecules, which are the 
blueprints for all living organisms. 
This complex process holds the 
potential for major advancements in 
virtually all areas of life. 

“There are magnificent 
applications and as they come 
through, who knows what the 
possibilities are,” said Bariy 
Werner, division chairman of 
mathematics, science and technolog}’ 
at Middlesex Community College in 
Burlington. 

The state’s 120 biotechnolog}’ 
companies, many of which focus on 
pharmaceuticals and genetic 
engineering, are anxious to establish 
their own market niches. The 
industry now employs 14,000 people 
and is expected to have 40,000 
workers by the year 2000, said 
Susan Moulton, vice president of 
public policy for the Massachusetts 
Biotechnology Research Institute 
and director of education and training 
for the Massachusetts Biotechnology 
Council. 

Many of these companies are 
small — 75 percent have 50

employees or less — but are poised 
for growth. Moulton said a number 
of firms started in the early 1980s 
and have since focused primarily on 
getting through a product 
development and clinical testing 
phase that generally lasts seven to 
eight years or longer and is heavily 
regulated by the Federal Drug 
Administration. 

Several firms are still struggling 
with tests, but more and more are 
venturing into production. As this 
trend continues, the need will be 
greatest for those with expertise in 
regulator}’ affairs, safety and quality 
control in a medical setting as well as 
people with specialized technical 
training. There will also be a need 
for people on the administrative side 
to handle sales and service, 
accounting and legal issqes. 


“I'he industry’ uses as many 
business school graduates as other 
kinds of industries,’’ said Moulton. 

One of the most pressing issues 
for biotechnology companies going 
into manufacturing is the need for 
technicians to follow' strict 
production protocols required by the 
FDA. The work demands special 
training that is just beginning to 
become w'idely availabU* to 
interested students. 

An increasing number of area 
schools and colleges are w’orking 
with biotechnology’ companies and 
Bay State Skills Corp., a quasi-state 
agency that provides program 
funding, to develop courses. Among 
those offeiing biotechnology 
manufacturing technician courses are 
Middlesex Community College. 
Northeastern University offers both 
associate’s and bachelor’s degrees in 
biotechnology’. 

Bay State Skills w’ill only fund 
training progi'ams at schools able to 
find private-sector “partners” in the 
biotechnology’ industry’ to provide 
dollar-for-dollar matching funds to 
ensure courses reflect job 
descriptions. 

Programs must also provide for 
students to do on-site internships at 
area companies that could eventually 
lead to full-time jobs. 

Bay State has invested $1.4 
million in biotechnology education 
since 1983 when it undertook the 
task.

became a hot issue,” said Ro- 
Atlrienne Davidson, director of the 
organization’s 50-50 program. 

For the past year and a half. Bay 
State has been funding one-year 
certificate programs for technician 
training at schools like Middlesex 
Community. Certificates prepare 
graduates for entry’-Ievel jobs 
starting at about $10 or $11 an hour. 

Davidson said that while some 75 
people have earned these 
certificates, it is unclear how many 
have actually landed jobs. 

She said Bay State’s goal is to 
have associate’s degree training 
programs in biotechnology and added 
that most of the existing programs 
are preparing to add the necessary’ 
courses. 

The technician training involves 
intensive study of mi-jrobiology and 
other sciences and prepares 


students to handle lab procedures, 
testing, record-keeping and 
packaging. 

“It’s an interesting level because 
you don’t need a four-year degree 
person, but you do need more than a 
high school degree. An associate’s 
degree would be ideal,” said 
Davidson. 

Area companies see these 
programs as crucial to their success 
and ability to find qualified workers 
when the need arises. 

Founded in 1982, Creative 
Biomoleculcs Inc. in Hopkinton 
started with 10 employees and now 
has about 70, according to John E. 
Smart, vice president of research. 

He said the company expects to 
have 120 to 130 employees witliin 
six months. 

The company is researching a 
variety of “growth factors” used to 
heal wounds. grow new skin in bum 
victims and repair broken bones. 

Smart said the company is 
marketing one product in 
collaboration w’ith Stryker Corp. of 
Kalamazoo, Mich., that mends 
broken bones that have failed to heal 
within nine months with traditional 
treatment. 

The company expects to hire 
people in all areas, including 
research, manufacturing and 
business. These hires will include 
cell biologists, immunologists, 
protein chemists, molecular 
biologists, project managers, market 
analysts and financial experts.

Tips for job seekers

Are you one of the thousands — 
maybe millions — of people who are 
seeking a new job or are thinking about 
it? 

Here’s a mixed collection of tips to 
help you at all levels of that prm'ess: 

■ Don’t hang around your old workplace 
after you’ve been officially let go. It’s 
silly to think that if you stay around 
your boss will change her or his mind. 
Plus, communications will become 
awkward and embarrassing. 

■ Don’t expect yc ur resume to get you 
a job. They’re most effective when 
employers receive them from someone 
they know and respect. So start 
networking and make some contacts. 

■ Don’t network by asking people for a 
job. Instead, kx)k at it as a slow, 
ongoing process of making connections 
and gathering information. .Ask people 
for suggestions and names of 


prospective employers. 

■ Don’t address a job inquiry* letter or 
resume to a title (i.e. Dear Personnel 
Director). Call the company and get 
decision-makers’ names. Triple-check 
the stx^lline. 

■ Don’t promise more in your cover 
letter and resume than you can 
deliver. And don’t promise less in an 
interview than you’re capable of. 

■ Study the organization you’re 
interviewing with. Get help from the 
public librarv’, newspaper clH)pings and 
colleagues. Be able to talk about how 
you could help the company reach its 
goals or fix a problem. Give specific 
ideas for improving a particular 
department or division. 

■ Interview the company while the 
company interviews you. Learn about 
the job, the boss and the organization. 
Ask questions that will help you decide 
if your style would fit. 

■ If you’re thinking about leaving your 
job for what you hope will be a better 
one, compare the two positions

Gene-Trak Systems, another 
small biotechnologv' company in 
Framingham experiencing growth, 
started in 1986 as a joint venture 
between Amoco Biotechnologv’ Co. 
and Genetics Institute of 
Framingham and now has more than 
100 employees, said Charles Burke, 
vice president and general manager 
of clinical diagnostics. 

The company is still involved 
primarily in research and 
development, but eventually expects 
to market clinical diagnostic products 
to identify bacteria in food harmful to 
humans. Burke said the next major 
surge in employment will come when 
that happens. 

“I can’t tell you when that will 
be.” he said. 


Gene-l'rak now sells some 
diagnostic products to the food 
industrv'. 

Integrated Genetics of 
Framingham — acquired by 
Genzyme in September 1989 — has 
grown from 84 to 178 employees 
since then. 

IG is doing a variety of research 
involving clinical lab testing of 
diagnostic products. 

David Nikka, vice president of 
human resources at IG. said that 
while Genzyme wall be hiring 
numerous people in manufacturing, 
IG will not be doing “a great deal” 
of hiring in the near future. 

Nikka said the company will 
probably need some less skilled 
employees to assist trained 
technicians in the lab.

REACHING FOR SUCCESS 

Calling the shots at work

When Cornelia Robart was 
assessing her career goals a year ago, 
she hoped to learn through a career 
seminar appropriate questions to ask 
herself in the future, and she wanted 
to begin to “ trust her owm answers. ’ ’ 

Robart, 52, has since become self- 
assured about her career life. The 
Somerville resident previously worked 
in temporary jobs, likening these to 
the militarv': “Do it as it has always 
been done, take orders from 
immediate superiors, don’t ever 
initiate.” 

But she now runs her own show — 


a highly successful freelance editing 
and indexing practice — in addition to 
shouldering half-time administrative 
duties at MIT’s Center for Japan 
Studies. The questions she routinely 
asks have begun to yield productive 
and satisfying results. 

To illustrate, Robart recently 
recalled her initial arrangement at 
MIT. 

“I began working there as a temp, 
and I decided I wanted to stay. Instead 
of just accepting my temp status, I 
asked if it were possible to keep me on 
permanently ... Asking and asserting 
myself worked,” she said. 

Similar assertiveness has emerged 
in Robart’s freelance business. She 
had long consixlered book indexing an 


intriguing specialty. As her confidence 
during her career explorations grew, 
she enrolled in an indexing workshop 
at Radcliffe. 

She also made it a point to get to 
know her teacher, and even sent her a 
formal "thank you" note for the course 
and invited her out to dinner. The 
teacher — like many other 
professionals in the publishing and 
academic worlds — regularly refers 
assignments to Robart. 

“At the moment, I have all the 
work I can handle,” she said. 

Her original dream of indexing for a 
living has thus expanded to a fuller 
editorial menu. She is currently 
working on a histoiT book for a major 
publisher, and 50 percent of her 


assignments constitute research and 
editorial work. 

“My ’panic-habit’ keeps wanting to 
rear its ugly head, but I have it under 
control. I find that I’m now obliged to 
recognize the ‘work’ I did earlier as 
paying off — my continual talking to 
people in the industry, all the 
relationships I’ve built from initial 
contacts,” said Robart. “It took a 
certain amount of guts to extend those 
early contacts into real relationships.”

Planning ahead 


Local Realtors working on national agenda 


tate and local Realtor 

groups, which traditionally 
have moved in political cir¬ 
cles to lobby for their con¬ 
cerns, will be pushing even 
harder this year to effect 

changes to benefit the real estate in¬ 
dustry. 

“If we let things slide by, we’ll get 
precisely what we deserve,” the new 
president of the Massachusetts Asso¬ 
ciation of Realtors, Stephen J. Collins, 
told members at a meeting of the 
Greater Boston Real Estate Board, 

one of the MAR’s local boards. 

“There is no trust in the economy be¬ 
cause there is no trust in the value of 
homes. We need to work together in 
1992 to put back value in real estate,” 
said Collins, also president of Century 
21/Collins Realty, Woburn and 
Lynnfield. 

Collins, along with Ronald R. Dion, 
1992 president of the Greater Boston 
Real Estate Board, urged the mem¬ 
bers to change with the times and help 
effect change by becoming increasingly 
involved in the legislative process. 

The two Realtors plan to take their 
legislative agenda to the national board 
and push for changes in the Tax Sim¬ 
plification Act of 1986 and, on a more 
local level, the lead paint laws, Collins 
said. 

“We have recently filed legislation 
which is designed to deal with the cur-

rent lead paint law and the area that 
prevents it from working, from the 
perspective of both children and prop¬ 
erty owners,” Collins said. 

The current law, which mandates 
that property owners ensure their 
properties are lead free if children un¬ 
der sbe years of age reside there, 
“doesn’t work,” Collins said. “There 
are no guarantees that deleading, in 
fact, is the only solution in protecting 
children.” 

According to Realtors, one of the 
main reasons the law doesn’t work is 
because it is ignored. Deleading an 
apartment can cost thousands of dol¬ 
lars. 

“We would prefer seeing encapsu¬ 
lates approved, (which) completely 
seal the areas where children could get 
access to lead paint,” Collins said. 
“There are some being tested now in 
various parts of the country.” 


The University of Lowell is testing 
these types of products, but the data 
won’t be in for four or five months, 
said Brad Prenny, director of the 
Childhood Lead Poisoning Prevention 
Program for the state health depart¬ 
ment. 

“The coatings have to be so impact 
resistant that they can stand up to 
abrasion,” Prenny said. Additionally, 
inspectors will have to be trained to 
check if the encapsulates have been 
applied properly and the state will need 
a certification process to approve each 
product, he said. 

While the coatings could lower the 
cost of abatement, they would not be a 
panacea, Prenny said. 

The cost might be about 25 percent 
less than deleading, he said, but most 
of the cost of abatement is the result 
of having lead paint on windows. 
“Most people choose to change those 
windows because of the difficulty of re¬ 
moving the lead paint, and they feel 
they are improving their homes and 
saving energy,” Prenny said. “I don’t 
see these products really substituting 
for window replacement. What we’re 
trying to do here is to see where we 
can lower the costs without compro¬ 
mising safety.” 

However, there is some question 
about whether homeowners can, or 
should, prepare tlie surfaces for the 
coating themselves, Prenny said. 


“You need an intact, clean surface to 
apply these coatings, and if we allow 
homeowners to remove the peeling 
paint, they are into deleading.” Li¬ 
censed abaters might have to do the 
preparation work, which would in¬ 
crease costs, he added. 

Currently, there is a $1,000 tax 
credit for deleading, which is insuffi¬ 
cient, Collins said. “Our bill proposes 
an increase in the tax credits, because 
$1,000 doesn’t begin to offset the 
costs of deleading, which can run from 
$5,000 to $10,()00 per unit. Many 
homeowners right now simply don’t 
have the money to invest in a two- or 
three-family unit to delead their prop¬ 
erty. 

“The legislation allows for encapsu¬ 
lating by the owner, which would re¬ 
duce the cost of providing a child-safe 
environment dramatically.” Collins 
said. “A sensible solution to this prob¬ 
lem is the primary goal of the MAR in 
1992.” 

Collins said the association also wll 
address its Multiple Listing Services 
(MLS), and its future. “There are 
many challenges which will be facing 
MLS,” he said. “Potential non-mem¬ 
ber access is one that we ought to plan 
for.” Access to the service, which 
lists all Realtor properties, has been 
available only to Realtors who are 
members of the National Association of 
Realtors and its state organizations. A 
recent court ruling may give non-mem¬ 
bers access. 

The association also needs to look

at advances in technology, in relation 
to the MLS, and regionalization of the 
service, to provide members with a 
wider area of listings, Collins said. 

Additionally, the Realtors want to 
see some changes in the tax laws that 
might improve the industry. In fact, 
Collins said, he believes the tax laws 
are a major reason for the industry’s 
problems. 

“I think it’s important, first, for 
people to understand what the 1981 
economic recovery tax act did,” Col¬ 
lins explained. “At the time, we were 
in a mild recession, and when that law 
was passed, it was done in recognition 
that real estate can help bring us out of 
a recession, and it did so very success¬ 
fully. 

“It provided better capital gains 
treatment, more liberal depreciation 
schedules and tax investment credits, 
too; all things that were designed to 
encourage people to build, expand, re¬ 
model,” Collins said. “It allowed peo¬ 
ple to do a variety of things which 
helped stimulate the economy, and it 
worked.” 

Those benefits were, for the most 
part, removed in 1986 with the Tax 
Simplification Act, and additional re¬ 
strictions, such as limited passive loss 
credits, were added on, Collins said, 
“thereby removing any and all incen¬ 
tive for anyone to invest in real estate 
or start new developments. In short, 
the message was sent out that real es¬ 
tate was not a place to invest your 
money.” 

According to Collins, some econo¬ 
mists claim the 1986 tax act by itself, 
“reduced real estate values anywhere 
from 15 to 20 percent, thereby causing 
the value of lenders’ portfolios to dei- 
crease, which caused lending institu¬ 
tions to begin to fail. That, essential¬ 
ly,” Collins said, “put the government 
in the real estate business to where 
the RTC (Resolution Trust Corixira- 
tion, set up by the government to sell

Realtors want the government to 
remove passive loss restrictions “im¬ 
mediately,” Collins said. 

Currently, Collins said, the passive 
loss legislation “has a large number of 
co-sponsors in Washington, and our 
hope is that it will succeed.

time homebuyers. Both of those things 
could immediately begin the process of 
stabilizing real estate values. If jjeople 
believe in and have confidence in the 
value of their homes and in their jobs, 
they tend to be much more optimistic.

Q Dear Mr. Shaffer: I’m considering buying a condominium. How¬ 
ever, at least half of the units in the development - in a total of 
* about 60 units - are rented. Would this cause me any problems? 
L.T., Marlborough. 

A Dear L.T.: You should have reserv'ations about buying a unit in a 
condominium development with a low owner occupancy rate. 

• Why? First, there’s the overall w’ell-being of the complex. 
Though certainly not true in all cases, the lower the owner occupant ratio 
in a condo development, the greater the likelihood the complex will expe¬ 
rience financial problems - unpaid condo fees and assessments, under¬ 
funded reserve fund - and/or management problems, such as poor main¬ 
tenance and upkeep on the property, or difficult tenants. 

Why so? Again, though not true in all cases, property owners are 
much more likely to neglect - both financially and aesthetically - their in¬ 
vestment property than their homes. Moreover, this tendency is usually 
much more pronounced during difficult economic times, such as today’s. 

As a result, your condo’s value and your ability to resell it. as well as 
your overall enjoyment of the property, may be at greater risk if you buy 
into a condo complex with a low owner occupancy rate. 

Second, there’s the problem of acquiring financing. Because most 
lenders sell the bulk of their residential mortgages to the secondary 
mortgage market (SMM), they usually must follow SMM guidelines, 
which generally allow a minimum owner occupancy rate of 70 percent. 

Moreover, because of the risks listed above, lenders who do offer 
Non-SMM (portfolio) co^'do loans generally require much higher down 
payments (25 to 40 percent) and interest rates (10 to 11 percent 
adjustables) and, even then, they rarely allow an ow-ner occupancy rate 
below 50 percent. 


Though certainly not tme in all cases, the lower 
the owner occupant ratio in a condo development, 
the greater the likelihood the complex will experi¬ 
ence financial problems... and/or management 
problems. 


Accordingly, it’s best not to buy in a condo complex w'ith less than a 
70 percent owner occupancy unless: 1. You get an excellent deal on the 
unit; 2. You locate beforehand, a lender who will finance it on affordable 
terms; and, 3. You’ve checked and verified (even more meticulously than 
you would - and should - before buying any condo) that the complex is in 
excellent condition, financially, structurally and managerially.
